Preface. 

If any errors or omissions appear to able anti-i- 
quarians and discemi^og critics, I j^incerely crave ihetv 
pardon, and declare it to be not for want of exertions 
to gain the best infonaoation, but owing to the dis- 
appointments I have met therein, which were much 
greater than I expected. 

Strict impartiality has been observed in the fol- 
lowing sheets;- although my intention was never to 
offend, yet my resolution has been, not to gratiQ^ 
the prqjudice of any person, partv or sect I must 
acknowleij^e, that most of the charitable donations 
are the bounty -of former times; yet, for want of 
timely information, the 'PHILANTHROPy <rf the 
PRESENT AGE has not been mentioned in their 
proper places- 

I am ber^ bound in du^ to notice some institutions 
of singular benefit to mankind, lately established ia 
this City; of which the Humane Socjkty, for re- 
covering persons apparently drowned, is one veiy 
deserving of notice, by which many individuals have 
been preserved from an untimely death, and restored 
to their afflicted relatives and friends. The Vaccine 
Society^ ibr inoculation with the cow-pox, has been 
lately established, which is a discovery of the greatest 
importance to th^ human i^ace^ in preventing the 
dreadful effects and spri^ading of that fatal malady 
the small^pox. Another cluuritable Institution, arose 
from the well-timed bounfy pf a Society of Ladies o£ 
the first distinction, in this city and neighbourhood, 
for the relief of indigent married women in the time 
of child-birth, who are relieved with medical as- 
sistance, and other conveniencies according to their 
wants. Likewise, I ought not to omit a society^ as 
yet but little known, the members of which are/o/- 
lowers of the late Rev, John. Wesley t who visit and 
grant immediate relief to all fri^uUass strangers, who 
are sick and in distress .within this City. To these 
might be added, (were I at liberty to menticm their 
names,) the private charities of many individuals, of 
both sexesj whose hearts are sdways open to the dis- 
tresses of their fellow citizens, in clotbmg the naked, 
relieving the sick, and comforting the unhappy pri- 



Mii^, whilef in the dreary and gloomy cell: may 
future generations be stimulated, by their pious ex- 
awle, to acts of universal charity and benevolence. 

Before I conclude, permit me to return my most 
gntefiil thanks to those Gentlemen who have so 
kindly assisted me with their advice and correction 
in the course of my labours, and hope, that if m^ 
poor endeavours do not answer their expectation, it 
will, at least, afford them some infixmation and 
amusement.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Exeter, the Capital of Devonshire, 
B a Citv of great Antiquity and Fame, and, to use 

thewomsofanauthorof the last century,t " remark- 
•abi-e for its loyalty and zeal for mon- 

[""archy, amidst all REVdLUTioirs:" it is situated 
ibout eight miles North of the British Channel, in 
_ Latitude SO*. 44' North, and Longitude S\3(y West 
from London. 

The City and Suburbs, including the adjouiing 
]Marishe8 of St Thomas and St. Leonard, which are 

Ertof the county of Devon, are nearly two miles in 
igth, and a mile and a quarter in breadth, where 
die buildings are contiguous; and contain about 3,976 
liousesy and 21,994 inhabitants:* these are divided 
mto four Wards or Hundreds, in which are nineteen 
Parishes and three Precincts, which are extra-paro- 
chial. A Cathedral; eighteen Parish Churches; three 
Presbyterian, one Anabaptist, one Quaker, and two 
Methodist Meeting-Houses; a Roman Catholic 
Chapel^ and a Jew's Synagogue; all which, together 
with the other public -buildings, will be fully des- 
cribed ' ito their proper places. 

The pleasant site of the City, on the declivity of a 
hill open to the south and west, enriched with beauti-

• As it would be impncticable to humber the inhabitants preciself, 
(it having been several times attempted witfaoot success,) I have endea- 
leored to calculate them accoiding tp the n^es laid down by Sir Wm. 
Fetty, In his discourse on political arithmetic, and allowhig seven persons 
far every Inhabited house, whoever is acquainted with the City, and 
considers the numbers of families which are crowded together in single 
houses, in the back streets and lanes, will, I hope, think with me, that 
'• I have rather under, than over-rated theAi. In the year 1800, the legis- 
lature ordered a general account to be taken of the number of inhabitants 
and booses throughout the kingdom, when the parochial returns for this 
City (exclusive of the parishes of St. Thomas and St. Leonard,) were 
2836 houses; inhabited by 3947 families ; containing 7304 males, and 
10,084 females ; in all 1 7,388 inhabitants. But as this return was made 
at the height of a long and bloody war, when the staple trade of this 
City (the woollen manufactory,) was at its lowest ebb, and great num- 
bers of its male inhabitants, serving their country in his Majesty's fleets 
and armies, and others obliged to seek for labour at distant places, oc- 
casioned the great disproportion between the number of males and fe- 
males, which, according to their births, are nearly equal ; and according 
to the former calculation, would make this City and County to cfwtaia 
20,052 souls.

ful views of the surrounding country, where undula- 
ting hills, vales, woods and water, intermixed with 
churches, villages and gentlemens* seats, terminated 
by the brown and lofty heights of Haldon,&c. is truly 
picturesque, and atti^acts the notice of strangers. 

The river Exe is navigable for vessels of 150 tons 
burthen, even to the Cky, ashy a canid cut through 
the marshes, and by the help of sluices or locks, they 
are to\yed. i^p to the quay. The tide anciently flow^ 
beyond the City; but the navigation was ruined by 
one of the EarlB of Det7oii, from a malicious pique 
for a pretended ineiult done him, (which circnmrtmw^e 
will be discussed her^ter ;) and there is great reason 
to believe, that the tide once covered all the marshes 
and low grounds from the City to Cowiekt as its 
name seems to/expressif for the whole strata of the 
ground between, appears to be formed of soft clay 
and river gravel in alternate layers; and further, the 
situation of the water port, (still plainly to be seen 
in the City wall, at the bottom of Rock-lane,) to- 
gether with ancient traditions, which inform U8» 
that ships ^nd boa^ wereadmitted, by the tide, into 
theCity through the said pott, seem to strengthen 
greatly the conjecture, if we can doubt the veracity 
of an ancient histcnrian, William of Malnuburyf who 
says, that '' the fleet of King £thelred being defeated 
** in the year 1001, by the Danes, a residue took re- 
** fuge within the walla of Excester*' t a. 

The City has been greatly improved of late yeiffs 
by new buildings, and is plentifully supplied with 
water.; some from wells, and some, brought through 
leaden pipes, from springs collected together, about 
half a mile from the City, The river water, by .

X Other reasons might be given to strengthen the former hypothtisis^ 
but I shall only mention one more by way of note; a few years since, ia 
<iigguig for the foundation of an Ice-house, at the bottom of theFiyar^ 
after having cut through the common meat earth, a bed of hard day was 
found, then river gravel, at twelve feet deep, rubbbh mixed with oyster 
and cockle shells, then river gravel again, and at sixteen feet deep, was 
found the half of an horse shoe, much rusted and injured by length of 
time, and which is now in the possession of Mr. Drewe, (late of Exeter, 
but now of Topsham.) I do not easily acquiesce with improbabilities, 
but I have heard it asserted, that an anchor has been dug up in l;be manfti ■ 
near Cowley Bridge. 
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mekOB of an engine, 19 forced through wooden pipes 
mto moftt parts of Hie City, (notwithBtandiog its 
elevated situation,) and each inhabitant may be sup^ 
plied with it at a certain rate per annum. 

The wholescHneness of the water, salubrity of the 
air, pleasantness of the situation, and plenty of the 
Buurkets, have occasioned the City to be much 
noticed by our ancient writers:-^ FTiV/mwu of Malm^ 
ft#ry» who lived in the reign of King Stephen, and 
wrote his history. A*. D. 1154, speaks tnus of it, 
by reason of its stateliness, the wealth of its citi* 
wm^ and the great resort of strangers* it sq abounds 
witii all kinds of mercimnduse, that notiiing is 
wanting that can be reckoned ns^ul, or necessary.*' 
Leland also, who wrote his itinemry in the reign of 
Qeniy the Eighth, calls it '* a plesMsant and b^utiful 
" Ci^, strongly fortified both by nature and art, full 
'* oi inbalntanta, and abounding In all the necessaries 
"of life. 

It 19 impossible, at this distance of time, to fix 
the Era of its first foundation; but its British names 
will sufficiently testify, that it was a City of note 
even with the ancient Britons^ 

The inhabitants of Devon and Cornwall were the 

Danmomi^ a people differing in their manners and 

cnstoms fifcnn the other tribes of the BritmSf and 

are supposed fay many authors,* both ancient and 

modern, to be Aborigines^ and to have migrated 

^m Armemai in the greater Asia, not long after 

the confusion of tongues at Babel. 

It is sufficiently clear, that the I>amiomi were not 

, ignoiant of agvioukuie and commerce, from the trade 

^^bcv carried on, with ^eir tin, and other commodities, 

witn the PhoBnician, Carthaginian and Greek mer^ 

chants, and after them, with the 6i»tt/^ and iSoman^; 

this is fully mentioned by Herodotus , Poly bin s^ 

Strabo, and other authors. 

That Tin was more abundant in Deoim than Corn- 
wall, is clearly demonstrated, by the iarming of the 
coinage in the reign of King John, when that of 

• Bishop Gtbsonli Saxon Chronicle, printed at Oxford, 1692, (the 
Saxon Chronicle was written by a Monk of Lincoln, sometime after the 
conquest,) says,- thftt the ofigmal inhabitants of Devon and Cornwall 
came from Armenia. 
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Demn^ was farmed for c£.106 while that oiCornwail^ 
producedonly 100 marks; and as the greatest part 
of the tin was found in Dartmoor and its neigh- 
bourhood, at' no very great distance from Exeter^ it 
may naturally be concluded, that the 'neighbouring 
country must have been very populous*, and that thei 
Danmomiy having a mercantile intercourse with the 
Phwnicidns and Grecfc^, * learned fr^m them the 
principles' of mechanics and building, as well as other 
arts : to say nothing of the colonies, which, according* 
to their custom, they settled in most places they 
traded to, and therefore it cannot be doubted, (from 
the many Phoenician and Greek words mixied m the 
BriUsh language,) that they settled a colony in this 

part of the island.t 

Theinhabitfej]it«ofD<?t?b/?, therefore, certainly had 
their cities and towns ;|| and the name of Pen-Caer,§ 
(a British name for Exeter 4) which signifies the head, 
or chief city, plainly points out the capital of the 
DanmoniVy and Caer-esk, the city on the waters; 
Caer-ruth,* thecity on theredsoil; and PenhulgcAle,* 
the prosperous chief town in the wood; strongly" 
prove, that Exeter must have been a City of great 
note, • even in the most early ages. - 

+ Richard of Cirencester, who wrote a Chronicle in the fourteenth, 
centary, places the &tt colony in the S. W. part of OeTon^ about A« M^ 
3000, and that a colony of the Belgas from Gallia, about A. M. 3650^ 
arrived in Britain, and possessed themselves. of Kent, Sussex, Hamp* 
fhire, and Devoiishire. Mr. Whitaker, in His history of Manchester, 
informs us, that after the Beige had been thus settled 1250 yeais, 
Diviaticus came over from Gaul, and brought a large reinforcement of th« 
former, and subdued the remainder of the west part of Britain. • 

II To strengthen this conjecture, it must be remarked, that among 
the British Coins found ai Gambre, m ComwaU, as deaenbed by Dr. 
Borlase,. that of No. Ij3 has evideiitly a plan of a town or city on it; and ' 
whoever carefully examines it, will find it a near resemblance of modera 
Exeter, 

JCaer, in- the Welsh language, signifies a City ; and at this day, they 
Jerusalem, Caer-sa]em$ Paris, Caer-Faris; Rome, Caer-Rui^yne; 
Carthage was called in the Fhsnician language, Caer-theia, that is^ a 
new City. (Cambden^ page SO. J

Ai^CIENT AND MODERN^ 
CHAPTER L 

From the Invasion of the Romans to the Nor^^ 

man Conquests 

JULIUS CJESAR in hi» first cxpcditioii into Britain CHAP. I . 

^ A. C» 54, describes the Britbh towns, m mcie i^cdsses g^^ 

in the woods, fortified with trunks of trees, and great. Christ 54. 
banks of earth, to which thejr fled in tiiiies of danger, as a Caesar's 
ftcuritj for themselres, &milies, and cattle ; but Csesar was Commen- 
ignorant of the Danmonn, or their towns, his actions in Bri- ^^' 
tain being confined to Kent, and the adjoining counties ; and 
he himself confesses, that all he knew of the inland and dew 
tftched inhabitants of the island was from the Qaaiisk meiu 
chants, and even they acknowledged that Ihfly knew nothings 
of the interior parts o^^tlie countiy^ bat firora heax^-say only. 

Hence^ any pretension to determine at what time to date the 
foundation of £xeter, would be mere presumption ; and as 
we haTc no authority but conjectine, and dark traditions^ 
probability only can be ofierc d. 

It is true, the inhabitants of Htkomh-iumeU have an idl€ Ancient 
tradition, thkt the Britons first b6gan to build a City, on a tradition, 
common near their Tillage, fot their Cajntal, but finding gnat 
inconveniences from the want of water, they removed ta this 
present scite of Exeter, nay they ^cw an okl military work 
there as the ancient City. 

A circumstance, howeVer, highly in favour of its antiqui-* 
fy, isthe great numbeiof Roman coins which have been, and 
^ are, discovered by digging in the City and its neighbour- ^ 
hood; and that all the ancient roads meet in it, as a central 
atuation.* ^

5946. (although Speed places the date 387 3 ) ^^'^ 54 years before the 
birth of our Saviour Jesus Christ, Julius C^^ar having subdu- 
ed all €rmd^ invaded BKiimny incited thereto, according ta 
some authors, by a desire to revenge on the Britons their ha- 
Julius Cae- ^^"S ^^^ succours to the Veneti, a people of Armorica (noSv 
sar's invasi- BretagneJ in France, landed, after an obstinate resistance fironi 
on. the Britons y on the coast oi Kent; supposed to be the beach 

between Deal and Dover, 

The Britons being divided into many petty sovereignties, 
united their forces under CassibelaunuSy King of the Trino^ 
bantea f^ TheomaniutSy his Son, being at that time Prince of 
the DanmoniiJ and Casar, after gaining a few disputed bat- 
tles, sailed back to Gallia* 

The next year, Casar having^coUectcd a more numerous 
army and navy, again invaded Britain, and landed near the 
same place, when he was a second time bravely opposed : 
but Cassibelaunns being deserted by his allies, submitted to 
Cesar y who once more returned back to Gallia, and being 
satisfied with receiving hostages from the neighbouring states, 
and a promise of tribute (which, in all probability was ne- 
ver paid) left the authority of the Romans, more nominal 
than real, in this Island.:): 

I have 86 far digressed from what materially concerns the 
City of Exeter, in order to Confute the many idle traditions 
and common stories, that every ancient castle, or ruinous 
tower was built by JuHus Cmsar, (as it is often ignorantly 
said of the Castle oi Exeter J when, from the most authentic 
historians, his short stay in this Island would not allow him 
time sufficient to build castles, or any other works, saving 
those that were necessary for his own security, the fortifying 
of his camps : he being continually ^harrassed by armed bo" 
dies of \h^ Britorns, 2aid Exefer at too great a distance from 
the field of action. o

successful battle, or as Lucan says

Fled from the Bntxms whom his arms had sought. 
And Tacitus wys, he did not conquer Britain, but only shewed it to the 
Roiqans. 
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The Romans made no attempt" on the Britons until A, D. CHAI^. f . 
43, near a century after Cttsar; when the Emperor Claudius "aTdT 
«ent Aultfs Piauttusy his Genera} into Britain, and throng 43. 
the dissensions among the Britons themselves, some provin- 
ces were subdued, an'd Claudius hiniself soon after coming o- 
vcr to Britain J yhA fer a long dmc brasrely opposed by Cwro- 
ieUne, King of the Trinobantesy and after his death, by his * 
Sons, Caractacks King . of the Scutes' §' anid Togodutnnus King 
of the D^mmanii: .but, thejdeath of Togodumnus, in this war, 
together with the defeat and capdvity oif Car&ctacus, comple- 
ted the triumph of the HomtfTW, andrtyetted the fetters of the 
BritonSj Soon after, by the repeiMed victoiries of Vespasian^ and 
Julius Agricohy in the Reign of the Emperor Domitianf the 
whole of South Bikain was reduced intb a Roman Provinoe, 

That the Oty of Exeter was of great^note in the timeof the £xeter of 
Roman GoTemment, ^must bjb allowed; whether we consi- note in the 
der it as the capital City of the Oof^nmmp its strong and ad- time of the 
vantageous situation for defence agamst the revolts of a recent- Romans. 
ly conquered people", naturally stubborn, and detesting a 
foreign yoke : or its convenient situation for commerce (on 
the iKuiks of a navigable liver) and its vicinity to the Tin 
district, which was then a great branch of trade in these 
Western provinces ; therefore, from all these concurrent cir- 
cumstances, it may naturally be concluded that the Romans 
(civilized as they were at this period) would not neglect the 
many advantages that might occur to themselves by garrison*- 
ing it, not only to defend their conquests, but to protect 
their trade. 

Yet, notwithstanding all probable conjectures, history is A. D. 
quite silent, nor is Isca once, mentioned by the Roman histo- 140, 
rians,* except in the Itineraiy of Antoruncy who travelled 
through Britain, ini^t,Ttignot Antoninus Pius ^ A. D. 140; 
and whose journey from Calleva to Isca Dum nunnioruniy I 
shall here transcribe from Camiden,

j)^ticularjy in the late alterajtious in the Castle, that want of room will 
not allow a full description. They are mostly of the latter Emperors; ^ 
gold one of Nero, two brass ones of Julius Caesar, and two bie silver 
ones of CarauSius, are the best presenred. Some years since, in digf- 
-ging for the foundation of a hous^ tiie upper end of Musgrave*s AUey^ 
(now occupied hy Mr. Eales, Attorney) a colossal head of the Empresp 
Julia Donna, and an ancient brass lamp were found, supposed (from a 
crescent b?ing embossed upon it) to have belonged to a temple of Diana, 
from whence some conjectures are formed that a temple dedicated to that 
Goddess once stood near the spot. Roman coins also, and bones of ani- 
mals have been discoivered in digging the ground on St David^s hill; and 
at Mr. Upham's near Broad-gate^ in enlarging acellar, was lately found a 
Niche walled up, in which were several brass Pagan deities in good pre- 
servation : and part of a tessalated pavement. 

X Besides this road which was termed the Fosse-way^ another military 
way namely Ikeneldrsireety entered tlus City, through Dorchester and 
Seaton from the East; these roads probably again divided; one taking its 
course over the old Ford, through Kenign^ (where as well as on Hamm^ 
visible remains of it are still to be perceived) to Totness as before related ; 
and as the Romans had several stations, to the West of Tbtoect, there 
cannot be the least doubt of its being continued to Tamaray (now To- 
inertonfoUiot:) and fxm thenee to UxeUa (either Grampoundy/ or Lost- 
withielj and Votukif at^ or near Falmouth in ComwaiL The otHer road, 
crossed the Exe near GotUds'hitf/Sf passing up Greemoajf-lane^ was conti-

(now Hartland Point.) Besides those roads, there were several vicinal 
way<;, that branched either from, or into them, particularly one that 
proceeded from.

In tb^ year 1773» son»e labourers, di^a^; in ene x^Aose 
Banows far flints to rep^ the road leading mm K^ff^rti to 
Nemi^n Buakel^ discovered an Urn at the depth of iow Ibot 
ftoiB. tke top of the barrow, and sunk near fix inches im the 
solid earth ; it eonsisted of earthen-ware evidendy baked, w«f 
oofvefed wkh a iat stone about five inches thick* and eon* 
tuned a quantity of greasy ashes (which snieUed like soot) 
and £ragments of burnt bones; the workmen, thinking they 
had found a treasure, eagerly broke k in pieces; the Urn 
wan about fourteen inches in height^ and ten inches in diiH 
jader, at its most bulging part. 

A further aeardi being made in the same Tuvmiusp snor 
ther Urn was discovered at fourteen £eet distance from the 
ipot where the first was found; and, twelve feet fromth<s 
second* a third ; each containing a quantity of greasy ashcs» 
and burnt bones plainly human : these Urns were so much 
decayed throu^ length of time, that they quickly fell to 
pieces on being handled : they were made of a dark greyiah 
clay, foimd in many paits oiHaidoHf and ornamented with 
lemal kinds of figures, before they were bttrnt.§

^ Sir Laurence Paik, Bart, discovered Ums with Roman coins, in ana 
of the Bamnrs on the northern part of HcUdon^ specimens of which ara 
DOW in say possession; they are small, brass, of Emperor GalUenus, Vic« 
torinus, one of the 19, (or as they are callod 30 tyrants, during Gallie* 
mis' reign,) the usurper in Britain, and of Probus.

' " '■ The general structure of the Barrows throughout the coun-* 
ty, has been found to be uniform, and the discoveries whicli> 
hare been made have been nearly similar. From those on. 
Haldon, indeed. Urns of a rude form and composition have 
hetn taken ; and from one in particular, that forms a boun- 
dary between the Parishes of Kerm and Kenton, beneath sl 
large flat stone, which was supported -by others around, an. 
Urn, plain in figure, and unbaked; though, tinged as it 
was with smoke, it appeared to have been exposed to a fire^

• The custom of burning the bodies of their deceased friends 
and relations was common to most ancient Nations, and e- 
ven practised by the Jews themselves,* and therefore it is 
most probable they were the remains of either Brifons, or 
•Romans y before their conversion to Christianity. 

■ It may be proved from innunnerable instances, that this 
custom was very early practised, though not generally, as we 
find from Sacred Writ ; Abraham, purchased a burying place 
6f the sons of Heth, wherein he interred his Wife Sarah ; and 
that the Egyptians buried their dead is evident from the great 
care they took in embalming their bodies ; some are of opi- 
nion, that this custom was introduced to prevent any inde- 
cencies being committed on the dead bodies, by their ene- 
mies, which seems probable from that passage in the first 
Book oi Samuel, where the inhabitants of Ja3cf«^ Gilead, burnt 
the bodies ofSattiand his Sons to prevent their receiving any 
more indecencies from the Philistines notwithstanding it was 
the common custom of the Israelites to bury their dead. And 
so Sylla among the Romans, was the first of his family who 
ordered his body to be burnt ; for fear the barbarities he had 
executed on that of Marius, might be retaliated upon his 
own. At the siege of Trot/, the Greeks, used both ways of 
interring, and burning; Fatroclus was burned, and Ajax 
laid in the ground. Tlie Romans, derived from the Greeks y 
both these customs of burning and burying; ** In urhe nece 
** Sepelito nece Urito," says the law of the twelve tables.

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Thfe place "wrhcre they burned thd dead was set apart for this CHAP, h 
leligioiis use, and called Glebe; from which practice the ■ 
name is yet applied to all the lands belonging to the Church. 
- Tlie Saxons (as far as comes to our knowledge) did not 
make use of that method of interment,t bat generally en<> 
closed the bodies of their deceased friends in stone coffins, or 
graves lined ^th chalk, by the sides of the public highways, 
or ia common fields. The custom of burying the bodies of 
the dead writhin the walls of Cities and 1 owns, not being 
Bistituted (according to BedeJ until the reign of Cuthred^ a- 
boat A. D. 740. 

' The only reason that can be assigned for the small share 
^t Exeter had in the transactions, and its being so little no- 
ticed by Historians* during the Roman government in Britain 
(a period of near four centuries) was probably from its situati- °^°^ 
on, almost in the South West comer of the island, at a great 
distance firom the scene of action. 

During this time, the PictSy ScotSy and other barbarous 
nations, who continually harrassed the Raman province, were 
confined to the Northern extremities of the Island ; and al- 
though they made inroads into the more Southern parts, and 
committed the most horrid devastations, yet most of the Ro^ 
man garrisons being placed, on the northern frontiers, they 
were as often driven back to their woods and-fetnesses : nei- 
ther could the enemy have penetrated so £ir to the South , with- 
out making an entire conquest of the whole province, which 
doth not appear ever to have been the case. 

Xhe Saxon pintts who ravaged the coast of Britain during 
the time of the latter Emperors, were seldom seen to the 
South of the straits of Dover; hence, it may be concluded, Cambden; 
that although the Northern and Eastern parts were often in 
a state of war and confusion, the Southern parts of Devon ^ 

must have enjoyed an almost uninterrupted peace, and con- 
sequently have given the Historian no occasion to mention a 
pisice situated so far from the scene of action. 

After the Romans had lorded it over all South Britain^ for 
near four hundred years, their empire began to decline, the 
legions stationed in the British Garrisons were called home 
to defend Itafy and the Capital itself, from the barbarous na- 
tions which then broke through the frontiers on every side : 
Br^tfm thus deprived of its protectors, and .the greatest part ^^^ 
of the British youth being incorporated in the Roman legions, 
the PicfSy Scots f and otner tribes of the Britons (who had 
bravely opposed the Roman yoke, and had been pent up in 
- • • the

The Britons^ reduced to the greatest distress, fled to the 
Woods and niarsheS for refltge ; in this extremity thejp chose 
Vcriigem^ Prince of the Danmoniij for their King, who^ 
though disgraced with cTCiy rice, possessed the chief autho-> 
titf among them ; and by his counsel, a d^putaticHi was sent 
to iAitSaxonSy a German nation, desiring their assistance. 

It seems from the choice made by the SriYon^, of Foriigem, 
that the Danmonii by their situation were in somti measure 
exempted from the desolation that had spread through the o* 
Iher parts of the Islandy and that he, art the head of nis Da»* 
moniansy cbllected the other affrighted Britons togicther^ it) 
* order to make head against the barbarians. 

The SasanSf a barbarous and intrepid nation, embraced 
the offer made to them, and sent 1600 men to the ftsststance 
of the Britons; these auxiliaries were embarked in three ships, 
under the command of two brothers, HengUt and Honci and 
landing in the Isle of Thanei on the ooast of Kent^ joined the 
Britons and marched against die Invaders. •

most .of these perished in a viokat tempest : the other partj^ 
hastily retreated Co Chj^petthmm in WOUhire^ where beins^ 
joined hj gnat number under the command of three of their* 
Kings, GurthuH^ £«idte/» and Hanomnd^ they booke (not* 
withstanding the late treaty) into Alfred^ t dominions, rava- 
ging the country, and burning and destroying all before them : 
the £ngUsh, being disheartanted, left their country, in the 
greatest terror ; and though Alfred defeated the plunderen ia 
several engagements, yet such numbers continually arrived 
to join them, that, AJfred was reduced to the greatest dis- 
tress, and the Z)a'M»beaUne possessed of all his kingdom, ex- 
cept the counties oi Somerset , Hants, and Wiltshire^ and some 
few fortified towns, amon v which was Exeter.

and sununoned them to assemble at Bristonj on the borden 
aiSet&ood F&refif m Somerseishire, Ojx the appointed day, Hume, 
the Engliab joy&lly resorted to their King, whom, on kts 
appcajc^ce among lliem, they welcomed with shouts of ap- 
plause and the more so, as they' had considered him certain^ 
Ijdead. 

A^Tfd instantly conducted them to the Daimk camp; and 
knowing its sitwtfion, attacked ^e eaaaj ia the most un-» Daueg de- 
guarded quailier : the Dan^s^ surprised to see aai army of the feated by 
English, (whom they had Icmg held as totally subdued) but Alfred, 
much more at seeing Alfred at their head, made but a faint 
icflistance; and though greatly superior in numbers, were 
defeated with a prodigious slaughter. 

Ayrtd pursued the remainder of th^ routed army, to a ^^r- 
tificd camp, where they had fled, for safety, and where, (be« 
iog reduced to the greatest extremity by hunger) they, once 
more desired terms of peace, to which ^ijfm^ consented, on 
conditions of tjieir embracing Chiistianity, and evacuating 
his territories. 

Notwithstanding the former treaty, the other parties of g^ 
&e Daneg, roving about for prey, and not considering them- 
selves bound by the last compact, continued to ii^^t the yjf \^*^ **^

who hod plundel'cd Kormandp m Frameey landed at Warehgxn 
in Dorsetshire (Alfred being then in the north of Engiand J a.n< 
marched to Exeter^ which they instantly besieged ; the Citi- 
zens defended themselves with the greatest resolution, {w^I 
knowing the consequences of a surrender to such a barbaro w 
foe;) and their intrepid Monarch being informed of the Ci- 
tizens' distress, dispatched a trusty messenger to assure them, 
he would hasten to their relief. 

Alfred^ considering the importance of the City, immedi- 
ately followed his messengers, at the head of a chosen body 
of H^est Sojpons : the Citizens, at this period, were in the ut-« 
most extremity ; yet continued bravely to defend themselves, 
not doul^ng that their King would give them his full aid and 
co-operation : the Danes despairing, from the brave oppositi- 
on made to all their assaults; and, hearing of Alfred* s^^^ 
proach, broke up the siege, and fled to their ships. Alfhe€i 
closely followed them, but they were embarked before he 
could come up with them : in their retreat, they committed 
the most horrid devastations, spoiling and destroying the 
country, neither sparing age, nor sex. 

The English Fleet, which Alfred had stationed on the 
Southern coasts, fell in with many of their Ships ; these were 
captured, and the crews, by order of the £nglish Monarch , 
were executed as Pirates. 

Alfred i being convinced of the great utility of a naval force, 
to protect the coasts against the continual inroads of these 
barbarians, fitted out two fleets, and by some timely severi- 
ties on the intruders, kept his kingdom in profound peace 
(except a few intervals) until the year 893. 

During this time of peace, Alfred repaired and beautified 
such cities and towns, a^ had been damaged in the former 
wars ; among^ which, the City of Exeter is mentioned by 
Mattheo of Westminster^ who says, **he fortifed it toith new 
Btdwarks^ andgreatfy beautified it»^* 

I'he Danes f who had been settled in NoHhumherland^ broke 
out into open rebellion, and being joined by great numbers 
of new adventurers, embarked on board of 240 ships, and 
appearing before Exeter, laid close siege to it : the citizens, 
again stoutly defended themselves until Alfred came to ^eir 
relief, who falling upon the rebels before they were aware, 
defeated them, and pursued them to their ships, with great 
slaughter. • * 

Exeter does not appear in any of ^e transactions, during 
the remainder of this excellent Prince's rei^n, who died A. D. 
901 ; after having fought, in person^ fihy-six pitched bat- 
tles

AtheUtan succeeded his Father Edward, in the year 926 : 
in his reign, the Britons, who had hitherto inhabited the Exeter ta- 
wcstem part of Devonshire, and also (in conjunction with the ken from 
Smxoos, according to the treaty made with King Egbert) the Saxons. 
^ of Exeter, rebelled: when u^Me/9/tf» marched westward, 
compelled them to abandon the City, and the whole of De^ 
^aukire ; and -fixed the river Tamar, as the boundary of the 
Cemish Britons : after this, he returned to Exeter, destroy- 
ed the old fortifications (which before his time, consisted of ^^f^ ^^ 
fcagc bulwarks of earth, strengthened by stakes, and sur- '^"^*^*a'^ 
iDunded by ditches) building a stone wall of one mile and 
balf in circuit, flanked by lony towers, and encompassed by 
tdcep and regular fosse. 

Hie greatest part of the wall built by Athelstan, is still 
remaining : it consists of small unhewn stones, as they were city Walls, 
dog from the quarry ; the interstices filled up with hot lime 
and rough sand, and faced with ashler work of hewn stone ; 
the whole strengthened by strong buttresses : the mortar u- 
sed in this won: is become, from length of time, so hard 
and durable, that, on attempting to pull down any part of 
it, the stones are sooner broken, than separated one from the 
other. 

The walls arc 12 feet in thickness ; and at present, where 
the batdements are remaining, 30 feet in height: most of 
the embrasures had orillons, or loo}^oles, for the* defeat 
dants to discharge their arrows and other missiles under cover. ^ 
The number of Towers originally on this wall, cannot now the^WaU^ 
be determined, nor whether there were any more that what 
Qow remain in situ : those of which we have, at present,- 
any vestige»» are only six in number : five standing between

^ In the year 1784, the society of Antiquarians receiving good infor- 
mation that the remains of this Prince, were deposited in the Church of 
Qreat-Dripeld in YorkahirB, they deputed two of their members to ex-> 
amine into the fact, after digging some time they found a stone Coffin, 
and on opening the same, discovered the entire skeleton of this great 
Prince, together with a great part of his steel armour. The Coffin was 
a^ain closed up as well as the gitkve and left in the same state as when 
fmuid.

CHAP, i; the Casdeund Southgate, and one (irulgariy called the iSnait 
- tower) on the western side of the wall, fronting the river r 
only one of these towers remain still (excepting 3ie roof) iti 
its original state. It consisted of three stages, or floors, for* 
the defendants to stand on : it is 42 feet in height from the* 
present scalp of the ditch, having orillons in m>nt, and on 
eaci^ side, to fiimk the ditch ; a door-way was made her^ 
(now walled up) and called Bsti^^ postern, it being a pas- 
sage for the conveniency of Bedford House, and plainly ap- 
pears to have been constructed long since the building was 
raised 

This venerable specimen of the skill of our ancestors in 
architecture, which has been standingr upwards of 860 years,* 
is now in a state of decay ; and in all probability may soon 
share the &te of the other towers, which have been taken 
down even with the city walls, and deprived of their upper 
stories : therefore, to preserve its memoiy to future genera- 
tions, I have here given a correct view of it, 

E ete C ^ Castle is not mentioned in the history of these times : 

jj^ "^ **" but from the Saxon arches, and similarity of work and 
materials, it seems to have been built at the same time with 
the walls : it is situated in the northern point of the City, and 
on the most elevated part of the hill ; the ascent being very 
steep, particulariy from the Nordi; on which side it was de- 
fended by a deep moat and counterscarp, and which, from 
its great dedivity, prevented any probability of success in 
attacking it on that side ; as no military engines then used in 
besieging towns,' could be brought near enough for any ex- 
ecution ; neither could mining be effected, as the rock, on 
which it was built, is composed of very hard stone of the 
granite kind. The mound on which the masonry is erected, 
IS partly artificia), composed of loose stones (probably the 
refuse of the quarry) laid edgeways, and fiUed in with earth : 
this plainly appeared in the late alterations. 

The walls are of an oval figure, the longest diameter being 
109 yards, and the transverse 101 yards ; they are very thick, 
and, like the city walls, strongly cemented with hot lime and 
sand: there were five towers on the waUffi two square, and 
three of a semicircular 6gure. A more particular descripti- 
on, with the history of this ancient fortress, accompanied 
with a plan, and two views, will be given in the course of 
this work.

Williamy heated at these commotions, marched at the head

Having subdued the rebels, and quieted the internal com- 
motions, yet despairing of the good will of the stubborn Enr 
fUsh by lenity, he had recourse to the most rigorous laws, 
le punished the insurgents without mercy, depriving them 
of their possessions, and bestowing them on tne Normans: 
He abolished the ancient &mvs laws, and cstabUshed those of

right, of succession; and was supported in his daim by a 
great number of the Norman Barons : but William^ having 
gained the good will of the English nation, by his promises 
of restoring their ancient laws, soon compelled the rebels 
to submit ; and the steady allegiance of his English- subjects, 
biassing the Monarch in their rayor» he greatly added to the 
priyileges of several cities, among whidi, Exeter had a share 
of his bounty. 

. William^ however, soon forgot his promises. He made 
several arbitrary laws; and particularly such as regarded 
the preservation of the game, not only in his own forests 
and domains, but throughout his whole dominions. The 
penalty inflicted by these laws was death, or the loss of 
limb, for the killing of deer, or any other game; and these 
laws, it is said, were the principal foundation of the present 
existing game laws. 

It has been already mentioned that the late King gave the 
church of St. Olave m this city to themionks of the Abbey 
of Battle; the said Abbot and Monks, assisted therein by 
RufiiSf founded ihe priory of St, Nicholas on a vacant spot 
near iht said church; which, by subsequent benefactions 
rose to great power and wealth, as will be noticed in the 
course of this history. To this priory the . Kin^ gave a close 
of land, situated within the city walls, and called from this 
donation, Fryers^hays (now St. Barthokmav^s burying 
ground:) he also gave to the Prior a charter to hold an 
annual fidr, on the festival of St. Nicholas^ being the 6th 
day of December; and likewise a moiety of a ^r, held 
in this city long before the conquests, called CroUditeh ; 
now Lammas fair, to him and his successors for ever* 

The death of WiUiam i2«^, which happened on the 2d 
of August, 1100, (he being accidentally shot by an arrow, 
which had glanced against a tree, while huatug in New 
forest f in Hampshire) made tumm.iat his younger brother, 
JHemy sumamed Beauderck^ who succeeded him. 

Henry taking advantage of his eldest brother, Robertas ab- 
sence, (who was then in the Ht^ land J seised on the va- 
cant throne ; and* in order to secure himself thereon, placed 
his greatest confidence on the English nation, who were, 
by far, the bulk of the people. He began his reign (in 
1100) by granting to his subjects a very advantageous char- 
ter; confirming several privileges they enjoyed under the 
Saxon Monarchs ; restonng the laws of Edwatd the Con- 
fessor ; and reforming the abuses which had crept into the 
governmexit during the two former reigns, through the in- 
solence of^the Normans, He likewise aboli^icd we cwfev

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law ; llie tut called DiifK->gieA£fy so odious to hissitlqects ; and CHAP: I I. 
^ r aii tied great immunities %o the prirtc^l cities and boroughs *— * 
of Us^nunions. . Thecit^r of JExe^^r received marks of nis New char- 
hamktf^ by hb granting* tliem a new charter, and confirm* ler. granted. 
ing to them all the privileges they had hetn granted by the 

Hkmy married Maw/ (or MatUdaJ daughter to Malcoim 
King of Scoilmui, and grand daughter to die Saron King, 
Eikeired: by which in some measure, the ancient line of 
succewion wis YesCored. This gready endeared him to R«ntofEj^ 
ins EngUih subjects. On his marrii^e, he granted to his ^^(^^ 
said \nfe,' Maid (as appears by the charters still extant) Bfaud. 
the Fee-fiurm rents of this city, estimated then at 25 pounds 
ayear : a great sum in those days. 

In the charter granted to Biceier by this King, their an* 
dent rights were fully confirmed ; and, it sajrs * * mey should

** should not geldt, but when London, York and Winchester 

geldted : tl^ they should enjoy their fiill pleadings and 

amerciaments within their own walls, as was customary 

at that time in the city of £««»^on." 

King Hemj first instituted the present form of the high 
court of parliament. Before his time, die nobility and 
bishops oily were called to ecmsuh about the most impor* ||j|jfj^^|^ 
tant a&irs of state: but he caioed knights, from the di^ xioi. 
latent eoundet;. and dtixens and burgesses, from the prin* 
opal places in the kingdom, to be assembled ; and divided 
tbe parliament into three Estates, the nobility, the clergy, and 
the commons: these r e pres en ted the whole body of the 
pemle; and he appoiiited them to sit in several chambers , 
the King, Bishops and Lords in one; and the commons ii| 
anodier.- 

It seems probable diat this dty seat its representatives to 
dds meeting j though we have no account gtentioned of it^ 
the parliamentary loUs not commencing till the 3Sd year of 
JBt^of^/ the first. ;

^ About the same period BMtim de Rnen^ SatI of Devon 
founded the priory of St. Jama^ ncu Exeier, £ot pionks 
of the Cluniac order, which he endowed with great re- 
venues; the said foundation was cofafirmed by the Empress 
Maudy Rtehardf son of 1^ fonndor, and Rohert ddcHmter^ 
bis&op of Exeter^ A. D. 1156, it was a cell to the Abbey 
of SL Martin zi Puris^ until mode denizen in the reign of 
Henry the fifth. 

The church of this juriory wasdestrojred by Riekand' 
Duke^ of Mount RadfbrJ, "Esq, for sake of the materials. 
Great part of the old buildings remained until the year 
1/60; when they were taken down, and a fiirm-house 
erect^ on the scite : it. is still termed the old Abbey; and 
a dam across the river Exe^ is still called St. Jmnet*s wear. 
. King HeTtry died in NmTtuaufyj A. D. 1189; and was 
succeeded by his Son, Rkhard^ surnamed Cmur 4e Ucn : he 
confirmed the privileges granted by his £idierto this city : 
but soon after his coronation, he engaged in a crusade fov 
the recovery of the Hofy kmdy then recently Gonquered 
from the CMHians by the Saracens. In this he was fol- 
lowed by great numbers of his barons with their retainers; 
and though it dnsined the nation of such a multitude of 
its useful inhabitants ; yet it was attended with consequences 
highly beneficial to the remainder. The survivors, v^o 
returned, brought home with them many useful arts and 
manu&ctories, before unknovim: and which contributed 
gready to soften the ferodou. nummerg of the people, as 
well as, mcrease their commerce. 

The city of Exeter had a great share of the blessing ; and 
its opulence was most ccmsiderably enlarged, tc^thier with 
the number of its inhabitants. The authors of iliat time ' 
mention it as a city, respectable for its trade^ strength and 
number of inhabitants; and a place of the first conse- 
quence in the western parts of England. 

This King, as well as his Father, increased tiie freedom 
of the people, and diminished the. power of the barons, by 
granting corporation charters, from which, the different 
trades were formed into guilds, or fraternities, (as they were 
then called) and had great and exclusive privileges. The 
people now began to have some share of power and weight

In the latter part of this King's reign, there was almost Great scar* 
a continual rain, for three or fear years successively; city. 
which occasioned such a seafdty of corn, that wheat was 
sold at 18s« 8d. the qr. (a sum, almost equivalent to 41. 
at this present time;) this brought on a great mortality 
among the common people, • insomuch that the living were 
scarce abk to bury the dead. 

Rickardy after great successes in the Holy hmd^ (where 
tiie £ngii^ guned immortal - honor) was treacherously 
deserted by the French Kkg; and ob%ed to enter into a 
truce with Sahdmty Emperor of the Saracens^ for three 
years* On his return home, he was shipwrecked on the 
coast of A^uUekf in Itafy; and attempting to travel in 
disguise ^urough Germany^ he was discovered, and basely 
imprisoned, by Leopokiy Duke of Austria^ who kept him 
dose confined for upwards of 15 months, until the sum 
of 150,000 marks was agreed. on, to be paid forhisrau'- 
som ; this sura was chearliilly raiaed by his subjects ; the 
churches aiid miHnisteries.mdting down their plate; and 
the rest by voluntary contrilmtions ; iktt quota raised. bj- 
the citizens of Estier^ (as mendoned by jRymer in his 
Fmdera) amounted to near 1000 marks: a iconvindng 
proof of its opuknce at this period* 

Richard returned irom \&b captivity, in die year 1194; 
and was received by his su^ects with great joy. In return A. D. 
foT their lojalty in his distiess, he ooniinnled their privileges ; ^ ^^•

its subjects^ demanded of the French monarch a restitution of 
dnse provinces in Trofice which h^d been wrested from his 
prakcessors ; and on receiving a refusal, with an arrogant 
loswer to Ixls just demands, he declared war, and landed in 
Frmce ivitK a powerful army : afler taking several towns, he 
^ed tlie cveir meniorable victory of ^^/jicoar/, notwith- 
standing fkkc French army exceeded the English in number, 
bjup\xrar<i8 of four to one. . In diis battle, the French lost a 
great nunaber of Npblemen, and more than 10,000 common 
men, ajoid 1 ,500 .taken prisoners ; when the loss, on the side 
of the £ngli^9 l^nounted only to two Noblemen, fouir 
K^^its^ one ^B^iqpiire, and twentyrcight privies* ^.

plied ^wit\x ; ajid me Devpnsbire squadron, under the com- 
mand of £i/«m^<^. Lord pwr/^TMz^, and the Lord Carets, join- 
ed the King^ fleet, wluch was coq^imanded by join. Earl 
t£ Bedford* The French fleet attempting to relieve liar/lews 
iheabesi^edbythe English^ weretot^y defeated, with a 
ffxaX losaof men, and most of their ships taken and destroy*^ 
cd : in this battle, the Devonshire squadron led the van, and 
coatribnted greatly to the yictpry •

biBifipt a sufficient nuxpberof^ citizens, or inhabitants that ar^ 
freeholders to be returned for a jury on a trial ; that then a re- 
turn mstj^ihe made o^ other citizens, who have moveable goods 
sufficient. 

H^nryf. af^havif^ humbled the French nation, was sei^ 
ed by a bloody flux which terminated in his death at. Vincenr 
»es 'luFrAmce, AugiJist 3 1st 1422, concluding a glorious and 
triumphant reign of 9 years ana 5 months; and was suc-

Earl of March^ was proclaimed King, and crowned at Lou?— 
don on the 29th June following.

t Tlitee is an old building now ittndiog in Waterbear-street, which 
according to tradition, was the ancient Guildhall ; and, from the stile of 
the building,- and its great extent, this seems very prolxible. The archi- 
tecture is evidently Saxon, and itappeaii tb have been erected long be- 
fore the Norman conquest. Whether or not, the hall was remoTcdAt 
this time to its present scite cannot be ascertained, as no historian men- 
tions it. The present Guildhall was erected - on the ground originally 
occupied by a Chapd dedicated to St. Geoige.

An ancient custom had prevailed in this city, for the Re- 
ceiver and Bailiffs, on the day of election of a new Mayor, 
to make public breakfests and dinners," ^^hich was attended 
with great exj)ences ; and many by endeavouring tb 'outvie 
others in the splendour of their entertainments had greatly 
injured their fortunes : thereforfe the Receiver for this year, 
Richal^d Duke, and the bailiffs, taking it into cbiisideradon, 
resolved to discontinue the custom, and refused to make any 
entertainments; for which they were fined in the wm of 
^Os» each : the year following, the BailiflS (wisely jitdging 
it better to pay 40j. than spend £0f, Ibr a breakfiist) also 
refused to make the customary entertainments : but after- 
wards many complied.

Oliver Cromwell died on the 3d September, 1658 ; and was 
succeeded by his eldest son, Richard ^ in the protectorate. 

Oliver had greatly augmented the naval power of England, 
and encouraged its commerce and manufactures, which 
greatly increased the riches of the kingdom; and Exeter 
niared in the general benefit, by an extension of its woollen 
manufactories. 

Richard was proclaimed Protector, in this city, September Richard 
7th, 1658; but, not having the abilities of his Father, the ^^I^JJ^Jii 
General Officers of the army soon usurped the whole powers protector, 
of government, and Qonsidered him as a mere cypher; and LonePir- 
after a short anarchy, restored the Long Parliament, which liament re.

have prevented the miseries which afterwards befell iiimsclf 
•and his family; but his well known predilecticm for the Po- 
pish religion gave just grounds to his subjects to doubt -his 
sincerity ; and therefore^ before he was settled on his throoc,

The Duke of Argute (who had been banished in the la.te

Oatfae 14^' March, the&mouB, but impolitic scheme of 
Sir Robert Wa^le, £^ a geneial Excise, was brought into 17d3. 
the House of CQiiiaMMU,^ which created a great tumult and 
aad disGootentamong the people. It was petitioned against 
by this and many other cities, and the bill was dropped, 
wbieh caused great rej/oicijigl».

] place of reception for sucn unhappy objects: accordingly. 
Hospital, through the indefatigable industry of the pious, and benevo- 
lent, Dr, Alured Clarke^ Dean of this Cathedral, a meeting 
was appointed at the Castle, to which were iiivited, all sucE 
who were willing to encourage so useful, and charitable an 
institution. The first meeting of Subscribers was held in 
the Chapter-house belonging to the Cathedral, 25d July, 
1741, when a chairman and treasurers were elected, and 
many subscriptions and benefactions reported. 

John Tuckjieldy Esq. (one of the worthy Representatives 
for this City,) generously accommodated the Governors 
with a convenient piece of ground, (situate at the lower 
end of southernhay,) and all the materials on it, for erecting 
the Hospital, for though it was thought necessary, that 
those lands should be formally purchased of Mr. Tuckfield 
by the Governors, it was really a Donation; he very ge- 
nerously giving back the whole price fixed on, as the con- 
sideration in the deed of conveyance, and was therefore re- 
corded by a general court of Governors as the most generous 
Founder of this institution. On Tliursday the 27th August, 
1741, the foundation stone was laid in a very solemn man- 
ner; on which occasion, a great number of Gentlemen, 
Benefactors to this Chanty, assembled in the Chapter-honse, 
(where several meetings respecting this institution had been 
held,) from whence they went in procession to southernhay-, 
where a party of soldiers were drawn up, who saluted them 
with three voUies of small arms. The stone was then kid 
by Dean Clarke^ assisted by Humphrey Sydenham^ Esq* 
member for this City, and other Gentlemen, who acted as 
proxies for John Tuckjieldy Esq. in presence of several thou- 
sand of spectators. The ceremony being ended, the Dean 
made an excellent and solemn oration on Uie occasion, offer- 
ing up his prayers to the Almighty for success in the under- 
taking, recommending to those who were in affluent cir-^ 
cumstances, the duty of assisting the poor in time of sickness, 
and exhorting the poor to be obedient to their superiors, and 
grateful to their benefactors. The Cathedra), and other bells 
were rung on the occasion, and genera] gladness prevailed 
amongst every class of people. The Building was carried 
on with great alacrity, . and the Hospital was opened, with 
thirty beds, for reception of patients, 1st January; •174£-3; 
Thus, by the zealous endeavours of this excellent Divine,* 
the Devon and Exeter Hospitdi }usi\y owes its foundation ; an 
institution which will always reflect honor on its promoters. 
Its benefits having been so great, that before Lady^day,

stored to the blessings of health ; and nearly (en thousand 

more, received considerable benefit. HospitaL 

This Hospital, through the Donations of many charitable 
persons, and the care of the Governors, has received great 
addkions, and the beds for patients have, at several times, 
been augmented. In 1748, they amounted to 100. It 
does not come within the compass of this work to point out 
all the particular times when additions and improvements 
were made in the institution to the year 1790, when 184 
beds were open for the reception of Patients ; In 1 796, owing 
to the reduoed state of the finances, no less than 43 beds 
were obliged to be shut up ; but in 1797» a ward containing 
9 beds; in 1799» another of 10 beds; and in 1802, a ward 
in which there were 6 beds, were again re-opened, which 
made the number for accommodation of Patients to be then 
166. This establishment continued until the present year, 
1805, when it Was found necessary to examine into the state 
of the finances of this institution, and a select Committee of 
Crovernors was appointed for that purpose ; in consequence 
whereof, a report was made by them to a general Court, 
held on the 1 3th June, that on examining into the alarming 
state of the funds, they found the expenditure, on an average, 
for the last sev^n years, had exceeded the income annually 
391/. 18«. W. though the average number of In-Patients, 
during that period, had been only 140. In consequence of 
this report, it was reluctandy but unanimously resolved to 
reduce the Patients' beds to 120. The Report of the select 
Committee and the Resolution of the general Court being 
published, a considerable number of Nobility and Gentry, 
and particularly those within the County ofVewm and this 
City, came forward with large Donations, many volunteer 
companies devoted. one day's pay, friendly societies of 
labouring mechanics for support of sick members, 
&c. TOMC their contributions. The Right Reverend 
the Lord Bishop of Exeter (who gave a handsome Rene- 
action himself,) sent a circular letter to all his clergy within 
Devon and Exeter^ in which his Lordship requested them, 
to preach in each of their churches a sermon, as soon as 
possible ; exhorting their hearers, by every motive they could 
urge, to support, by their liberal and voluntary contributions, 
so exoellent and truly Christian Institution* An eminent 
dissenting Minister of the City of Eseter^'f likewise sent a 
circular letter, on the same occasion, to the Ministers of the 
different meeting-houses in the county of Devon, The con-

An akirming rebellion broke out thk yeat, in SooMoHd, 

1745. which threw the wh<^e kingdom infao great oonstetnatioo : 
the young Pretender having htnded in that kingdom. Many 
aflsociations were formed, for the snpport of his Majesty 
and the pf esenC Governmient, at the hazard of thebr lives and 
fortunes: but the retreat of the rebefo into Sc^iland, and 
the^r total defeat on the l6th April, 1746, by the Duke of 
Cumderkind, at the battk of Culhdett, put a stop to the appre- 
hensions of the people, and restored domestic tranquillity. 

His Majesty, in retmn for the loyalty of the citisaens of 
Exeter i was graciously pleased to scad them a lettec of 
thanks, couched in the. warmest terms* 

His Majesty on the t8th June, dissolved die pariiaxneut, 
and a new one being summoned, Hun^rey> Sydenham and 
John Tackfitfldfy Esqrs. were duly elected &r this City. 

On April 19th, 1748, preliminary asdnles o£ peace wtevc 
signed by the contending rowers, aoflrin Jnly fblhuwing,. the

IV ., 
on his trial; but found guilty of the second, for which he* — 
was executed at Heavitree^Gallowst and his body sent to thcr 
Devon and Exeter Hospital, where it was anatomized ; his 
bones remained there in the cupbla, for manyjears (astrik- 
ingexample to all parricides) 'till they mouldered into dust. 

The King this year dissolved the parliament, and writs "^w^?' 
were issued for electing a new one ; the contest in this city 
lan veiy high ; great opposition being made against HufTH 
phrey Sydenham^ Etq. one of the representatives in the 
last parliament, on account of the decisive part he took, in ^ 

carrying in the Bill, and voting; for the naturalization of the 
' Jews ; consequently he lost his election, and John TueJtfield 
and John Holies Walter y Esquires^ were duly returned. 

A great riot happened in St. SidtceUs^ where some evil dis- 
posed persons on the 10th of June (being the Pretender's 
birth day) decorated the sign of the Poltimore Inn^ with white 
rotes 9 which being judged a mark of disafiection to the go- 
vernment, some soldiers belonging to the 4th regiment of 
foot, (then quartered in Exeter J pulled down the sign post, 
with the obnoxious badges thereon ; immediately a great tu- 
mult ensued, and many persons were severely hurt ; but the 
Magistrates interfering, many of the rioters were apprehend- 
ed, and committed to Soutbgate, and after being convicted of 
the said offence, were punished by fines, and imprisonments* 
I About this time, also, several of the inhabitants making 
k themselves foolishly conspicuous by wearing xphite roses on 
I die 10th of June, were taken into custody; and one Mark 
Farley for printing a seditious song, was imprisoned in 
Soutngate where he was confined £qf many years. 

On the 1st of November, 1755, a most dreadful £arth-» 1755. 
quake happened at Lisbon^ which laid that city in ruins, *nd^p ® S*^ 
destroyed upwards of 10,000 of its inhabitants; the news jn Listen. 
of which very much alarmed the merchants of Exeter^ who- 
had great connexionsand property there; but their loss (which 
was very considerable) did not prevent them from expressing 
their Philanthropy, and entering into subscriptions for send-.^ 
in^ relief to the distressed inhabitants;; accordingly two 
ships were sent from this port, laden with provisions, house- 
hold furniture, and other necessaries, which arrived safe, to 
the great comfort of the afflicted Portuguese. 

On Friday, the 22d of May, 1 7 ^^9 war was declared again 1 756. 
in this city, against France. 

The war having greatly encreased the price of provisions,- ^7?^*

immediately rung ; and, tte next day, there were general 
illuminations, and other demonstrations of gladness: the 
preparations foir'carrying on the war were stopt, and the 
Pkrk of Artillery, &c. sent back to Vlymouth. 

The Definitive Treaty was signed at Amiens^ on the 27th A. i> 
of March, 1802.

&e several parishes ; that the names of each street and lane 
should be painted at their several comers, and the houses 
numbered, af^et the manner of London and other improved 
cities r and that a regular nightly watch be estabfished; 
every householder in their several wards to watch each in 
their turn. These regulations, are as yet but partially at- 
tended to ; most of the parishes have made great additions to 
ti^eir lamps, to the great bedefit and com^rt of occasional 
passengers in long and dark nights ; and s6me have num- 
bered their houses and inscribed their streets, and it is to be 
hoped, that this necessary accommodation to enquiring 
strangers will become genera], and the citizens experience 
its great utility.-— I'he nightly watch was attempted, but 
not meeting with general approbation, was soon dis- 
continued. 

The latter end of this year was distinguished by the founda- 
tion of spacious Barracks, with stables, store-^houses, and 
every other necessarv accommodation, for a large military 
depot of artillery and stores. These Barracks, situate about 
one mile south of the city, are erecting in a field heretofore, 
called Spieer^s^Parkf purchased by government for this pur^ 
pose : great part of tbe building is nearly compleated.

The articles of capitulation for the surrender of the Citf 
and Castle of Exeter ^ to the pafli^n;ient army, under the 
command of Lord Fairfax^ were executed and signed, at 
Poltimore-House, ipth April, 1646.

' Sooiiafter> his brother Sir Richard Stapleton, w^stiztd^ 
and murdered in a similar manner : these cruel assassinations 
were committed on the 15th of October, 1327 • The 6i$hop*s 
body, and that of his brother, were soon after, taken up, and 
removed to this City, and received interment with great so- 
lemnity, on the North side of the High Altar, in the' Cathe- 
dral, and an elegant monument was erected. In this, which 
is beautifully decorated with Gothic sculptures, the Bishop's 
tffisy lays at full length, in his Pontifical robes, and other 
insignia, painted and ^ilt ; on the canopy over, is painted the 
figure of our blessed Saviour^ with his hands extended, and 
the wounds he received by the nails, at his crucifixion, are de- 
picted on them and his feet. On a large circular entablature, 
is a long Latin inscription, relating the particular passages of 
his life, and an account of his death. It was repaired some 
years ago, and repainted and gilt at the expence oi Exeter Col^ 
iege^ Q-xiatd. 

Sir Richard Stapletoa^s Monument, is in the wall of the 
North aisles opposite to that of his brother. His effigy lays 
at full length in complete Armour, but it is now much mutir 
lated, and the inscriptton defaced.

Though he was not a learned nuin himself, he was a great 
promoter of public schools and seminaries, forgiving learning 
to others : he and Bishop Fox, of Winchester, were the joint 
founders of Corpus Christi College^ in Oxford, and which they 
endowed with great revenues. He founded and endowed a 
school at Marichester, for the instruction of youth, in good 
and useful literature.

- his first coining to Exeter : but his great affability, and dignity 
of behaviour soon removed this odium, and he was greatljr 
caressed.' He expended great sums on the Bishop's palace, 
which was very much out of repair, having been sadly 
neglected by his Predecessors, and also made great additions 
to it. A complaint being made of the hardships which the 
inferior Clergy laboured under from the smallness of their 
salaries, he caused a strict enquiry to be made, and after a 
thorough investigation, he ordered- their incomes to be ia« 
cireased, according to the value of the Benefices under which 
they served: their Cures. When he had held this See for some 
time. His Majesty gave him the Deanry of Windsor^ which 
he held in commendam with his other Benefices ; but these 
he did not enjoy long, as he died within a few years, in the 
flower of his age, at his Deanry House l^ere, and. was in- 
^ tcrred in the Collegiate Church. 

1778. 6dth. John Rass^ D. D. was promoted to this Diocess, 

John Ross, and installed (by Proxy) on 3d February, 1778. He was 
unmarried, of a mild disposition, affable to all, kept but lew 
servants, and lived retired without any pomp or ostentation. 
He held the See about fourteen years, and dying at his Epis- 
copal house here, was interred in the South aisle of the Cathe- 
dral, where a small (but neat) marble Tablet is erected to his 
Memory, on which is the following, modest inscription.

the death of Bishop Rossy recommended him to the Dean and 
Chapter^ to be by them elected Bishop of this Diocess, and he 
was accordingly installed (by Proxy) in the year 1792. He 
filled the high station with great dignity, during the short time 
he enjoyed it : he was greatly respected^ and died much la- 
mented :

A GENERAL description of this ancient City, has al- 
ready been given, in the former part of this work; 
therefore I shall not tire the reader's patience, with needless 
repetitions* 

The wisdom of our Ancestors, in their choice of this site 
for the Capital of the Danmonii, must be evident to every 
curious observer, whether they consider it for the strength 
of situation, or for health and convenience: for the former, 
no site could better answer their purpose ; situated on the 
sloping part of a hill, washed at the foot by a river, which, 
no doubt in those ages, formed an impassable morass, from 
the flux of the tide, and stagnated floods, and which, as the 
river was not banked within bounds, extended over all the 
valley between the City and the rising grounds at BaahUl. 
From the river, all the North side, entirely up to the Castle, 
is elevated ground with a steep ascent, and through the bot- 
tom, a brook spread itself, which (from reasons above- 
mentioned,) must have rendered the ground deep and marshy^ 
ind consequently, the approach very diflicult: from the 
Castle to the river. Nature was assisted by sinking a deep 
fosse ; and it is probable, that more care was taken for de- 
fence on this side, in afker ages, as the only remains of 
Towers are (excepting one) on this part of the walls* 

As to the health and convenience of their chosen spot, no 
place in the neighbourhood could exceed it : to the north and 
north east, it is covered by the heights oiStoke^ which screen 
it from the bleak winds from those points ; and being open 
to the south and west, it enjoys the prolific benefits of the sun.

The form of the City gov«mmetit^ dating the British and ^gjent-^^ 
AflMon period, is now upknowji ; but in the Sa^ean Elra, the yeroment 
chief Magistrates were four in number, and Wer^ termed of the City. 
P^rigreves from P«K«, a maritime t<^wn, and Greve a Rii- 
ier; after the Kermm conqaest they were reduced to 
two, who were stiJed Prefects (or Provosts;) but these 
Magistrates bad v^ry litde authority, as most of the judi- 
cial power was eogrosjted by the Eairls of the County, and 
Bishops of the Diocess : this contiifufird till the time bi Kih^ 
John, who in the 2d year of hi^ tvignj A. D. tSOO, eraUtied 
to thechizebsa charter, empowering tj^^m to elect a Mayor, 
and two other officers by the name lofBaUiti (or Stewards $) 
these Stewards were, some d<ne afterwards^ increased iU 
txumber to four. 

By several charters which have been granted by sucfceeding p^sentgo- 
•Monarcbs, the present government is inverted in a Mayor^ vemmeat. 
aight Aldermen, and fifteen Common council men, who foriH 
the Body-corporate of the Chamber, and hive by their ch|iry 
ters, gneat power and authority lodged in their hands, 

The Mayor, Recorder, and the eight Aldprmen, are Justi* 
ces of the Peace, within the City, andCpunty of the City 
and are also (except the junior Alderman) Justices oft*..' 
Qporum j they have power to hold Courts of Gaol dcliveiy. 
Quarter Sessions, &:c, for Trials of Murders, Felonies, and 
all oth^r crimes committed against the peace of our Sovereign 
Lord, the King, (except in cases of high treason) within the 
City, and County of tbesame. 

The Mayor is chosen annually, on the -Monday after the 
Feast of 5/. Mattheo the Evangelist, by the Freemen asscna-^ 
bled in Common-Hall, for that purpose, out of two members 
of the Chamber, who have, been. previously nominated to

tend ti?e Mayor- every Sunday that he goes in State to the 
CathcdrgJ; aod every Monday ,. to and from the Guildhall. 
, There are twelve Constables also for the County of Exder^ 
who .attend; only at Quarter Sessions, and some particular 
occasions. Other officers .aye. Wardens of the Shambles, 
Keeper of the Sheriff's prison, &c. The Commissioners of 
the Court of liequests for the feCovery of debts under forty 
shillings, are chosen from the principal citizens, at Ward- 
mote Courts, The government of the Poor i^ invested in 
.the hands pf a different Corporation ; but their rates are sub- 
ject to the inspe.<£tiojn of the Justice?, and must be signed by 
them. In shp^t, the Police of jthe City is well regulated: 
enormous crimes are seldom committed; ?mall offences are 
punished, with clemency; and though no nightly watch is 
kept, the Streets are as quiet at iiight (nqt withstanding the 
numerous inhabitants) as those of a .country town,

Tlie Castle. This ancient Castle is situated on the highest part of the 
hilJ, and at the Northern ejftremity pf the City ; it owes its 
origin to the ^tfj^ow*, as appears evidently from the strpng and 
stately gateway still remaining,' (the original entrance from 
Jhe City) and which is, perhaps, as venerable a vestige of

consisted of an inner and outer gate flanked by strong cur- " 

tains supported by .'buttresses ; on the top of the gate are 
Lunettes, and Maehicolations for throwing down offensive 
thhigs on the besiegers in case of an attack ; and in the inner 
gate there are grooves for letting down a Portcullis. The 
whole of the gateway projected from the wall, and flanked 
the ditch : it is now used as a black-hole for offending sol- 
diers, and within side is built a Guard-house and Store-room$ 
for the En9t Devon Regime/it of Militia. 

The area of the Castle, within the walls, is but small, and 
is of an oval form : at the upper end is a large, plain and con*- 
venient building, containing spacious Courts, for holding 
the Assizes, County Courts, and other public business of 
the County ; a Chapel, rooms for the Judges, Grand- Jury, 
with suitable office;* for the Sheriff, County Clerk of the 
Peace, &c. Opposite the Guard-house is a neat house for the 
Caslellain, and on the banks within the walls are planted a 
number of Elms, and the area is neatly gravelled. 

On the top of the ramparts is a pleasant walk, from which 
is a delightful prospect of the City, surrounding country, and 
part ofth^Britfsk C/t/annei, Within the area of the Castle, 
was a small ancient Chapel, formerly collegiate and well en- 
dowed, which was taken down a few years since. 

History is silent as to the time of the first erection of this 
fortress ; but that it was standing befor? the Norman conquest 
is evident, from the Conqueror's altering its gates, in token 
(as related) of his victory, and granted it to Baldwin dt Brio^ 
miSi one of his Norman followers ; and about this period we 
may date the alteration of its name, to Rougemont Castle, 
which is clearlyof iVonmzn derivation, and signifies Red Hilt.* 

From the Family of de Brioniisy it came by marriage to the 
de Breweresy one of whom founded and endowed a collegiate 
Church within the same, dedicated to the Virgin Mart/^ to 
which he annexed four Prebendaries, viz. Loeghen (near 
Exeter j with Clistiaj/s; Cuttofi, with the tithing of Hetning^ 
ion^ in the County of Somerset; Carsweliy in the manor of 
Kenn; and Ash^Ctist: the last of which was given to the 
Abbey of Torr^ by Robert de Courtenaf/, Viscount of Devon. 

It is on record, that in the reign of King Stephen^ Anno 
1140, Baldwin de Riveriis taking part with Queen Maud^ 
fortified this Castle, and expended great sums of money on 
it, but that after a long and tedious siege, he was obliged to 

capitulate, 

• The "British name of Excier, Caer-ruthf signifies the same ; which 
has caused some to conjecture, that the Castle retained its British name^ 
pill the time of the Conquest.

In the reign of King Henry 3d, 1217, the costodj of this 
Castle, with the honours appertaining Io it, were ckinied by 
Prince Henry, ddest son of Rtgmaid, Earl of CorwimaB; bat 
the King, by his Writ, confirmed the possession to /Uerf ife 
Canrtenny, Notwiths^ding this, the King seized the Cai* 
tie into his own hands, and appointed Robert de Aiiermarie^ 
the governor of it: but in the month of May following, he 
granted it again to the said Rodert de Comrten^j in whose 
possession it continued till the year 1232, when the King 
seized this and many other Castles, in order, as it is said, |0 
deprive the Barons of Aeir strong places of refi^ : and dins 
the Courtenays were deprived of the custody c^ the Castlt;^ 
after its having been in their and their anoestm« possession 
nearly 200 years. 

In 1247, Richard, E^ri of Conrwdi^ (the' King's brother,) 
held the custody of Rougemont Casde, which he fortified, and 
retired to for security, during the wars between the King and 
his BaroQS, and resided there for some time : it continued in 
the possjBssion of the EarhofCormpaii, till the year 1 336, the 
10th year of King Edward 8d, who creating his Son Edward, 
Prince of IFales, and Duke of ConmUi, this Castle, with a 
small district adjoining, (formeriy the Casde garden) now 
termed Bradninch, was annexed to the said Dutchy, and it 
• hath ever since continued a parcel of it. 

In the twenty-first year of Richord ed, 1397^ (the title of 
Prince of Waks laying dormant) the King created Jo^ HoU 
iandfEarioiHuTitingdenJ Duke of Etcter, and granted him 
the government of the Castle, which the Duke highly beauti- 
fied, and built a stately palace in it for his own residence; 
but on the accession of King Henry 4th, who created his son 
Henry, Duke of Comteali, it a^in reverted to that Dutchy, 
and continued to be a Royal Garrison down to the reign of 
Edward 6th ; the Governors being appointed by the Dukes of 
Camwa/i: for we find diat during the rebellion of Ae com- 
mons of Devon and Cornwall, there were a party of soldiers in 
the Castle, who were not under die subjection of the Magis- 
trates of the City.

The origin of this sacred edifice is ascribed to King AtheU' 
siajiy who on or near the scite of the Virgin Mary's Chapel, 
erected a House of Benedictine Monks ; . but this must have 
been destroyed in the total subversion of the City by Sxo^nt 
the Dane; and no part of the present Chapel^ can from its style 
of Architecture, boast of .a jSiaj?a>»fo«nder. 

Jt may be probable* that the present building was begun 
soon afler the. removal of the Ejpi^copal; chair from 'C^/Mon- 
to Exeter^ by Edward the Confissor^ Mr, Jsmc theJrefore/very 
erroneotu^y asserts (and what has beeh echoed since ^4iy every 
Historiographer of . this Cathedral) that it was not.'the. 
** opus unius smiulif*^ but took up 437 years in buildings ] 
s The fodndation.pfth^ present Cathedral may ^ith'gifeat 
probability, be zscnht^. to BUkop^ WiUiatk Warlffwesti who 
being a Norman by birth, ipight have a predilection for the • 
architecture prevailing in his owjn- couqtry, and which had 
been introduced there near a century, before, deriving its ori- • 
gin from t\\t, Saracens in Spain. This Prelate was installed 
the 4th oi Henry 1st, 1 \04 ; and hjb soon 'after laid the foun- 
dation of the present choir, as well as those of the North and 
South Towers. 

There can be but little doubt however, that the whole plan' 
of the present edifice (exclusive of the two towers, and a por- 
tion of the South wall of the Nave, where a circular arched 
door*way leads to the Cloisters) originated from Bishop Quiviil, 
who was consecrated to this See the 1 0th Edward 1st, 1S82. 
This Prelate's taste was equal to his munificence ; and; to him 
may, not unjustly, be given the ascription of Patron and 
Founderof the present Church. 

The grand design was continued by his successors in the 
Episcopal chair, and brought to a -completion by Bishop Gran-- 
dison, who, it is said, built the two western arches, the front 
with its most beautiful facade or screen, and finished the 
vaultinor and roof of the Nave : therefore the whole of this 
august undertaking, from the commencement by Bishop 
Quivilly to its completion by Bishop Grandison could nc, ex- 
ceed eighty years. 

This Cathedral, which is smaller than most others in the 
Kingdom, measures in length, (including the walls) 408 feet ; 
in breadth 76 feet, and the height to the vaulted roof, is 69

Behind this screen ris^s the lofty and ihljestfc front of a 
pyranDidical form, in the u^jicr angle of which, is a cbl6ssal 
Statue of St, Peter, and in the central part is the gtcat West 
window,' itieasurihg Sf feet in height, and 27 in breadth. 
This window has beeii- greatly noticed by* the lovtirs of an*- 
cient architecture, for the bfeiuty of its tracery ! it wasrepaired 
and new glazed with paiiltefd glass, in the year 1 766 ; and was 
the work 6f that ingenious artist, Mr. Wm\ Pecketi, of l^k.

, Tlie whole of the Windows were originally ornamented 

with painted glass, as appears by their ri^mains; the cok>ttrs 
of which are finely preserved, notwithstanding the length of 
time since their- erection ; but, alas! those beautifiil speci- 
mens of the skill and piety of our ancestors, experienced the 
fury c^ puritanic bigotry^ 'in the Civil Wans, and were 
wantonly beat to pieces by the Soldiery : from the remains, 
many curious pieces have been preserved by the care of the 
Chapter, and are ingeniously arranged in the dilterent Win- 
dows of the inner aisles, and other parts of the Chorch, 
which are worthy the attention of the curious. 

Over each end of the transverse aisle, is erected a large and 
magnificent Tower, decorated with Norman arches, dentilled 
mouldings and other ornaments : each, Tower has at its four 
corners, lofty pinnacles crowned with gilt vanes* '^ These 
Towers appear, finom the style of the architecture, to have 
been designed by Bishop Warlewesty about the year 1107; 
but probably not Hnisbed, or built to their present height, du- 
rinor his time.

According to the Fabric^rolls of the Cathedral, the build- 
mg is constructed of Stones fiom various quarries, the wallt

Wkitaker's * The Peter Bell, together with the three large ones, y'rz. GmnSuon^ 
Hisiory of Slaffhrd^ and Cobtftom in the South tower, betDg erased, were new cast, 
Manckester, in the year 1676. The Grandisony and 8th Bell (named the great nine 
o^Clock bell) were also recast in the year 1729. According to the Uev, 
Mr Whitakevy Bells were used by the Roman* to signify the times of 
bathing, and therefore naturally applied by the Christians of Italy, to de- 
note the hours of devotion, and to sumnhon the people to Church. They 
were so applied, before the conclusion of the seventh century, in the mo- 
. nastic societies of Northumberland ; and thence they were used from the 
first erection of Parish Churches among us. Those of France, and £»g- 
lemcf, appear to have been .furnished with several Bells. The second ex- 
cerption of K'wg Egbert, about the year 750, -«^ich is adopted in a French 
capitulacy of 801, commands every Priest, at the proper hours to sound 
the Bells of his Church, and then to go through the sacred oiBces. of God. 
In France, the bells were, at times composed of iron ; but in England 
they were frequently made of brass 5 and even as early as the middle of 
the tenth Century, there were many cast of a large size^ and deep note. 
Two were given by Eglebrich, to his own Abbey oSCraylaamd, in the reiga 
of Edward the Elder; and another, much larger, by his immediate sue,** 
cessor, Turkeitti: several were presented by thtnstan^ to the monastery of 
Malmsbury, in the preceding reign oi Edgar. The number of bells in 
every Church gave occasion to that curious and singular piece of archi- 
tecture, in the Campanile, or Bell-Tmcer ; an addition which is more 
susceptible of the grander beauties of architecture than any other part of 
the edifice, andl is therefore, generally, thepriruHpal rudiments 0/ it: it 
was the constant appendage to every parish Church ofiheSmsmif^ and 
■{ is actually mentioned as such, in the laws otAthelstanr.Xhe cmtan of

The whole - is ereatly 
admired by connoisseurs in s^ncient architectufe^ being e»« 
teemed the gi&ndest Episcopal Tbr^ae in Briinin, It wan 
originally beautifully painted, a^nd partly, gilt : it was erected 
by B/«^op Boo^/4,, about the year 1470. 

Opposite the throne is a very handsome Pulpit, which 
was erected in the year 1560;. but it has had many or Qamen*)* 
tal additions of late years, in which great care has been taken 
not to blend modern ornaments with the ancient, the Chap^ 
ter very judicially restricting themselves to the original design. 

The area below the altar is divided from the Choir, by iron 
rails with brass pyramidical heads. If rom this plajtform there 
is an ascent of three steps, of black and white mai^ble, to the 
floor of the altar, which is paved in the same manner,, aad 
separated from the steps by another row of balustrades.

It has been augmented by succeeding benefactors, and parti- 
cularly by the late Doctor Glass, of this City, who bequeathed 
the whole of his extensive and very valuable Library, 

The annexed plan will inform the reader of the number of 
Chapels attached to this Church : none of which merit a par- 
ticular description, saving the monuments within them, un- 
less it be that which is dedicated to St, Jafnes : in this is a 
building (which Mr. Carter calls a mural monument,] of 
very curious workmanship. 

In 1796, on opening a grave for Bishop BuUer, in the 
south aisle, a human skeleton was discovered, the bones of 
which were united by wires, and on the forepart of the skull 
was engraved this inscription ; Opera Sf Studio Joh. Ritzen et 
Godf. ScMoeri Germanorumy 1632. ^tat 22 ^ Fui, eris. 

To give a minute detail of every article worthy notice in 
this ancient and venerable edifice would require a volume of 
itself; therefore let it suffice, only to say, that by the great 
care and attention of the late and present Bishop, Dean and 
Chapter, the interior parts of the Church are kept cleaner, 
and in better repair, than most other Cathedrals in England; 
<\ nor are the outer parts neglected, as large sums have been ex- 
iolpcnded in new covering with lead most parts of its extensive 
roofing, repairing the turrets, new glazing the windows, with 
many other necessary repairs, and particularly in the year 
1803, when the inside has been thoroughly cleansed, coloured 
and painted, at a very great expence; but much is yet re- 
* 9?"^^^> which time and former neglect have occasioned. 

The west front is very much out of repair, as are also many 
of the turrets : it is therefore hoped, that the laudable exam- 
ple of the present Dean and Cnapter, will stimulate their 
successors to proceed on so necessary a^work. 

The ancient constitution of this Cathedral, was a Dean and 
twenty-four Prebendaries ; the Dean always included in that 
number. For some centuries past, eight of these Pre- 
bendaries have, with the Dean, been cauled to residence, 
from whence they take the names of Canons Residentiary, f

above S. Bealy, ob. 4M March, TBOO, JEtat. 42. 

The last in this row, is a beautiful monument of Statuary 
marble ; the sculpture (which is finely executed) consists of 
an altar, on which is a female figure in a disconsolate posture, 
leaning with her left hand on an Urn, and holding in her right 
a burning torch reversed : underneath, on a marble tablet is 
the following inscription : 
tUn. Rachel Sacred to the Memory of Rachel Charlotte O 'Brien , Wife of 
O'Brien. Captain E. J. O'Brien, of his Majesty's twenty^fourth Regi- 
ment and daughter of Joseph Frobisber, Esq, of Montreal in 
Canada. Her death was occasioned by her clothes catching fire : 
seeing the flames communicaiing to her infant, all regard to her 
own safety, was lost in the more powerful consideration of saving 
her child, and rushing out of the room, she preserved its life at the 
sacrifice of her own.

It is crowned with a lofty ^^ 
curved pediment, supported by two Corinthian columns, 
thdr bases and capitals gilt ; and on the indexed curve of the 
pediment is a lar^ escntcheon^ on which are bis arms, im?

Angel in a sitting posture, sounding a trumpet; the base is 
supported by. carved brackets, between whiish» on another 
escutcheon are the arms of Hall, impaled with two other 
coats, over which (by way of Crest) is the os-fronti^ of a hu- 
man skull, encircled round the temples with gilt laurel, and 
huge extended wings resembling those of a Bat : on. each side 
of tile brackets are other skulls, . In the centre of the monu« 
mtnt is a large oval black marble tablet, enriched, with ^ 
carved border : the whole of the carving is elegantly executed 
(particularly the skulls) and finely painted and gilt : on the

Possessed of superior ta/ents, and 
unimpeached honour, she never pursued frivolity with severity, or 
the loss of fame with triumph. Her latter years were marked by 
declining health, and her sufferings by patience* Her faith was 
fervent, her reward was sure. 

Adjoining is the monument (already described) of Bishop

In the Chapel, on the North side of the Library, and a- 
gainst the North wall, is a table monument of freestone, in 
the under part of which lies the Statue of a Knight, completely 
armed, and his legs crossed: on his shield are depicted the 
arms of the ancient family of the Carews; and on the wall, 
behind the Statue, Sir Peter Carew^ in characters, now almost 
obliterated. Over him, on the table part of the monument, 
lie two other figures, the one of an armed Knight> and the other 
of a Lady, representing Sir Gatoen Carew^ and his wife. The 
inscription is very mucn mutilated, but this remnant remaiiks;

About the year 1750, another passage was made into the

Within the indoMne is the BMbop's Paiavoc^ dnd reriden- 
tiary Houses for the t)«an. Chanter^ Canqn^* &C. That part 
which is now t^med the Church-yard, was aiiciendy the 
general Cemetery, and though it has Been disused for that 
purpose, upwards of two (^nturies, human bones of the 
ancient citizens are still discovered in gr^ numben wherever 
there is an occasion for digging.. 

This yard was first, rtued round at the expenceofthe 
Chamber^ who granted one hundred trees from Dwyard* 
Wood for tiaatpurposcf in the year 1^57 » It has^ of late years, 
been greatly improved; and railed out^ in separate divisions, 
well gravelled, and planted witk £3ms m various rows, 
forming several pleasant and shady walks«.f 

Among the lite impiovements, on^ in partienlar claims 
observatio»j^ which is the judicious renusvalof the treasurer's 
house; this extended from the North Tower ()«ite across 
the Church-yard, and entirely intercepted tfee view of the 
Cathedral from the Nonh tnUttcpt, Eastward : by the re* 
moval, a ^easing opening wa^ madr, by whidf the whole 
Northern ^de wa^ pretented to tile VrefW, afjrf which now 
forms a ndbie pttrspeclivd ^f ancient arohifectiue.

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The South side of the Gathednd is so crowded with con- CHAP- VI . 
tiguous buildings, that no near view can be taken but from chaoter 
the Bishop's gardens. On this side is the Chapter house, a Hoi»e. 
large building founded by Bishop Lace^y and finished in 1456 
by Bishop Nemtt. 

The inside of this edifice was embellished with a great 
number of Statues, as appears by the niches still remaining; 
hut they fell a prey to puritanical superstition in the grand 
rebellion, wheit it was used as a stable for Soldiers' horses : 
the outside i? so closely surrounded by the Cloisters and 
other buildings, that scarce any part is seen but the bat- 
tlements. 

In the front of the Chapter house are the Cloisters, forming 
a small souare area, round which are houses for the Sub- 
Chanter, Secondaries, Vergers, he. and a music-school (in 
which is a small organ) for the instruction of the young cho- 
risters; this area was silso a burying place, but has not been 
used for many years ; several of the^rave-stones are still re- 
maining ; it is planted With rows of Elm trees ; and through 
it is the passage by the South door into the Church ; these 
Cloisters are an assemblage of ancient and modern architec- 
ture, and appears to have been formerly more extensive. Near 
the West front of the Cathedral, is the College of choral- Vi- 
car»; § consisting of four Priest and eight Lay-Brothers, who 
have each of them a convenient house ; they formerly lived in 
common together, for which purpose, they had a common 
Kitchen, and Hall, both of which are now remaining; the 
Kitchen is at this time a public house, (called the College 
Kitchen , ) the Hall is large and commodious, neatly wainscot- 
ed, and on the pannek are the arms and portraits of their be- 
nefactors ; on one side of this Hall is a musio^galtery ; the 
Gate-house of the Collie is a s.trong stone building, in the 
front of which, are the arms of England^ and France^ quarter^ 
ly ; and under them are the arms o£ Bishop Oldham 9 supported 
by two Angels. Adjoining to this Gate-house, is an ancient 
building, in which the Registrar's ofiice, for, the Arch- « 
deacon ry of Exeter is held. 

The Bishop's palace adjoins the South East part of the BishopVi 
Cathedral i and though not a regular, is a very extensive and Palace,

Petraek'$ in this City, by his ^'''^' 
last Will and Testament, dated 10th April, 4th of EHzdketk, 
anno 15G3 ; gave to the Mayor, Bailiffs and Commonalty of 
Eseter, the sum of 168/. 5#. in consideration of their paying 
weekly, to the poor of this house, thirteen-pence ; and for 
other purposes as will be hereafter mentioned. Robert Hali, 
D. />• Treasurer of the Cathedral, by his last Will and Tes« 
tament dated S5th April, 1667 ; bequeathed the sum of Ten 
Founds per annum to be paid quarterly in equal portions. 
JSdward joung, D. D. sometime Dean of this Cathedral, by 
his last Will and Testament, dated 6th June, 1669; bo*" 
queathed the sum of SSO/. to be paid, at ^rthest, within two 
years after his death, towards the purchasing of Lands in 
F^ci-Stmple, or a rent charge; to the amount of twelve 
pounds per annum ; of which forty shillings a year he direct 
ted (by his said Will) should be paid to the poor of S#. 
CWAortNeV alrafr-hottse; forty shillings to the Choristers of 
the Cadiedral ; and twenty shillings a ^ar to the prisoners in 
1^ G?ol near the Castle ; to be distributed by the Dean of 
Exeter (for the time being) annually on the 29th May, m 
commemon^on of the happy Restoration of Monarchy on 
that day. 

Dr. HbU was also a great Benefactor to the Cathedral, and 
Precinct of 5/. Peter, as appears by an Extract from his Will : 
first, he bequeathed in trust to the Dean and Chapter SOO/. 
to be paid within six months after his decease; the interest 
whereof to be appropriated £&t ever, to the binding forth

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CHAP .VI . Apprentices, such poor children, born within the said Close, 
'■ as the Dean and Chapter should approve of. ' Secondly, he 

gave 150/. towards purchasing a new set of. hangings for the 
further embellishment of the Choir of the Cathedral Church, 
Thirdly, he bequeathed sixty Folio and forty Quarto Vo- 
lumes of Books; to be selected from his Libraries in Exeter 
and Ciisthidonf by (and at the choice of) the then Dean and 
Chapter; which Books were to be kept chained in the 
Library of the Cathedral, and* were not to be lent, of remov- 
ed without sufficient security for the speedy returning of the 
same, given to the Treasurer of ^he said Church for the time 
being. Fourthly, he gave to the said Church his double 
silver gilt Bason and Ewer oi Nuremberg work, to be made 
use of for the adorning the Communion Table in the Choirs 
and not to be exposed to any private use or employment 
whatever. Besides these he also left the following benefac- 
tions. To the poor of Exeter, twenty pounds. To the two 
Vergers of the Cathedral five pounds each. To the BeH 
toller fifty shillings. To fifty decayed tradesmen of the said 
City one pound each. And to the Dean and Chapter ten 
pounds to purchase Rings as a small testimony of his afFec- 
»tion for them.

inhabitants returns made by order of Grovemment in the year 1800; 

ia theClose. there were 108 houses inhabited by 1 14 Families, amounting 
to b7 1 inhabitants : at the same time there were six houses 
uninhabited in the said precinct. 

I shall next proceed in the Parochial Description: and 
begin with that of St. Martin* s^ which is contiguous to St* 
Peter'sy Close, and in the same Ward (or Quarter) of the 
City. 

St.Martin's. This Church, which as well as the Parish is but small, is 
dedicated to Afarr/m, Bishop of Tours in France; there is m) 
' account of the time of its first erection ; but it is probable 
that it was after the Norman conquest, from its being dedica- 
. ted to a Gallic Saint. The earliest account we have of it is in the 
year 1222, when the Parishes in this City were regulated. 
The Church (as before observed) is small,. consisting of a 
Nave, and small Chancel, with a recess under the tower, 
forming a small aisle : the Chancel is separated from the 
Nave by a handsome Gothic screen : the pulpit (which has 
been newly erected) is a specimen of neat workmanship, and 
the Church is well seated, apd kept in good repair : the towcx 
is pretty lofty, and surmounted with a gilt vane ; it contains 
one Bell, of a deep note, and which is easily distinguished by 
its sound, from every other Bell in the City : the tower seems 

to 
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to have been erected since the period above-mentioned', as an CHAP. VR 
addendum to the Church , its scite not being wi thm the bo und« — 
of the Parish, but in the Precinct of the Close ; the Parishioners 
paying a small annual acknowledgment to the Dean and 
Chapter, of 4d* for its standing on their land. The monu- 
ments and inscriptions within the Church are as follow : 

On the South side, near the Altar, is a small, neat monu- 
ment, to the memory of WiUiam Holtvally M. i>. (who died 
23 June, 1707) with others of his Falmily. 

On the North side is a large heavy monument rudely exe- 
cuted, to the memory of WiUiam n&oper. Merchant of > this 
City, who died Sd fc)ec. 1715. He was the Founder of 
several charities in this City. 

Behind this Church are the remains of a small Chapel, now 
converted into a Malt house. I'his Rectory is in the gifl of 
the Dean and Chapter, valued in the King's books, at eight 
{x>unds, fourteen shillings and nine-pence half-penny ; cer^ 
dfied value 15/. Rector, the Rev. James Carrmgton, 
. The only House worthy notice in this Parish is, the Hotels 
a large and commodious inn, with elegant apartments and Hotel. 
accommodation £}r people of the first Quality, with a large 
assembly-room, in which are held the Assize Balls, Concerts^ 
and Winter assemblies, of the most distinguished persons of 
the City and County. In the front is a neat Coffee-room : 
the situation of the Hotel is very pleasant, as it opens to the 
Parade, and commands a noble view of the Cathedral. 

Adjoining the Hotelis the Exeter Banky the oldest establish- 
ed Banking House in this City, under the firm of Sir John 
Dunize^ Bart. Sanders^ Hamiliony & Co» 

At the late return of the inhabitants of this City, there 
were forty-five inhabited and five uninhabited Jio.uses in 
this Parish, in which were resident fifty-one Families, 
consisting of one hundred and forty nine Males, and one 
hundred and sixty-one Females ; in the whole three hundred 
and ten inhabitants. 

As the Parish of i^V. f<7ff<Tdis has been held, £br many years, St. Fancras. 
in Commendam with thatof <SV. Martin s^ it will be propear 
(though it is not in the same Ward) to continue the descnp^ 
tion, with an account of that Church, &c. 

It is dedicated to Pancrasiusy a British Saint, and beans 
.evident marks of great antiquity ; but when, or by whom 
built, we have no account. It is a very small and plain 
building, forty-six feet six inches jn length, and sixteen feet 
in breadth : it is not decorated with any of those.grotesqueor«- 
naments, so common among our Saxon ancestors, in their 
ecclesiastical buildings ; or with armorial shields so much

■ coasisujiGt of a Nave add CfaaBcel, the latter only is seatsd ; 

the Pulpit and Font ane rtrj old. As no usd is now made 
of this Churchy excepting as a Cemttery for a few families^ 
it is consequently very much neglectedi and may soon be dfi»> 
secrated. 

It has no Campanile, its only Bdl is huiig in a turteted 
lirch at the West end of the Church : it is a Ueotory^ ih the 
gift of the Dean and Chapter^ and valued in the King's 
books at 4/. ISs, 4d, per anniim^ (Certified Tsiue di» 

In this Parish is the Cuildhall^ an anoieot structace^ die 
The Guild- ^^ottt of whidi projects into die High-St^ctt^ and is a jumbk 
hall. of ancient and modern architecture^ supported by MoOrstone 

columns. 

Over the Vestibule^ is a capacious room, in ^Irhich the 
Chamber, and princ^yal Citiztos, on occssiontl events, en* 
joy their convivial meetings, and drink in bumpers of Wine, 
health and prosperity to the King^ Royal Family, firc« In 
this room the Grand Jury hold their Inquests at the Assises, 
Quarter Sessions, kc^ Over this are other «^>artments, in 
which, some years since, was a quantity of ancient armour, 
f^with a number of Matchlock^Musquets, Sks but these 
jrooms serve now, as repositories far the plansof the Estates, 
.writings, &c* belonging to the Chamber*; and which ate re»- 
^ulated with great order* From tht balusttalcd I..4iads there 
18 a fine prospect, and on the Summit of all is a turret, iii 
which is a Bell, to give notice of the opening the Mayor's 
Court, and to alarm die Citizens in case of fire, &€• 

Behind the Grand jury room is the Council Chamber, 
where the ^Members of the Common Council hold their 
meetings, and deliberate together in private. 

The Common hall is spadous : at die upper end is the 
Court of Hustings, with elevated seats for the Mayor, Ju^^ 
tices, &c. and galleries for the Grand, and Petty juries. The 
arched roof is lofty, with a single span, after the manner of- 
Westminster Hall, and Supported by grotesque figures of 
beasts, in lieu of brackets : from the centre hangs a large 
brass chandelier, over which is a ventilator. 

On each side of the Hall is a Wainscot Press, carved and 
pardy gilt : that on the right hand containing a fine whple 
length portrait of his late Majesty King George %d painted, 
and presented to the Chamber, by Mr. Hudion^ a native of 
this City ; the opposite press contains a similar portrait of die 
Princess Henrietta Maria, (who was bom in Bedford House in 
this City) Daughter of King Churie^ 1st, painted by the cele- 
brated

portrait oiJokn Tuckfitld, Esq. (who for many years repre** 
seated this City in Parliatnent) whole upright conduct as a 
Senator^ and philanthropia dispOMtion, justly merited 
the esteem of the Citizens of Eseten opposite the hustingSi 
against the wall oiO^e Council Chamber » are three more ele- 
gant full length portraits, in superb gilt frames ; the centrd 
one is diat of Sif ChurUi Pratt, Lord Chief Justice of the 
Court of Common Pkasy (alUrwards created £/ir/ of Camden J 
who imnaortalized his name^ by his final decision of the ili^ 
salit]^ of general wanants^ which secured to the subject, the 
blessings of liberty, andputa stop to the arbitrary proceedings 
of men in power; this picture was a present to the City, by 
Jakn RoiU JFaitatt £sq« one of its Representatives in Parlia^ 
ment* The portrait on the right hand of this, is General Mank^ 
(afterwaids Duke eiAlbenmrkJ who had so gr^t a ^hare ia 
the restoration of Monarchy, and of our present happy 
established Government, both in Church and State, after thej 
bad been overthrown by civil discord, and designing men, for 
many yean ; this picture was painted by Vandyke, The other 
on the left, is the portrait of Benjamin Heath ylLsa. Barrister « 
at Law, (Father of the present Judge Heath,) and Town Clerk 
of this City^ who greatly exerted himself in procuring the 
repeal of the Act of Parliament , for laying a very heavy impost 
-oa Cider, (as already related,) in return ibr this, the Cham- 
ber out of gratitude to his merit, caused the painting to be 
placed here* Over these paintings is a projecting canopy, to 
which is afiixed a large gteen curtain, which when drawn up 
forms a festoon of drapery, and has a pleasing effect ; when 
let down, it effectoaily covers and preserves them, from the 
dust and damp air. The Hall is wainscoted round with carv^ 
ed mottldiags and brackets, and m the cornice are regularly 
arranged^ a number of small fields, on which are painted, 
the arms of the difi^tent incorporated trades, &c. Behind the 
Hall, are two dark and gloomy prisons, (termed the Back^ 
graie^J used for the confinement of ofienders, before their fi- 
nal examination, and commitment to Stuthgate; over those 
Cells, is a large and capacious cistern lined with lead, that 
will contain several hundred hogsheads of water, designed as 
a reservoir in case of accidental fires. 

According to tradition, the ancient Prmtarium of this City^ .^ 

was situated in Water^beare^atreet, where an ancient Saxan q^^^ 
boildiug was lately standing, and which fcr its spaciousness, 
seemed to have been erected for some public purposes, but 
from the style of the architecture, does not seem probable that 
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CHAP. VI . it was designed for a rdigious use* The origin of the 
■ present Guildhall, was a Chapel dedicated to Si, George; but 
of the tinae when it was appropriated to its present use, histo- 
ry is silent. The first mention we have of it, is in the 
year 1 330, in the Mayoralty of Martin Lekenn^ when it was 
rebuilt, and probably about this period we may date its first 
appropriation for Judicial purposes. It^ the year 1464, this 
structure becoming ruinous, it was again rebuilt; and in the 
year 1484, the front part and Council chamber were rebuilt. 
In 1556, the Council chamber, was wainscoted. In 
1576, the Court of Hustings was newly erected, with elevar 
ted seats for the Mayor, Justices, &c. and two years after, tl)e 
whole was new ceiled and glazed, and the pump erected in 
the front. In the year 1593, the whole of the front was re- 
built : sonie few years since, the roof was plaistered withinside, 
and in 1802, the Hustings were greatly improved, and a new 
' gallery built, for the better accommodation of the Petty 

Jury. 

In this small Parish are thirty-five houses,* containing fifty- 
three families, numbering ninety-three Males, and ont 
hundred and thirty-eight I* emales, in the whole two hundred 
and thirty-one. 

The next adjoining Parish to St. Martin*^^ is St. Stephen's^ 
^ ^ dedicated to the Proto Martyr: it is a handsome, Gothic 
^ ' building, consisting of a nave, one aisle, a chancel, and long 
gallery : it is light, roomy, well seated, and kept in good re- 
pair. The Chancel is erected on an arch, which crosses the 
adjoining lane, called St. Stephen's bow ; consequently it is 
above the floor oiili^c Church, and is ascended by a flight of 
steps, llie Altar-piece is very neat, and from its elevated 
situation, has a pleasing eflect. At the West end is a lofty 
•tower, in which are three small bells. The time of erecting 
the old Church, is not recorded, but that it was built before 
the conquest, is evident, from its being given by the Norman 
Conqueror, to Wiiliam Warietoest^ Bishop of this Diocess, and 
it has been held ever since as a Barony, by the succeeding 
•Bishops. In \222 it is mentioned as one of the regulated 
parishes of this City. 

The ancient Church becoming ruinous, the present edifice, 
was raised about the year 1665, the expences of which where 
partly defrayed by donations, and partly by subscriptions 
from the Parishioners. In the Church are the following 
monuments. 

On the North wall is a large marble monument to the me- 
mory of Thomas Baiithoe, Esq. and several of his Family. He 
died in 1753.

^ - On the South wall, is one to the Memory of Mr. George CHAP. VI . 
Potter^ Merchant and Alderman of this City, and a great — — 
benefactor towards the building of the Church. He died in 
1667. 

There is another to the Memory of James Rodd, of Bedford 
house, Esq. who died in 1678. 

The living is valued in the King's book at 7/. 17*. 3§^. 
certified value 26/. The present Rector is the Rev, James 
Simmons, 

An annual rent is. paid to the Prince of Wales 9 for the 
bow's encroachment over the Street. 

The following donations have at different times been given 
to this Church and Parish. 

TAomas Bridgman of this City, G«nt. Son of Arthur Bridge 
man (sometime Registrar of the Archdeaconry^ of Exeter ^ J a- 
mong other charities, bequeathed 30/. for the better support 
of this Church. 

Aftnehidy Clifford, CountessDovr^LgcT of Pembroke , Dorset , 
and Montgomery, Baroness Clifford of Westmoreland, Lady of 
the Manor ofSkipton in Craven, and only Daughter and Hei- 
ress of the Right Hon. George, Earl of Cumberland, by her 
deed indented, dated 30th December, 6 Charles 2d, Anno 
1654, in memory of her Mother the Lady Margaret Russell, 
Countess Dowager of Cumberland, (who was the youngest 
Daughter of the Right Hon. Francis Russell, the 2d Earl of 
BeiffordofthsitFwoaily,) born in Bedford House in this City, 
and baptized in this Church, July 9th 1566; did grant and- 
enfeoff the Right Hon. William Russell, Earl of Bedford, the 
then Mayor of Exeter, and eleven persons more as Feoffees with 
one close of Land, Meadow, or Pasture, with the appurte- 
nances, lying in the Parish of St, SidtoeWs, near St, Ann^s 
Chapel, containing by estimation, four acres and half, and 
then of the yearly value of twelve pounds (or thereabouts,) to 
have and to hold the said close of Land with the appurtenan- 
ces, unto the said Feoffees, their Heirs, and Assigns for ever ; 
upon special trust and confidence, nevertheless that the sum 
of Ten Pounds yearly out of the same, should be for ever 
raised and disposed of, for the putting out and placing fin the 
'Ofay of an Apprentice, in some honest trade or course of living,) 
yearly to the World* send, one poor Child, Boy or Girl, born 
and residing within the said Parish of St, Stephen s (being 
such a one as shall be found to be destitute of other means of • 
Worldly preferment, and to stand most in need of a charita- 
ble provision) to be approved by the said Countess Dowager, 
ilunng her life, and after her decease, by the Right Hon. 

William, 
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C HAP. VI . WiUiam^ Eari of Bedford^ and hit hctrs, and the Mayor of 
■ the said City for the time being^, and his suecessorsy upon the 

recommendation of the Minif ter and Churchwardens of the 
Parish, for the time being, and their successors : andapon 
further trust, that when eiffht of the Trustees shall be dead, 
the surviving Trustees shall convey over the premises to ten 
Other persons of good worth and trepmiationy inhabiting within 
Devon and Exeter^ to be nominated by the said Countess and 
her Heirs for ever ; to the end that the good intentions of the 
Slid Countess maj be observed and perfortned, touching this 
said pious and charitable use for ever. % 

Georsre Potter, Esq^ (late Alderman of this City) by his 
last Will and Testament, dated 4th March, 1662, devised as 
follows : Whereas, Thomas Bridgmany Gent, (my near klns-i 
man«) gave the sum of 100 marks, lawful money of Enffimid, 
to be laid out and bestowed in a monument, and fi>r the re- 
paration of St, ^^e;^/{c*;t'« Church in the said City; in lieu 
thereof, I give towards the new building of 8t» Stephen* s 
Church aforesaid* the sum of Five hundred Pounds^ of like 
lawful money, to be paid within the space of three years after 
my decease, as the said work shall be set onward and be per- 
fected. Also I give my Dwelling-house, wberoin Mr, Lee 
now resides in this City aforesaid, for a perpetual habitation 
for the Incumbent of St, Stephen's Church aforesaid, succes- 
f ively from one to another, and in the vacancy to remain in 
the hands of the Churchwardens for the time being, 
and they to be accountable to the next succeeding Minis- 
ter for the pioceedft, and profits which shall out of the same 
arise. § 

John King some time a Merchant in Exeter, by. his last 
Win,&-c. (among other benefactions to this City) dated Ist 
June, 1672; bequeathed to the ChurchwarcLsns of the 
poor of the Parish of St, Stephen's in Exan and their suc- 
cessors 

X This Charitable donation is now invested in the power of the Pariab 
Feoffees, and the Field is at present held by lease by Mr. Carter , Uphol- 
sterer of the said Parish, at more than double its former rent ; yet not- 
withstanding the great inhancement of the value of the Land, and the 
care of the present Trustees ; by the great adTauces in the Taxef, ^oon 
JUte, and Tithes, the neat inpome is not sii^ciient to fulfil th9 pious at- 
tention of the Donor ; this present year, the Trustees caused a number of 
large Elms which grew in the hedges surrounding this field, to be felled, 
and sold, which produced a considerable sum of money ; this they in- 
tended to apply to the use of the charity, and to plant a number of others 
In their room.

On the late survey, there were in this Parish 6 1 inhabited, 
and 2 uninhabited houses, containing 74 families, numbering 
184 males, and 2^ females; in all 4BI inhabitants. 

Adjoining the JParish of St, Stephen^ is the eztrar parochial Bedford 
Precinct of Bedf^rd^ occupying all the land formerly belong- Precinct. 
in^ to the Monastery of Benedictine (or Black) Monks'; 
which was founded by one of the Abbots of Tavistock^ to 
which it was a cell. It was a lara;e and sumptuous build- 
ing, and had elegant apartments for the accommo^tion of 
the Lordly Abbots oitavigtock^ whenever they came to Ex^-- 
ter: there was also a fine Church and large cemetery. At 
the dissolution, it was granted (together with the Abbey o^ 
TavietockJ to John Lord Russtdf afterwards created Eart of 
Bedford; and from the Earls and Dukes often residing 
here, it received the name of Bedford House ^ but of late years 
it was much neglected by that Family, and divided into seve- 
ral Tenements; in the year 1780 the ancient house, with

building \a (riaced an ancient tablet, (taken from die front of - 
fhe old Howie) on which istairved in rekef, the atinoriai heaat^ 
ings of the Noble House of RnseU (|aaftered with several 
coats of arms, scipi)orted by. two Angels. Behind the houses 
is a Mew consisting of StaUes and Cctach houses; every 
house having a passa^ through the g^rdc^. 

On the erection of the Crescent, a fine avetfue was made to 
it, with the Chamber's consent, by taking down part of the 
City walls, and making a new road acroto- (he Fane and 
Sauthemh4y. 

On the ri^ht hand of this' road, just without the walls, {not 
in the preanct of Bedford^ biit in the Parish of St. Lhttid) 
was erected some few years sixice, a neat and odnvoiient 
Theatre, of Brick, vrith Stone copings : in the front s a 
Colonade^ supported by TWraft Columns, and over the Co* 
JonodeisaStone escutcheon on which are carved in relievt^ 
the City arms.

The 
street- Church is small and gloomy, and not being made use of, is 

tonsequendy dirty, and in batd repair within : it consists of a 
Nave, which extends itself under tbe Tower, and is 41 feet in 
length, and SO in breadth ; a small Chancel 1 5 feet by 12 : it^ 
has no gallery ; the tower is low, and has only one bell ; the 
Pulpit, Font, and Altar are very ancient, and the whole 
Church bears the marks of great antiquity, but ofilie tilne of 
its erection, we are left in cki%<ness; the first mention that is 
made of it is in the year 12^^, when it was regelated as -one 
of the Parish Churches of Exeten; farut^ince the reformation, 
the Parish being y^ small and private Masses, Arc. (that 
mint of Papal superstition ) abolished, the income is too smzM 
to maintain an incumbent; i t is nr^lued in the King's Books 
at 6/. 4a. 7d. per annum, certified value 12/. and the presenta«

the superstitious, and brought great profits to the Rector; it 
was destroyed at the re^nrmation. in this Church the only 
monumental inscriptions wofth preserving are the following :

In this Parish is the Market for Fish, Oats, Grains, Pa- 
tatoes, &c. . This Market place was originally part of the 
Swan Tavern, and was erected at the expence of the Cham"* 
ber about the year 1 77^ ; by which means a great nuisance 
was removed from the High-street, (where before this period 
it was held ;) it is small but convenient, partof it is colonaded, 
and round two of the sides are small shops, for the Fish- 
mongers, Greengrocers, &rc. and the other is occupied by the 
Swan Inn and Tavern. At the comtx oi Gandy* s^Lane is the 
Mayoralty-house, it has no front in tie Street, but is large, 
commodious, and well furnished with Plate, Linen, and 
every other necessary accommodation for the Public enter- 
tainments made by the Ma3'or and Chamber, and for the 
Lodging of the Judges during their stay in this City at the 
Assizes; the Sword bearer (with his Family,) always re- 
sides in, and haa the care of this house. 

In this Parish arc 51 houses, inhabited by 69 Families 
containing 129 Male, and 209 Female inhabitants. * 

There is no Table of Benefactions in this Church,^od the 
only one mentioned on record, is that of Sir Thomas AekUmd 
of Columb-John in the county of Devon, Knight, who by his 
last Will, fee. dated 14th September, 1 609, enfeoffed certain 
members of the Chamber, with the Rectory and Sheaf of

North-Eastward o£St. Stephen* t is the Parish of St. Law St. Law- 
tence; the Church consists of a Nave with one small aisle, and rence. 
at the West end is a capacious gallery. § The Altar, which 
is separated from the body of the Church by low Balustrades 
is a neat piece of painting executed a few years since by Mr» 
Emtmtnt of this City. This Churih is a nght Gothic struc* 
ture, well seated, is kept in good repair, and has sufficient 
room for the accommodation of the Parishioners. Tiie 
Tower, in which is only one Bell, is a clumsy ill-propor* 
ttoned building, much too large for its height, without any 
spire or vane, and from its being finished at the summit with 
a coping wall without battiements, . has a very odd appear* 
ance. * Adjoining this Tower is a Porch forming the prin» 
cipal entrance into the Church, over the front of the Porch, 
in a Gothic niche, is a small statue of Queen EUxabetk; this 
statue once decorated a Conduit, which heretofore stood in 
the middle of the Street, from the remains of whidi, this 
Porch was erected. Behind the Church , is a small cemetery, 
formerly a Garden, the donation of a Parishioner, for the 
purpose of interring gratis, the bodies of poor Parishioners* 
The date of the foundation of this Church (which was once 
j^sftropriated to St. John*8 Hcispi'al) is not recorded, nor 
is there any account of it before the year 1222, when it if 
mentioned as one of the nineteeen parochial Churches, then

Manf Mag* 
dalrne*$. In the year 1256, Bishop Bronseombe repaired this 
House, and endov^ed it Witii the Manors of Roketdony and 
St» Mary Cfvtt : his successor. Bishop Quioiii^ was likie^sc a 
considerable benefactor to it, both in lands and o^oods. Tliere 
is no account of any more gifts or legacies to this charity, but 
that it continued in the same state, until its dissolation : after 
that period, it was deprived of all its revenues, and fematncd 
in a ruinous state, until the year l€35, when the whole fee and 
inheritance, together with the Orchard, Gardens, and coati<- 

fuous buildings belonging to the same, were purchased by 
}ame Joan Crotsinsj (Widow of Huprh Crossing^ Esq. some- 
time Mayor of this City,) and her only Son, Francis Crossh^, 
Esq. for the' sum of 7 40/. who by their deed indented, dated 
the t4th January, 1695, granted the whole of the said pre- 
mises unto thirteen persons, then members of the common 
council, and to their heirs for ever, upon trust ; nevertheless, 
that the trustees should at all times continue the said house 
and premises as an Hospital, or Workhouse for the poor of 
the said City and County, in such manner as the Mayor and 
common council for the time being, or the major part of 
them, should direct; the said poor people or children to be 
always chosen, recerved, taken, set ta work, governed, di- 
rected, disposed of, continued and removed into, out of, and 
from the said Hospital, by the Mayor and common council 
aforesaid. Notwithstanding the good intentions of this do- 
nation, through the errors of the trustees, little benefit accrued 
to the poor ; several attempts were made toTemedy the evils, 
but no good effect was gained, to the great discontent of the 
pious donors. At length, by additional donations of several 
other worthy citizens, the Chamber was enabled t6 procure 
Letters Patent from King Charles \'st^ for the foundation of 
a Hospital, for the relief and pious education of poor children, 
the expences of which, together with the repairing and new 
building the edifices thereunto belonging, amounted to up- 
wards of 400/. since which time great benefiictions have been 
given to this Hospital, as follows ;

Sir Benjamin Oliver^ Knight, (late Mayor,) by Will, dated 
April 1 6th, 1672, bequeathed ^00/. towards the maintenance 
of poor Scholars in the said Hospital. 

George Jourttixyne^ Grocer. of this City, by Will dated Au- 
gust 22d, 1632, gave to a new Hospital to be erected, 40/. 
And his Widow and Executrix, by Will dated September 
37th, 1633, gave 400/. to five persons, to be employed to 
such good and pious uses, within the City and County of 
Exon^ as they should think fit; which 400/. after much con* 
troversy, was in October, 1646, by the Trustees, paid toihe 
Mayor, Bailifi's and Commonalty, towards founding and 
erecting an English school within< the said City, and provi- 
ding a convenient room in St. Joi^n '^liospital for that pur- 
pose, to be called the Free English Schooly for the reception of 
fihy poor Children, to be taught to read, write, and cypher; 
that the Master of the s^d ^chbol shall have £0/. percnnum^ 
to be paid. .him quarterly , in equal portions; that the said 
Tiyistees, at every vacancy of a Schoolmaster, within sixty

dt3rs after notice gtveo, do nominate two honest n^n, fit to CHAP.VL 

undertaketfae charge of the said School, of whom the Mayor * 

and Common Council, within twenty days after the nomi- 
nation, are tachoose one : and after the decease of the said 
Trustees, the Mayor and Common council are to nominate 
the Master for ever. 

• Mr* Peter HtMfer was elected Master of this School, in 
iSSTf to which, as well as to the Hospital, he was a liberal 
bene&ctor, and gave out of his own salary, &c. for the pro* 
motkig- this diarity, the following sums. First, by com- 
putation , he taught forty supernumerary Boys, gratis, (besides 
those for which he had a pension,) for thirty years together, 
rtdconed at 600/. 2dly, He deducted forty Shillings per 
annum for each Hospital Boy, out of the stipend allowed him ; 
which opcki thirty Bojts for thirty yc&rs, amounts to* 1800/. 
iii<»re, 3dly, He remitted upon the rent of the Mahhouse, 
and 5L a year, both of which his Predecessor had (respecting 
monies lent him) valued at ISLperannum, for ten years, making 
1 30/. 4th]y , He produced receipts for 500/. which he left in 
the bands of different Stewards of the said Hospital, and which 
he gave out of his pension of 6/. per annum for each boy; the 
whole amouating to 3050/. 

Sirjokm Maynard, Knight, one of the executors of the Will 
oiElizHts Heiey Esq. (who left a plentiful Estate to be dispo- 
sed of in charitable and pious uses) among many other cha- 
0lal^ actions, gave 530/* towards the enlargement, and for 
tbe better support of the boys in this Hospital . A nd for their 
continual maintenance, he settled upon the said Hospital, tbe 
Rents of the Manors of Ciisi St. Lawrence^ Clist Geraid^ and 
Teign Homey 9 afid of five other tenements in Bovey Tracey^ and * 
two tenements in Ntwten Ferrers, all being in the County of 
Dev&n, 

Chritt^her Lethbridge^ Esq . (sometime Mayor oi Exeter y J 
by Will, dated November 2Ut, 1669, gave to the Mayor, 
Common council, &c. several Lands, Tenements, &c. (which 
win be mentioned in the proper place) for several charitable 
purposes ; the overplus of the rents of the said E^tes, he de- 
vised', should for ever be appropriated for the maintenance 
of one poor boy in this Hospital.f 

Sir Edtpord Seaward^ Knight, (sometime Mayor, and one 
of ^e reprcfsehtatives for £4>^^,y A. D. 1703, gave towards 
the education of the poor children in the Hospital, the sum of 
600/. which money, with the addition of 119/. 4«* freely gi- 
veniby the Chamber, was disposed of in the purchasing an 
£8tate in Land, and settled on the Hospital for ever.

Exeter; the profits from thence arisung, are for ever to beap^ 
pnspriated to the uae of the Hospital. 

Thomas Bridgrman^ Gent, (aatiire of this Citf ,) by Wil]^ 
dated Aprd Jdk 1 6S I , ^ave 6QQ/. to be paid by his Executors, 
ivithia one year after his death ; which sum should be employ'*

The Chamber of Eseter ha^e also been great bene^ctoia 
to this Charity, by ioiproviag its revenues, sad rebuilding 
aodenlargmgfbe biuldin<rsi in whieb'thny haye of lata yoiiv 
expended gveat.auffisi^ The DwelHng^hou^e for the Master* 
of the GfanMnar School, (whieAi heretofef^ was within the 
^waX .galls* on the left si^of the quadrangle,) being saiaU 
and inconventeot, (which prevented the satd Master from ao- 
commodating the numerous Boarding Scholars, that made 
i^plicaiion ; ) the Chamber erected a capacious brick buikfing • 
ll^ithout the City Walls, but cont^ous to the Hospital, with 
every accommodation for that pui^>ose, and to prevent the 
young sentlemen from having too muchcommunication with 
the Citiseaa, they enclosed with a atone wall, a large piece of 
ground behind the house, which forms a spacious area for 
their exercise and pastime. On taking down the East'^^Mte^ 
the front of the Chapel (which before was hid by the eontigu* 
oua buildings,) was fousd on a survey, to be greatly decayed^ 
and necessary to be rebuilt, which was accordingly done, and 
l^e w:hole Chapel repaired and beautified. 

A few years afterwards, the ancient gateway, (which by 
its projection into the street, was a great nuisance,) was ta« . 
]rd down, and the piesent elegant Gothic structure, erected 
in its stead, § and this present year, ( 1 S02) the West wing of 
^heficoot being greatly decayed, and likely to fall, was rebuilt 
in a style corresponding to the Chapel, which entirely com* 
pletes the firout, and forms a regular Gothic huHding: at the 

same 

^ On digging for a foundation for the present gateway, the remains of 
aeveral human bodies were discovered, which were interred across the 
ancient entrance j they mult have lain there for many centuries. 
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CHAP VI . same time the Grammar School was re|>aired and beau^fied. 

The great expences occasioaed by these repairs, to8:ether 

with the cfreat advances in the price of the necessary articles 
of life, obliged the Trustees at present to lessen the number of 
boys on the foundation, but it is to be hoped, that in a few 
y^rs they will be enabled to put this charitable foundation 
on a better footing than ever. 

We shall next proceed to a particular description of this 
Hospital, and first of the Chapel • 
St. John's . After the dissolution of this Hospital, in the reign ti^Hehry 
Chapel. g^^^ iijg Chapel was neglected, and left in a ruinous state, 
until the year, 1638, when it was thorou'^hljr repaired and 
beautified, at the sole charge of Mice Hete^Y^ iAo^<A EHzeut 
Htle^ Esq. and reconsecrated by Bishop HaU, This Edifice 
(which is part of the front, on the leftside of the Gateway) is 
small and neat, with an arched roof and -GothTC Windows, 
which were formerly glared with painted glass, of which 
some remains are iet\, and arranged in ^different figures, 
panicularly in the Window over the Altar ; where the Arms 
of the ancient Earis of Cornwall^ and those of the Families of 
Grassmar^ and Hete^ are still in tolerable preservation. 

The Altar-piece is neatly painted, with the decalogue, &c. 
and the half length Portraits <yf Mmes and Aar^oHy *decomted 
with Cherubims' heads, neatly carved. 
• The Communion TaMe, which i& separated from the body 
of the Chapel by a balustrade, has a beaatifui covering of 
erimson Velvet, decorated with Gold fringe, the gift of Mm*; 
Webber, of this City. Soon after the late repairs, the Cham- 
ber gave to this Chapel, a neat service of Communion Plate 
of Silver, to which B. H. Walker^ Esq. Alderman, added a 
Silver Cup. 

The Pulpit is very neat, andon- the summit of the Balde- 
quin is a gilt Statue, of an Angel sounding a trumpet. Op- 
posite is an advanced seat richly carved for the Mayor, and 
Chamber, who generally attend Divine Service In this Chapel, 
one Sunday afternoon in each month, whien service is per- 
formed alternately, by one of the Mayor's Cha^aiiis, who 
are four in number. 

Adjoining the reading Desk, and opposite ^the Mayor^s 
seat, are other advanced seats for Mrs. Mayoress, the Wives 
of the Stewards, and those of the Gentlemen of the Chamber, 
who choose to attend ; at the West end of the Chapel, is a 
gallery for the accommodation of the Boarders^ which has a 
private passage to the Master's House and School. There is 

one 
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one bell bclonfifing to the Chapel, which is hung in a turreted CHAP. VI . 
arch at the West end. ♦ — 

In the front of the Hospital, over the gateway, is a Clock, , 
Dial, and Bell, which were taken from East gate ^ at the time 
of its demolition • 

The other Wing in the front, is aj^ropriated to «he Gram- Grammar 
mar School, in which is a capacious room, with elevated seats, School. 
£>r the Master and Assistants, who are Clergymen in orders ; 
the Sehool at present is held in great reputation, and the board- 
ers and scholars are very numerous. In the roof over the 
School-room, is a glazed cupola, surmounted with a vane, and 
behind the School is a Library; the present Master of the 
Grammar School is the Rev* Roiert Bartholomew, 

Under the School and Library, are large Halls, anciently ^, ^ u^ 
the Cloisters, these are termed the Cloth Hall, and are used 
for the sale of broad and narrow Woollen Cloths, during the 
Fairs held in this City^ and which brings in a considerable 
revenue to the Hospital. 

That part which is appropriated to the use of the Gover- 
nor and Boys on the foundation, are irregular buildings, the 
work of different times : the entrance into them appears very 
ancient, and from the arches and columns remaining, is pn>« 
bably a work of the Saxon»; on the right hand of this entrance, 
is a statue of one of the Hospital Boys, in his Gown, &c. f 
The Boys are carefully look^ sifter, and provided with food^ 
cloathing and lodging, are educated in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and at a proper age, a premiurm of 3/. is given for 
binding them apprentices to different trades. Besides the 
Governor's House, there is a good House and School for the 
Writing Master, who has an annual salarv with ther privilege 
ofinstructing more Scholars, than those on the foundation; 
the Governor, Masterof the Grammar School, and WWting 
Master, have gardens belonging to their respective houses ; and 
in that part which is termed 2)r. Vikayne^s building, there 
is a capacious committee room for the Trustees, in> whieh 
are large tablets, cbntaining the difierent Benefactions to this 
Charity. The present House Governor, is George Hayman^ 
and the Writing Master, Edward Fye.

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CHAP. VI . J„ Ban^^Ue^ane^ in thttFarish, isan ancient bouse, which 
has for many ages been in the possession of the most respco- 
Bampfylde table Family of the Bamfffyidt^s of PoUimmre^ as an occasional 
House. residence, when County business, or pleasure, called them to 
Exeter; it belongs at present, to Sir Charies Warwick Bamp^ 
fyldcy Bait, one of the Representatives in Parliament, for this 
City : this House though not yery large, has scveial good 
rooms neatly furnished, and in the Lobby, is a curious an- 
tique chimney-piece,' in the centre, or Umbo, of whose ea« 
tablature, is a statue of the Royal Martyr, King Charia \si. 
in complete armour, mounted on a Charger, and holding a 
Truncheon in his right hand; on each side of this statue, in- 
stead of Pil^ters, are the statues of Peace and Plenty, and oa 
the outer side of these, are two grotesque statues of a Cavalier 
and Puritan, cloathed in the habits of the times ; the whole of 
the figures, with the other embellishments, are in good pre- 
servation, and neatly executed in alto relievo ; they were de- 
signed and placed here, by Sir Amias Bamjffylde, soon after the 
restoration. 

In the Window of the Lobby, are several armorial bearings 
in stained Glass, with inscriptions round them, relating to 
the intermarriages of the Family : from the style of the cha- 
racters, these paintings appear to have been executed in the 
fourteenth century. * 

New Meet- The old Gaol for the County of I>evon , stood partly in this 
ing-house. parish ; the scite of which, is now occupied by a Dissenting 
Meeting-house, which is a capacious, good building, and has 
a large congregation belonging to it ; the interior part is very 
neat, and well seated, and the design does great credit to the 
architect ; adjoining it, is a small burying ground* 

At the comer of Casile^street 9 stood an ancient edifice, (late* 
ly rebuilt,) formerly the Castle Tavern^ which according to 
tradition, was for many years the dwelling-house of the gover- 
nor of the Castle ; from its architecture, it appeared to be re- 
built in the 14th Century, on the ruins of another building, 
of more ancient date, which was supported by semicircular 
arches, J filled up with rough masonry : (probably the remains 
of some cloisters,) underneath were large stone vaults, and 
an arched doorway that led to a subterranean Cavern, walled 
up and filled with rubbish ; in all probability, communicated 
with the Castle. In the house was a decent Chapel, with a 
vaulted roof quite entire, till the late alterations. 
In Musgraves* Alley (formerly Trinity-lane,) was a small 

religious 

t One of the arches is still lemainiog in an a^joinins tenement, 
behind the new building. ^ 
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ttllpouB foundation 9 dedicated to the Hoi;y Trmity^ contsuning CHAP VL 
a (£>a8e and Chapel for two Priests', which in the year 1 445, — — 
"were converted by the Dean and Chapter, into a Grammar 
School, for instructing^ youth in the Classical languages, and 
SO/, per annum settled upon the Master. This School, in 
the year 1 66i , was rebuilt by a voluntary contribution of the 
Citizens, and the nomination of the Master conferred on the 
Chamber, by Bishop Cotton s about the year 1740, it was uni- 
ted by consent of the Trustees, to the Free Grammar School 
in St* John^a Hospital, and is now again converted into a M«thodist 
Chapel, by the followers of Mr. Jokn Westky^ who have dc- J;^"*' 
cently fitted it up, and erected a gallery ; they have a large 
congregation. -^ 

In this -Parish, accordingirto the last survey, there were 78 
bouses, 4 of which were uninhabited, containing 123 families, 
consisting of £28 Males, and 3S0 Females, in all 548 Inha- 
bitants. 

Adjoining &. Lawrence* s is the Precinct of Bradnmch, in Precinct of 
old writings called ^rame.f. Bredninch. 

This small district, which is dart of the ancient Glacis of 
the Castle, is the Land of the Prince of WaieSf (as Duke of 
ComwatifJ and held as such by Leases, granted firom that 
Outchy Court. 

The part most commonly termed Bradrnnch^ consists of 
genteel houses, near the City walls, built on an elevated situ- 
ation ; they have good Gardens, and a pleasant prospect to the 
South and West ; and from its not being a thoroughfare, it is 
very retired, enjoying aU the p^ace of a country village, in the 
midst of an ppulept City • In this district, are the neat house 
and gardens of Edmund Granger , Esq. the gardens (part of • 
the Castle fosse,) are beautifully laid out, and planted with 
forest and other trees, the design of the late ingenious Mr. John 
Patch of this City, Surgeon, who built the house : the present 
possessor has greatly improved the house and gardens, which 
are justly admired, and deserve the attention of all visitors. 

The district contains but 8 houses, one of which on the late 
survey, was uninhabited, there were but 7 families, compri- 
sing o Males, and 26 Females, total 3S Inhabitants. 

North East of St. Lawrence* s^ (without the City walls,) is St.Sidwells. 
the extensive Parish of Su SidweUsf The Church of which is 
a regular Gothic edifice, consisting of a Nave, two aisles, a 
chancel, and two galleries^ spacious enough to contain a nu- 
merous Congregation : these galleries were this present year^ 
1804, greatly enlarged^, and rebuilt in a semicircular form ; in 
the centre part of which, an elegant organ i» erected, purcha- 
sed a^ the ^xpence of (he Parishioners and Feoffees,

mi- Angels, supporting shields on their breasts, between each 
Au^el is a small nich, containing a statue. 

The Pulpit J is a neat piece of workmanship ; on the pan* 
ncls are carved, in basso relievo, the four Evangelists, &c. 
and on the top of the baldequin, is the gilt statue of an Angel, 
sounding a trumpet; the Pulpit-cloth and Cushion, as well 
as those of the Reading-desk, arc of crimson Velvet, with 
gold fringe and tassels, (the siift of Thomas Strong of this Pa- 
rish, brick-maker ;) In the centre of the Nave is a large brass 
Chandelier, (presented by the Parishioners, about the year 
1 780.) The Font is very ancient, and, by its ornaments, ap- 
pears to be ofSaTon constriictioB. 

The Chancel is separated from the Nave, by a Gothic screen , 
which, in the papal times, supported a Rood loft ; this screen 
has lately been new painted and gilt ; the Altar-piece, (which 
was newly erected in the year 1801,) is composed of marble 
pannels, on which are engraven the decalogue, See. the letters 

In the Windows are still some remains of painted glass, 
(the vestiges of their ancient beauty;) among which are the 
arms of King Edtoard the Confessor, and some other armorial 
bearings.§ When a Church was first erected on this spot, is 
not known ; but as it is mentioned soon after the Norman con- 
quest, it is very probable that a religious structure stood there 
during the Saj"ow era; for in dooms-day book, it is recorded 
with the Parish, as part of the possessions belonging to the 
Church of Ereter; and in the year 1,222, it is mentioned as 
being one of the Parochial Churches then in this City ; but the 
present edifice is of much later date, and from the arms of the 
Courtenays* (Earh of Devon,) carved on one of the blocks of 
the tloof, probably the date ^f its erection, might be about 
the latter end of the thirteenth century, as it much reseifibles 
the architecture of that period : adjoining the Church is a 
small Chapel, now used as a Vestry. The ancient Tower 
was much ruined iduring the rebellion of the commons, anno 
1549, when both it and the Church, were converted into a 
prison for the Royalists, and in the year 1659, it was rebuilt 
by the contribution of the Citizens at large : this Tower is 

lofty,

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lofty* and of a reddish stone ; it has a projecting staircase, and CUAP.yt i 
strong buttresses : at one corner there is a small spire support- — '""" 
ing a gilt weathercock, which formerly graced the spire on 
the Cathedral ; at the other corners are pinnacles ; it has a fine 
peal of eight bells, which were re-cast about the year 1 770.* 

There was a set of Chimes belonging to this Tower, but 
being often out of repair, and occasioning great expences, they 
ivere .taken down ; the barrel is still remaining under the 
Belfry. The Tower has a good Clock and Dial. 

This living is an impropriation belonging to the Dean and 
Chapter, who are also Lords of the Manor, and hold a Court 
leet within the same ; at this Court, Stewards appoint annual 
Ale»Tasters, and Manor-Constables. 

Great disputes have oftentimes occurred between them, 
and the Mayor and Citizens, concerning their different pre- 
rogatives and liberties ; and this Church being only a daughter 
Church to that of Heavitree^ the Vicar of that Parish appoints 
fais Curate to serve this Church ; the Rev. James Newcombet 
£• A. Dean's Vicar, and one of the Priest Vicars of the Ca- 
thedral, has the present Cure. 

The monumental inscriptions in this Church are but few, 
the following are the only ones worth preserving. • 

In the North aisle is one of variegated marble, representing 
a large Urn, standing upon an Altar, over which are the arms 
of Cheeke impaled with other coats, and on the front of the 
Al|ar is this inscription : 

Sacred to the Memory o/*Phineas Cheeke, Esq. toho died the 
7 th of October, 1 733 , and lies interred near his Ancestors ^ in the 
South Aisle of this Churchy aged 80. 

In the Chancel is interred the body of Hugh Grove j Esq. a 
Gentleman of Wiltshire; who in the year 1655, with several 
Others, taking up arms for the restoration of their Lawful 
Sovereign King Charles the 2d. were defeated at South Moltott^ 
taken prisoners, and brought to this City, where they were 
tried, and condemned by the then ruling Democracy ; and 
two of them, viz. Hugh Grove ^ and John Penruddoclc^ Esqrs, 
were beheaded on the l6th of May 1655, in Exeter Castle; 
and three days after, Mr, Grocers h riendsfaad hcence to inter 
his body in this Church ; on his grave-stone is a brass plate 
with this inscription : f Hie 

* There is a tradition, that three of these bells formerly belonged to 
Allhallows <m the walls, and that on its demolition, they were taken down 
by order ot the Republican Governor of this City, in order to be convert- 
ed into Cannon; but the Inhabitants oiSt.

It appears that this Plate was replaced 16th May, 1788. 

On a plain Tablet fixed in the Chancel wall, is this inscrip* 
tion : 

In Memorif ofEXiTAhtih Turner, W^^ of Thomas Turner, 
Great'Grandchild of the Earl of Huntingdon, loho died — 
m A 705, and lies buried underneath. 

The benefactions given to this Church and Parish, are nu« 
merous, of which the following are the principal. 

Sir John Ackland, o(ColufnthJohn^ Knight, by his Will da* 
ted September 1 4th, 1 609> gave to the poor of this Parish, one 
dozen of Bread weekly, for ever. % 

The Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral, having for ma- 
ny years, paid to the poor of this Parish, eight shillings 
weekly, and discontinuing the same for upwards of 30 years, 
a Commission was issued forth upon the statute of charitable 
uses, in 1630, to enquire into the original ground of this cha- 
rity, which was executed at the Guildhall, before the Bjpo. 
Joseph Hall^ Bishop of this Diocess, and several other persons 
of quality ; the matter was much controverted, some pleading 
it as a matter of right, others only a voluntary act. At length 
on March 1 7th, 163 1 , an Inquisition was found for the poor, 
and a decree made, signed by nine of the Commissioners, and 
returned to the Court of Chancery : this being objected to by 
four of the Commissioners, fresh Commissions were issued, 
and the cause was heard before Thomas Lord Coventfy^ Lord 
Keeper of the ^reat Seal, by whom it was decreed, that the 
said eight shillings weekly, amounting to SO/. 16^. peran^ 
num, should for ever be paid to the poor of the said Parish of 
^ St. Sidxoellsj and that the sum of 572/. for 28 years arrears of 
that payment, due, should be paid at two instalments to the 
Guardians of the Poor, for the use of the Poor of the said Pa- 
rish ; which said sum was accordingly paid : but 151/. 3«. %d^ 
being expended in the prosecution of this suit, only 420/. 
\6s. 4d, remained clear for the use of the Poor. 

James Tucker y Esq. (sometime Mayor,) by his Will, dated 
June, 1643, bequeathed to the Chamber, 100/. to be bestow^ 
ed in Land, and the profits arising, to be for ever appropriated 
towards the curing the lame, and reheving the sick and needy, 
(especially such as shall by accident break their limbs) of the 
Parish of St. Sidwells.

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. Tkonrn Tucker^ (of this City, Brewer,) gave to the Poor of CHAP.VL 
this Parish^ an annuity of 30#. yearly, to be for ever issuable " 

out of a field called Job^s Park; and in case of nonpayment of 
the same, the Churchwardens and Overseers shall have power 
to enter and distrain for the same» until satis&ction shall be 
made* 

Ralph Herman^ Esq. (sometime Mayor,) by his Will dated 
July !25th, 1661 , gave to the Wardens of this Parish, an an* 
Buity or Rent<*charge of 2/. 12«. yearly, for the purchasing 
one dozen of bread weekly, which said bread is to be delivered 
to twelve poor inhabitants of this Parish, tvtry Sunday, after 
forenoon service. The said Ralph Herman (besides his former 
donation of 52 shillings yearly,) gaveto the Mayor and Cham- 
ber, in trust, 400/. to be laid out in the purchase of Lands, 
the Rents of which were to be forever employed towards the^ 
Tt^lief of poor people of the said City, and Parish of S/. Sidtoells* 

' Mrs, Esther Bussell^ by her last Will, beaueathed an^nnu- 
ity of 20 shillings yearly, for ever, to be laid out in six shifts, 
which said shifts were to be annually given on Christmas day, 
to six poor women of this Parish, who did not receive Paro- 
chial relief. 

Tkwiuu BusscUf (son of the aforesaid Esther BussellyJ like« 
wise gave an annuity of 20 shillings yearly, for ever, to be 
laid out in six shirts, annually, to be given to six poor men, 
inhabitants of the said Parish, on St* btephens day* 

John Cheeke^ (of this City, Merchant,) gave one dozen of 
bread, to be for ever distributed weekly, to the poor of thit 
Parish. 

Christopher Sand/ordf Merchant, gave to the Churchwardens 
and Overseers of this Parish, an annuity or Rent*charge, of 
6L per annum, to be for ever payable out of those Fields cal- 
led Summer Lands^ lying °car the Workhouse, which said 
annuity is for ever to be appropriated towards the binding out 
two or more boys, natives of this Parish, apprentices. 

Mrs, Ann Baker yoitYn'&Cxtyy gave an annuity of 60 shil- 
lings, issuing out of the same Lands, to be distributed yearly, 
by the Minister, Churchwardens and Overseers, the thursday 
in Easter week, to the Poor of the said Parish. 

John Mqfatty by Will dated November 2Sd, 1717»gave 
unto John Osmond, and others in trust, 100/. to be laid out 
by them in the purchase of a Field or Fields, and the rents 
thereof to be distributed annually to ten poor Housekeepers, 
(not receiving alms,) on the 29th day of September. 

Thomas Smallndge, by Will dated October Slst, 1719, 
charged all his Lands with an annuity of 1/. 5j« for the pur- 
chasing of six new Shirts or Shifb, to be distributed to six poor 

persons. 
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CHAP VI . pefsoiif , inbabitmts of the said Firi^, who have no otber le- 
—"■"""• ilcf, at the choice of the Wardens and Overseers : the noone^r to 
be paid and laid out yearly for ever, oa Christmas-day, or as 
soon after as possible. 

The Rev. John Nroie of Tfoer^dn, by Will, gave to the 
Rector, Vicar, or Carate of this Parish, and to their succes- 
sors for erer, the Moiety of two^Fields, situate in Mar^ Bovh 
Lane in the said Parish, to the intent that the Rents thereof 
be for e^er yearly disposed by him or them in the purchase of 
Bibles, the whole Duty of Man , and NeUon's practice of piety ; 
which said books were to be annually distributed to the poor 
of this Parish, on or about Christmas Day, as the means of 
increasing true Religion and Devotion. 

Lawrence Seldoity Esq. gave to the Poor of this Parish, an 
annuity of 2^ t2f. yearly, one Shilling of which, was to be 
distributed weekly in Bread, after Morning Service, every 
Sun lay. 

The Church is dedicated to St. SidweUa, (Sister to Si. Juth^ 
loara^J who was martyr'd and buried near this Church, a& 
ter wards canonized, and ranch esteemed for her sanctity. 
William of Worcester has this record of her : 

*' Sancta Sativola^ virfgo CaHomzafa^Jaeei in Ecclesia utnctm 
** safi^ola civiiatis Evonim ultra port am orientalem.^* 

This St, Sidxpella lived about the year 740, and • near the 
Church is an ancient well 8u>)plled by a fine spring, named 
St, Sids-wellf near which, according to tradition, she lived a 
recluse life. 

At the upper end o(St, SidttklU^street^ is an ancient Cha* 
pel and Almshouse, dedicated to St, Arm^ these houses are 
under the patronage of the Deatf and Chapter; and are eight 
in number, each consisting of two small rooms and a garden 
plat. Notwithstanding they have had several bequests, since 
their foundation, they are but meanly endowed : the stipends 
of the poor inhabitants not amounting to seven-pence weekly* 
There was formerly a Hermitage annexed to this Chapel, but 
the date of the foundation of this small religious structure is 
now lost. The Chapel with the adyiining House, (formerly 
the habitation of the Priest,) appear of an ancient date; the 
Chapel is very small, but has been beautifully ornamented in 
the Gothic style ; over the brackets which supported the Al- 
tar, are two Gothic niches of neat workmanship, and there 
are some remains of painted Glass in the Window, it is now \ 
desecrated, without seats or ornaments, filthily kept, and 
sometimes used as a Mortar-house ; over the Chapel is a small 
turreted arch, formerly the receptacle of its only Bell. § 

After 

^ The finging of this BeU was fomierly the signal given for assembling 
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AftcT the general dissolution, this House was purchased CHAP VT . 
by Oliver and Crear^e Manwarinfr^ bothers and inhabitants of — — — 
this City, who about the year I56I9 repaired it, added to its 
buildings, and converted it into an Almshouse for eight poor 
people, committing the patronage thereof to the Dean and 
Chapter, and their successors. 

During the intestine troubles in the reiG^n of Charles Ist, 
the dignified Clergy being deprived of their benefices, it 
consequently lost its patrons, and when the City was strait- 
ened by the Royalists, this Chapel, ^c. was seized by a small 
party of them detached from the Garrison ofPoftimore House, 
who took post there, which they maintained, and greatly 
annoyed the Parliament's Garrison in the City, until its sur- . 
render to Prince Maurice ; by this means the buildings were 
greatly ruinated, and continued in that state until the Resto- 
ration, when it was again repaired, and the Almspeople re- 
placed by the Dean and Chapter. 

The following benedictions have been given to this Alms- 
house, viz. 

Ralph Duckenjteld^ of this City,. Gent, by Will dated 1576, 
bequeathed a tenement (situate in Preston-street in this City,) 
towards the poor of the said houses, but the original deed 
having been embezzled in the troubles (before mentioned,) 
the poor were deprived thereof. 

About the year 1617, Ann, Widow o^ Francis Debina^ 
M. D. and afterwards Wife of Christopher Manwarin^, Esq, 
gave the feesimple and inheritance of a Meadow and Tene- 
ment, situate near Taddifori Bridge, in the Parish of 5/. David; 
this bequest was for many years concealed, and the poor de- 
prived of it, but beinw at length recovered by a Decree of 
Chancery, May 7tb, 1665, the rents were decreed to be for c- 
ver paid for the better maintenance of the poor of these houses* 

In this Parish are likewise four other Almshouses, founded 
by John Webb, (for four poor Widows, inhabitants of the 
said Parish,) who endowed them with the rents and profits of 
four small Fields, for cyer : for which purpose he appointed 
certain Trustees, respectable inhabitants of the said Parish, 
who afler his decease, were to have the sole management of 
this charity, and appointment of the Almswomen therein; 
and after the death of one or more of the Trustees, the survi- 
vors were to appoint others in their room. 

These houses arc gloomy habitations, consisting of only • 

'X X one 

the Grecians, (as the Inhabitants of the Parish are ludicrously termetl,) 
^ho frequently proceeded to riotous acts ; it was taken down some years 
since; by order of the Chapter, and lodged in the Chapter house, where 
it at present remains. 
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CHAP. VI . one room each, with a^ small garden behind; their weekly 
stipend is both small and uncertain, as all the necessary re- 
pairs of the houses are discharged from the income of their 
small Estate ; in the front is a small tablet, on which is this 
inscription: Webb^s Almshouses^ repaired in 1730. 

In a brick ground, adjoining Well-lane^ some years since 
were discovered several Urns, (containing human ashes, as 
supposed,) they were of very coarse workmanship, and bed- 
ded very deep in the clay; one of these Urns is now in the 
possession of Nicholas Strongs Gardener. And in another 
brick field, near St. Ann\s Chapel, a small patera, of a regu- 
lar circular figure, with a foot neatly turned, was found at the 
depth of twelve feet, in a solid bed of clay, which to all ap- 
pearance, had never been broken into : this patera is made of 
a beautiful red earth or clay, of excellent workmanship, and 
had been highly glared, some part of which is still remaining; 
it is now in the possession of James Wescombe^ Brickmaker. 

In Paris'^treety is an ancient brick house, bequeathed by 
Phineas Cheeke^ Esq. to certain Trustees, to the intent, that 
an Academy should be thfere instituted, for the education of 
young Gentlemen for the ministry, among Protestant Dis- 
senters, and other learned Professions, as well as for civil and 
commercial life. The Tutors were the Rev. Mic, Towgood^ 
Samuel Merivale^ John Turner and John Hogg. After this In- 
stitution had existed about ten years, it sustained a orreat loss by 
' the death of Mr. Turner , who read Lectures in Mathematics, 
and natural Philosophy, and at length totally sunk under the 
lossof JV/r. Merivaley the Divinity Tutor. Soon after, a School 
for the instruction of poor Children, was established in its 
place ; this School by the care of the Trustees, and liberal con- 
tributions of the Dissenters in general, has succeeded beyond 
expectation, and this present time, upwards of 1 00 children, 
of both Sexes, are cloathed, and educated in such useful 
branches of literature, as are sufficient to qualify them for the 
middling paths of life. And such are the philanthropic dis- 
positions of the Trustees of this excellent institution, that no 
exception is made to the religious tenets of the parents, but 
Children of all christian persuasions are admitted, which is a 
great benefit to rising generations, and to the promoting of 
piety and Christian virtue. 
St. Catha- . At the lower end of Paris^streety just as you ascend the hill 
rinc's Cht- towardfi Heavttree, there formerly stood (according to traditi- 
^' on,) an ancient Chapel, dedicated to St. Catharine^ of which 

not the least Vestige is now remaining, except in the namet>f 
an adjoining well, supplied by a fine spring, that issues from 
under the garden wall, and which in ancient writings is term- 
ed St. CathaiimU WcU. 

Beyond 
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Bcyoad this .is the Workhouse for the City ancj County ; a CH APVI . 
large capacious building, situate on an airy, healthy eminence: "^ ; — ^ 
this house haying been already described in the historical part, Th« Work- 
it would be. unnecessary to say more of ift **"*** 

'At the lower tni of Longbrookestreet J is a small village, ' 
partly in this Parish, and partly in St. David^s; in this haniiet 
are several genteel houses, with good gardens, in a pleasant, 
retjred situation, free from the noise and smoke of the City, ' 
yet almost contiguous to it; this' place is termed Hill^s Court, HUl'sCourt. 
irrbm a knightly Family of that name, who formerly had a , 
spacious mansion here, and in which they lived with great 
splendour; it was long the residence of Sir John Hiti^ Lord " 
CbiefJustice of the Court of King's Bench; but it has long 
since changed its owners, and no vestige of the ancient house 



is now remammor,

From this place there is an easy ascent to the top of the hill, J**^ ^ol* 
now called Man/ Pole head, * where there is a stoife fited, as 
a boundary to the County of the City of Exeter; this stone is 
evidently sepulchral, but from whence it was brought is not 
known ; on it are the following remains of an inscription : 

m"! cccccxi quorum majes. 

As you ascend this Hill, a beautiful prospect opens to the Sioke HUl. 
view of part of the City, the Castle hill doathed with wood, 
the Barracks, the Estuary of the River Exe, from Topsham to 
JSxmoutA, and far beyond the Bar and its mouth; the fine 
cultivated country interspersed with Woods, Villages, Gen- 
tlemen's seats, &c. between the City, and the heights of 
HaMony Ptnhill^ &c. At a great distance, the bleak hills of 
Dartmoor ^ and Hat/tor rocks. After a small descent, you again 
ascend to the heights of Stoke HilU from the top of which, 
there is a senvcircular prospect, extending in some places, as 
far as the eye can reach ; to the North East, as far as the Vale of' 
Taunton Dean, in Somersetshire; to the East, beyond ffoniton; 
to the South and West, the Sea from Portland almost to the

* From whence this Hill obtained its name of Mary Pole keady at thig 
distance of time, can only be conjectural ; there is a great probability^ 
that here was formerly a Chapel, dedicated to one of the Martyrs^ which 
from its elevated situation, being visible a great way, to the surrounding; 
country, obtained the name of Mary's Pole, (an ancient name for head, X 
and the additional tautology of head, wa» added by thepgnorant in after 
ages^ what leads further to strengthen this conjecture is, that the road

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CHAP. VL entrance of Tor Bay^ with the intervening country, (esteemed 
. the Garden of Dt-oomhire^) and to the North West and North, 

the hills oi Dartmoor^ the Vale of Creditortj and the mountain- 
ous tract, which divides the County of Devon into two parts, 
{ihcJugum Ocrinwn ofPtoitmyj and other ancient authors;) 
a little further on» a Landscape opens to your view, that 
can Ecaicely be excelled ; Pine's House and Park^ (the scat of 
iiir Slaford Uenry Northcote^ Bart.) the beautiful Valley be- 
neath your eye, interspersed with arable and' meadow Lands, 
Woods, Villages, (Churches, Farms, &c. with the Rivers Exe 
and CulrHy gliding in meanders, and joining their streams ; 
this prospect almost exceeds description. 
Ancient Near this, on the summit of another hill, is an ancient en- 

a^ k^ H'll ^'■^"chment, the fosse in some places near twelve feet deep, 
' and quite entire, as well as the graffe in some pa^ts : this work; 
is of a semicircular figure, 256* paces in diameter, inclosing 
the whole summit, and contains about five acres of Land ; 
without this entrenchment, at the distance of about forty pa* 
ces, are the remains of another fosse, which surrounded it at 
an equal distance, except the side next the River, where it 
trended down the declivity, home to the Riveras bank. 

There are adjoining hills more elevated than this, but pro- 
bably, its constructors made choice of this spot from its vici- 
nity to the River, for which reason, the outer Ditch was ex- 
tended to the River, to cover the waterers. 

We have no accounts to elucidate who were the first con- 
structors of this Fortification; by some it has been attributed 
to the Romans; but their Camps were generally of a square 
form, and its vicinity to their chief Fortress in Exeter ^ makes 
it improbable that they should construct another so near it. 
It might with more probability be ascribed to the Britons^ 
whose Camps were generally of a circular form, situate on 
the summit of a hill, and surrounded with almost impenetra- 
ble Woods ; with which, there can be no doubt, but that all 
those hills before their being cleared for cultivation, were 
clothed ; as Sloke Wood and others are still remaining ; proba- 
bly its antiquity might be dated as far back as the invasion of 
the Bellas under the command of Dhiaticus^ (upwards of 200 
years before the landing of Julius Cttsar^J who penetrated 
into the heart of the Damnoinan kingdom, and forced num- 
bers of the inhabitants to seek for shelter in Ireland, In an- 
wer to this, an objection might be made from its present, 
name, Bury Park, which is evi('cntly derived from the Saxons 
BurffA t (signifVing a camp or settlement,) or from Bun/g^ 
a town ; but it was common for those last invaders, to take 

possessioa 
t From whence is derived the present £iigU»h term, Borough. 
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possiession of the Fortresses of the n&ti^es, and to give a cog* C HAP. Vl , 
nomea to them according to their language . 

Their successors, the Danes followed their example in 
possessing and maintaining themselves in the strong holds of 
the Enfriish^ and there is great reason to suppose, that they 
took refuge here after their defeat at Pinkoe^ in its vicinity. % 

Not far from this intrenchment, at the bottom of Mary 
Saw'lane^ where the ancient Road crosses the present Turn- 
pike, are two large stones, laying by the side of each other; 
they consist of moor stone, (or Devonshire Granite » J and by 
their regular symmetry and oblong shape, seem to have 
been nicely hewn ; but for what purpose cannot now be 
determined ; they at present serve as a boundary mark be* 
tween the County of Devon, and that of the City of Exeter; 
but it does not seem probable, that this was the original in- 
tention, from their large sixe, and their non-similarity to any 
of the other City bound-Stones, which evidently were all 
taken from the ruins of religious Edifices ; (the City of Ejpm 
eter being made a County of itself afler their dissolution,) 
besides there being h^^oof them in one place, a circumstance 
very uncommon; as the bringing stones of such magnitude ^ 

from Dartmoor f (or its environs,) must require much labour, 
and consequently great expence, when one of them would 
have answered every necessary purpose, as a boundary mark ; 
The largest of these stones is 5 feet 8 inches in length, 2 feet 
1 1 inches broad, and 2 feet 5 inches thick ; the other measures 
in length 5 feet 6 inches, in breadth 3 feet 1 inch, and in 
depth 1 foot 1 inch; according to tradition, a cross stood 
on this spot, from whence the adjoining lane obtained the 
flame of Cross^iane; but an observer may evidently determine 
that these stones were never any part of a Cross, nor of the 
base of one, as there is no cavity to receive or support the 
shaft, so commoa in the erection of those structures. § 

Adjoining 

{The neighbouring Cottagers, informed the Author, that many 
bricks had been dug up in this Fosse, and that they were thinner and 
wider than those made now : they were of a coarse brown mould, and 
very hard ; that bricks were well known to the ancient Britons, is not to 
be doubted. The very name of Brike being truly Britisky which they 
very probably brought with them at their first emigration. *' At Babei 
*« they had Bricks for Stones^ ^.*' 

§ The late learned and Rev. Dr. Jeremiah MiliSf Dean of Exeter, and 
president of the Royal Antiquarian Society, on an inspection of these 
Stones, was of opinion that they were Sepulchral, and of Druidical erec* 
tion, as it was customary with the ancient Britons, to erect one or mors 
large Stones, over the graves of Princes, and men of note amongst them. 
'I'hey likewise had a custom of covering the graves ofHeroes with heaps of 
«tones, which they termed Karns. Many of their Sepulchral monuments 
in IVales^ Corawali^^c. which are composed of five Stones in the form

CHAP. VI . Adjoiaing to Soutbernhayf in this Parish, in p^rt o£ t|he 
J- — r: — Fields formerly termed St. JoAn^s Fields, (but oflate years, 
in the *^ ^^''^ Fields J there is at this present time, a stately pile of 

Bam Field, buildings erecting in the form of a Crescent ; the houses are of. 
brick, on a gravelly soil, and in a healthy air ; commanding a 
beautiful prospect of the neighbouring Country; five Houses 
are already constructed and inhabited, and the whole, when 
finished, will scarcely be excelled by any pile of briclc build«> 
inms in the Kingdom, even in the Capital itself. 
A Bath dis- ^° d^lf^ng * drain behind these buildings, the labourers 
oovered. discovered a Bath, which was supplied with water frona a 
neighbouring spring ; this Bath was of an angular shape, 
buut with grey bricks, very hard burnt, and strongly ce- 
mented together; the steps which led down, to it, were of the 
same materials: no account could be obtained, or conjecture 
formed, by whom, or at what time, this Bath was made ; but 
from appearance, it did not seem to be of a very ancient date. 
This discovery suggested to the Architect, the utility of 
erecting a Public Bath, the want of which had been long 
complained of, and accordingly, on this spot abounding in 
fine springs, and being very eligible for the purpose, a hand- 
some and very commodious one is now erected, with every 
oonveniency for the inhabitants. 

This Parish, although it has decreased in Population,* has 
been greatly improved, and is still improving in its buildings, 
which seems a Paradox, yet it is easily accounted for ; the 
old Cottages which have been taken down, were very nu- 
merous, and lodged a great number of Weavers and other 
poor Manufacturers, who for the sake of easy rents, croud^d 
themselves together ; and in the room of several Cottages, 

large 

of a chest, two forminir the sides, one the fop, (or cohering stone,) and 
two smaller, the ends, inthevacuumof which they deposited the boae^ 
ashes, &c. of the defunct ; and often offered sacrifices on the top to their 
manes ; this monument they termed a Kistvaen, and the above-mention- 
ed judicious antiquarian, • had great reason to think, that these stones, 
from their similarity to those which he had seen composing such monu- 
ments, were parts of a Kistvaen j and that the other stones had been car- 
ried off for some particular uses ; there is a tradition, which is firmly her 
Jieved by old women, &c. and by them transmitted to their descendants ^ 
that a Giant of immense bulk and strength was buried in this spot, and as 
it is well known, that Fables are often blended with true History, in tra. 
ditions of this kind; there is great probability that these stones marked the 
spot of interment of some British Chirfy as it was customary with all the 
Northern nations, to describe their ancient Leaders and Heroes, as men of 
great strength and stature; see the Edda, Ossiari, and Dr. Piercifs col- 
lection of ancient English Poetry.

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large spacious mansions have been erected, which tiotwitli^ CHAP. VI . 
standing they make a splendid appearance, do not contain " 

half the number of useful inhabitants; and should this spirk 
of improvement continue, the poor Manu^cturers (so neces- 
sary to the trade of the City, and to the comforts and conveni- 
cnciesof the rich,) w^ill be greatly distressed for habitations, 
unless some worthy Gentlemen will stand forth in their fa- 
vour, and erect small convenient Cottages at easy rents, iii the 
'back Streets, where there is room sufHcient. 

According to the returns made by x)rder of Government, 
in the year 1801 , there were then in this Parish, 473 Houses, 
'(of -which 23 were uninhabited; occupied by 689 Families, 
•containing (07^ Males, and 1635 Females, m all 2706 Inha- 
bitants. 

Before I proceed to give an account of the remainder of the st, David's. 
'Parishes within the City walls, I shall describe that of Si. Da" 
vid^ being contiguous to Sh Sidweils^ and like it, a daughter 
Church dependant oh that of Heavifree, whose Vicar ap- 
points the Cura e of the Parish, which is of lar je extent, being 
nearly two miles in length, comprising within its bounds, 
great part of the County of the City o( Exeter. 

The Church which is situated on the summit of a 'hill, 
(called in ancient records, St. David^s D«»cf,t) is small and 
irregular, consisting of a Nave and one Aisle, without a 
Chancel ; the Communion Table being situated in the eastern 
' angle of the Nave. The whole of the building is remarkably 
iow, as is the Tower, which is square, containing four small 
untunable bells: the Church is light, well seated, and kept 
in good repair. The present edifice cannot lay claim to great 
antiquity, as it was built in the fifteenth century. The an- SitBifloR of 
cient Church, (or Parochial Chapel dedicated to i$^ Clement^ J theaocieat 
was situate at the bottom of the hill, in a Meadow washed by Church, 
the River, which being subject to floods, and incommodious 
to the Parishioners, they erected the present Church : of this 
ancient Chapel, which was probably erected during the 
Salxon era, and is mentioned in Dooms-day book, there is 
■ not the least vestige remaining, except in the name of the 
meadow, which is called CAapel MtadatPfX as is the lane lead- 
ing to it called Chapel-lane. 

In the present Church, is a commodious Gallery, the Pul- 
pit is neat, and similar to that in St. Sidweiisj it seems to be 
the workmanship of the same artist : around the Church is a

VI . gmall cemetery, which wa» enlarged in the year L800, and 
"~~"~" the additional part consecrated by Bishop Cowrtenayy in the 
following year. 

Against the North wall, is a mural monument, painted 
and ^ilt, to the memory oiSir Thomas Gifford^ ** equitts aurati 
** hujus civitatis iierum prmtons^^^ who died in 1703 ; accord- 
ing to tradition, this Mr. Gifford was knighted for his ingenu- 
ity in dying a piece of Cloth scarlet on one side, and blue on 
the other, which he presented to King James 2d, he built 
Great Duryard Houu:^ where he died. 

In an obscure corner of the Yard, behind the Church, is 
interred the body of the late Z)r. Giass^ of Exeter^ whose 
professional skill, eminent learning, and amiable disposition, 
justly acquired the esteem of all his numerous acquaintance ; 
on the covering stone of his plain tomb, is thisshort memorial: 

Thomas Glass, M. D. who died (m the 5th of Febmary^ 
1 786, m the 7^th year of his age. 

Thomas TookeVf of this City, Brewer, bequeathed an annu- 
ity of Twenty Shillings yearly, to be for ever distributed to 
the poor of this Parish. § 

John Jordan^ Gent, o( MiUdrookf by Will, gave the sum 
of 100/. to the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of 
this Parish, to be by them vested in the public Funds ; the 
interest of which to be laid out in bread, and distributed by 
them and their successors, twice every year, vii. one half on 
December 25th ^ and the other half on June 2^, from year to 
year for ever, to such pooi people, (inhabitants of the rarish,) 
as they shall think fit and proper objects ; the first interest 
was received in 1 76d . 
9t. Dttid*! '^^ street, termed St, David* s hiUy has many good houses, 
HUl. pleasantly situate in a healthy air, and commanding an exten- 

sive prospect of the surrounding country ; this hill terminates 
on the South West side, in a lony abrupt clifFthat over-hangs 
the river; this clifFis near 100 feet high, and beneath it, are 
HodWetr. i^q strong stone wears, which turn 3ie river into different 
leats, on which is situated the engine that supplies the City 
with water, many Fulling, Grist, and other Mills, Dye 
houses, &c* a great accommodation to Woollen and other 
Manufacturers; the walk between the River and Leat, is not 
above six feet in breadth, and when the River is swelled by 
Floods is awfully grand ; the gre^t expanse of water foaming 
over the Wears on the lefl hand, the lofty ClifF cloathed with 
wood, (which is only separated from you by the Leat) on the 
light, and the beautiful prospect in front, of the bason of the

Lkiryard is the name of several Hoases and Estates i-n this j^ ^ 
Palrish, which name,was probably -derived from the British ^ 
Dwr (water,) as they are situate at no great distance from the 
River, and there can be no doubt but that the course of the 
ancient chan'nel was much nearer than at present; the largest 
of those bourses, h an elegant Villa^ on an elevated situation, 
surrounded with pleasure grounds and wdl wooded ; it Was 
erected by the before-mentioned Sir Thomas Giffbrd^ Knight, 
and is now the property of tliehard CroiSy Esq. 

Near this House, were formdrly Mifls, stfppli^ with wa- Duryard 
ter by a Leat cut from the River above Cotoky Bridge; these Mills. 
Mills were erected before 1 463 , as appears from an ordinance « 
made by the Mayor and Common Council, in that year, to 
Compel all Bakers (residing in the City,) to grind their wheat 
at the City Mills, viz. Duryard and Cricklepit : these Mills 
have kmg been neglected, and thus fell to ruin ; bat-ti Manu- 
^K^tory has been lately erected on tfeeir scite, for spin-ning 
Woollen yarn, by Machinery. 

The next adjoining Estate is styled Middle Dig/yard; it con- Middle 
sists of a small neat brick House, with a fine Estate, well Duryard. 
wooded, belonging to it, and is now the property of Mrs. 
ChfSSy widow of George Cross^ Esq. who resides in it. 

LUfie Dwyafd adjoins this, on which has lately been built Little 
a neat Villa, and great improvements made to the £state be- Duryard. 
longing to it. 

Nearer the City, on a very elevated situativjn, is Dun/ard j)ury2ird 
Lodgd; this House enjoys anne prospect, with large jplanta* Lodge, 
tions oif Trees behind it, which screen it from the North East 
Winds ; it was bmlt by Fhineas Cheeke, Esq. (a native -of this 
City,) who long enjoyed alucrative pkce in the Statnp Office, 
London ; from which circumstance it obtained the name (by 
which it is vulgarly called,) oi Mount Stamp, 

Abofv^ Great Dutyardy on thie side of Stoke 'Silly is Belle Belle Vue. 
Vucy a pretty Villa, in a delightful situation, it was originally, 
a small Farm house, and modernized into its present state by

Atireirs At the lower end of this walk , there are twelve Al mshouses 

Almshouses erected by the Chamber, from a charity left by Lawrence 
Atweily Esq. which had for many years been sequestered, 
and the Estates leased out to private Individuals ; this Mr. 
Atwell was a citizen, and Skinner, of London, born in this 
City of respectable parents, (his Grandfather haying served 
the office of Mayor, £ve several times, in the reigns of four 
Kings of England,) § namely, Edward 4th and 5M, Richard 
Sd, and the 7th Henry, three of whom visited the City during 
his Magistracy. 

In the former part of his life, Mr, Atwell was very unsuc- 
cessful^ and met with great losses at Sea ; but in the end. 
Providence so blessed his endeavours, that he acquired great 
I'iches; but having no issue, he bequeathed the chief part of his 
fortune to charitable uses, as appears by his Will, dated No« 

vember 

to the earth : in a Field adjoining this, about 120 paces distant, is a simi- 
lar stone ; these stones are erected in a direct line, nearly North and 
South : on what occasion they were set up in this place, cannot at pre- 
sent be surmised, as it is not probable they were boundary stones, to denote 
the limits of either Parish or County, being for within the limits of the 
County of Exeter^ and Parish of St. David y therefore it must be left to 
better Antiquarians to determine. It is well known that the Ancient 
Britons often erected monuments of this kind. 

X From these Houses the Walk is continued down the hill towards 
Korthgate-street, between two rows of lofty Elms, whose tops meeting, 
form a pointed Arch, that has a pleasing effect, and without doubt, from 
similar scenery, our Ancestors borrowed their ideas of Saracenic Archi-

Esq. (then one of the Aldermen,) and by him to be conveyed ~— 
to tne Mayor, Bailifft, /tc. several Estates in the Parishes of 
St. Thomas the Apostle ^ Whifstofie and Uffctdm^ in the County 
of Devon i the high rents of which amounted at that time, to 
1 !/. 7s> 5d, per annum ; with the other profits and income 
arising from the said Estates, to be accumulated into a perpe- 
tual fund or stock of money ; which by the Mayor and Alder- 
men, should be applied in the best manner possible, to keep 
the poor of the said City employed in some useful work, from

At the East end of Northemhay, are six small Houses, each Hursfs 
containing two rooms, with a small garden behind, built for Almshousiis 
twelve poor tradesmen of this City, or their widows, by 
William Hurst ^ Esq. who endowed tne same with Lands, suf- 
ficient for allowing each poor inhabitant yearly 20^. to be 
paid to them quarterly, appointing the Mayor, BailifiP's, &:c» 
Trustees thereof, as appears by his deed, dated 1 3th October, 

1567. 

John Lanty Esq. (sometime Mayor,) by his Will, dated 
July 9th, 1614, gave towards their better support, 100/. for 
the purchase of Land-; the rents and profits of which,- were to 
be solely applied to their use for ever.- In the front of these 
houses, is the following inscription ! 

Built and Endowed^ A, D* ! 568, btf William Hurst, Esq, 
loho had been five times Mayof <^this City* 

Opposite these houses, is tht London {formtrlj the Oxfitrd J London 
/»!?, lately rebuilt by Mr. John Land, It is large, elegantly ^°"* 
furnished, and has ever}* accommodation for families of the 
first distinction. 

Part oiSotahemhayi anciently Cndlditchy is in this Parish, Souther^* 
.where there iiB now erecting an elegant pile of buildings, cal- hay. 
Southernhay.Place, to consist of 36 house?, 12 of which arc 
already finished and inhabited ; these houses ate' built in an 
airy, healthy situation, with convenient avenues to any part 
of the. City, by which they have an easy access to the Mar- 
kets ; the large area in front is to be levelled, and surround^- 
«d with iron ralisadoes, which will form pleasant walks fqr 
the occupiers of the Houses. 

The Horse Barracks, and new County Gaol, are both situ- 
ate in this Parish, but as they have been desuribed in the His- 
torical part, no farther description need be given, except 
an account of the benefactions left by some pious Christians,

.to very early ag^; moft c^iithoTB agreeing that in the concave bason, (if 
it might be so called,) they annually offered sacrifices ; and thei^ bai^s 
sung the virtuous and heroic actions of the defunct ; others, (and thosi; 
ofrjomean note) think that those concave mounds were designed as 
beacons, tbey being generally constructed on the most eleN'ated Sjots, 
(which is (lie case of this,) and that they lighted fires in the centre, which 
the suirounding graff prevented from being disponed by the wind, and 
by that means gave signal of the descent or apprcMch c^ an enemy Froni 
the centre of this Barrow there is a drain cut through the mound, evi- 
dently for the purpose of discharging the rain water, which otherwise 
would pond it, and make a stagnant pool. This Barrow ( in its mutilated 
state,) is 100 feet in diaiQ^er, and the graffl6 feet in height in its most 
perfect part. Tradition inibrm^ us, that the field, io which i| i« sity sited, was 
the scite of a Vaidsh Camp, in one of their frequent sieges of this City, 
which although no intrenchments are now visible, seems very probable, 
its elevated situation commanding the Castle, from which it is separatea 
by a deep ravine, and naturally fortified on the other side by one much 
deeper and wider, and which has evident signs of having once been an im- 
passable morass, effectually securing it from any attack on that quarter. 
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CHAP. VI , In the year 1 800, there were in this Parish 332 Houses, 
(19 uninhabited,) containing 443 Families, consisting of 804 
Males, and 1050 Females: total, 1834 Inhabitants. 

St. Paul. Adjoining the Parish of Sf. Davids is that of Sf. Paul, 

wholly situate within the City walls; the ancient Church 
was dark, mean, and in a ruinous state, and the present one 
was erected on its scite, about the latter end of the seventeenth 
century; it is a handsome edilRce, consisting^ of a Nave and 
large Gallery ; it is very neat withinside, well seated and full 
lighted, and has a marble Font. The Tower, under which 
is the» principal entrance, is square, and ornamented with a 
Dial, a handsome niche, and festoons of flowers, the Tower 
contains a Clock and one Bell, and on its summit, is a small 
/ spire supporting a gilt weather-cock. The Architect grossly 
<teceived the Parishioners, by imposing upon them a soft, san- 
dy stone, which is greatly decayed, and though erected only 
about 120 years since, appears in a ruinous state, especially 
the cornice and ornaments in the front ; theside next the street 
having been lately repaired. At what time-a religious edifice 
was first erected on this spot, we have no memorial ; but in 
the year 1222, it was made parochial, and is now a Rectory, 
in the gift of the Dean and Chapter, valued in the King's 
books, at 8/. 2s, 6d. per annum ; certified value 25/. present 
Rector, the Rev. John Leigh. 

In this (/hurch are the following monuments: near the 
Altar, on the North wall, is a large white marble Monument, 
embellished with Angels holding the Magisterial Fasces, a 
broken column, and other decorations; in the centre of which 
on a black marble tablet, is inscribed :

On the left side of the Altar, is a neat monument of black 
and whit& marble, in memory of ^yine, relict oi John Gilbert ^ 
&q« of Compton, in the Parish of Marldmi^ and daughter of 
Richard Courtenay^ Esq. who died in 1775 ; and in memory 
»l80, of Mary J relict of Pomeroy Gilbert ^ Esq. son of the 
aforesaid John and Anne^ daughter of Admiral Williams^ 
who died in 1786. 

On the North wall is a plain oval white .marble tablet, 
erected to the memory oi Jurgen Hachfneester^Gtnt, who 
departed this life in 1 7ol2 ; He was a sincere christian^ lived justly 
esteemed^ and died greatly lamented by his friends. 

Against the South wall, is a small plain white marble tablet, 
erected to the mtmory oi Richard Langdon B. M. (sometime 
Organist oi Exeter Cathedral,) who died 2d September, 1 803, 
aged 74. 

On the right side of the Altar, is a neat monument of white 
marble, in the form of a Roman altar, over which is a female 
figure mourning by a mausoleum shown on the back ground, 
consisting of a pyramid with five urns ; in the front of the 
altar is the following inscription :

ced in by his said Wife, and after her decease, by the Mayor and 
Aldermen for the time being, or the greater number of them ; 
and after the erection of the said houses, the said Elixabeth 
Flat/i her heirs and assigns, should for ever pay» out of the

According to the late returns, there were in the Parish of 
St, Paid 9 189 inhabited, and 10 uninhabited houses, contain- 
ing 269 families, in which were 492 males, and 606 females, 
in all, 1098 inhabitants. Incumbent, Rev, John Ley, A. M. 
St. Kerrian. More towards the centre of* the City, is the smaU Parish 
of St, Kerrian ; the Church, is dedicated to an obsolete Irish 
Saint, (also called in Cornwall <S^/. Piran, who came into that 
country aboAt the year 460, died, and was buried at Bodmin,) 
it is dark and gloomy, and from its not being used for 
Divine Service, little attention is paid to its interior part ; 
the tower, which is over the entrance, is low, and contains 
one bell and a clock, with a dial fronting the street; this 
Church bears evident marks of antiquity, but the era of its e- 
rection is not known, nor is there any mention made of it, 
until the year l!222, when it was made parochial ; and proba- 
bly at that period, from the superstition of the times, afibrded 
a tolerable subsistence to a massing Priest ; but since the re- 
formation, it has been usually held with that of St. Petrock; 
it is a Rectory, in the gift of the Dean and Chapter, and is 
valued in the King's Books, at 6/. 1 8^. 6|//. per annum ; cer- 
tified value, 16/.

state, on the base of which is an excellent carving in bas-relief, 

representing the resurrection at the day of judgement : the in- 
scription informs us that it was erected to the memory of 
Jonathan Ivie^ who died March 14th, 1717 : also EHxabeth 
Ivte. 

In Waterhear-street in this Parish, lately stood a very anci- 
cnt building ; it originally consisted of three semicircular arch- y^'^fi^"*, . 
cs, supporting an angular front, with an arched window in Waterl^- 
the centre ; those arches or gateways, led into a spacious hall, street, 
which (according to tradition,) was the Prtetorium otTovrn 
Hall, while some respectable antiquarians, judge it to be the 
remains of a religious edifice ; § but this does not seem proba- 
ble, from the structure of the building, it having no re»- 
mains of a vaulted roof, neither had it any of those grotesque 
embellishments, so conmion in the religious edifices of our 
Saxon ancestors ; from its ruinous state, it was of necessity 
taken down in the year 1803, and capacious warehouses e- 
rected on its^scite, by Mr, Kingdony Ironmonger of this City; 
the annexed vie^ will preserve its memory to future generar- 
tions« 

Adjoining is a large ancient roomy house, bequeathed to Boy's chart- 
the Charity schools, and now appropriated as habitations, for ty schools. 
the two schoolmasters, with school-rooms for the boys. 

According to the late returns, there were in this small V^^ 
rish, 42 houses, (of which 4 were uninhabited,) containing 58

Contiguous to St, Kerrian^Sy is the Parish o§tSt, Petrock; * St. Petrock, 
the Church is an irregular building,, which appears to have 
been erected at different periods, and is so obscurely situated

§ The learned Dr. Ducarel, is of opinion, that it was a religious edi- 
fice, and the fiist stone building erected in this City ; the Churches of 
the Britons being composed of Wattles. On its demolition, nothing 
was discovered to strengthen this conjecture ; the back part appeared to 
be designed for a prison ; under which were strong stone walls, surround- 
ing a square vault, in which were a Privy and Sewer, probably a Dungeon. 
The only remains of antiquity discovered, were several Roman coins, 
particularly one of ConsiantiWf in good preservation, having on its exer- 
gue a column of trophies, at the foot of which were two captives chained 
in a sitting posture. A brass coin, on which within a lozenge, were four 
Flower de luces, and on its exergue, a ship with a large ensign, the only 
part of the inscription legible, is ti|^ word Hanscy in ancient characters j 
also a groat of Henry 8th, of silver, much debased.

The following monuments are the oilly ones deserving no- 
tice in this Church. 

Fixed against the North wall, is a very large and heavy 
stone mausoleum, on which are two busts, erected to the 
memory of Wiiiimn H^aper^ Merchant of this City, and Ma^ 
ria his wife, who died in 1682. 

Near this is a small mural monument, to the memory of 
Francis zxkd Alexander Worthy 9O0S of Henry Worth of Worthy 
in the County of Devon ^ Esq. Francis was a member of the 
Common Council of this City, who died in 167^, Aiexander 
died in 1680. There are two other small mural monuments 
fixed against the same vrall, with mutilated inscriptions, not 
worth remarking. 

The whole of the ground round this Church, (now croud- 
ed with houses,) appears to have been a cemetery; great 
numbers of human bones having been discovered in digging 
for the fbundirtions of houses. Near the Church, under the 
house now occupied by Mr. George Cox ^ is a cellar; which, 
ftota its arched stone groins, has occasioned conjectures, that 
it was originally the crypt of an ancient Chapel ; and at a 
small distance West of the Church, is a stone front of very 
ancient artichecture and excellent masonry, beautifully dispo- 
sed in pannels of Gothic fretwork, surmounted with stone 
battlements, on which a more modern and inelegant attic sto- 
ry has been raised, this fine specimen of ancient architecture, 
is now so obscured by buildings, that it cannot be seen to any 
advantage, except from the narrow back court of the Globe 
Tavern ; though it is evident, it was originally open to the 
Churchyard. 

At the corner ofNortkgaie^reet^ was a very ancient house, 
lately rebuilt by Mr. Thomas Fioud. This house is one of 
the original corners of the Carfoix^ (which was of much 
greater extent than at present,) and ^om the simplicity of its 
architecturcy appeared to have been erected in some part of 

the 
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Ac 1 3th century ; it was constructed of wood, the stories CHAP. VL 
jutting over each other as they rose upward, with a bat- — — 
tlemented roof, on which an attic story had been raised in af- 
ter ages. The only remains of this ancient structure, is a Ancient 
statue of St. Peter ^ large as life, treading on another figure, Statue of 
representing paganism ; this statue is of wood, well executed, St. Peter, 
in a crouching posture, supporting the angle of the house, 
^its original situation,) holding in its right hand a Gothic 
Church, and in its left a book open ; and at the fourth and 
fiflh fingers, hung the usual emblems, two keys, but these 
are now broken off. 

Near Broadgate in this Parish, are two public Banking- Bankinr 
houses adjoining each other, the first established of which, is Uouces? 
the Devonshire Bank, under the firm of Barings^ Short and 
iCoUyns, The other is termed the Cittf Bank ; at present the 
firfti is Miiford, Nation^ and Co. 

By the last returns there were 46 houses in this Parish, [2 
of which were uninhabited,) containing 54 families, in which 
were 132 Males, and 155 females, in all 287 inhabitants. 

The Parish of iS/. Mary Major \oins the last described Pa- , 

rish ; this Church, in order to distinguish it from others of the S^- ^ ^ 

«ame dedication, has had various adjunct appellations ; being 
called in ancient writings, St. Mary Mkhel^ t "S^ Mary tfte 
Moor^ and St. Mary Major ^ it is an ancient edifice, but from 
the style of the building, the present Church does not appear 
to be the original religious structure erected on this spot, it 
1)eing of Norman construction ; whereas mention is made of it 
during the Saxon epoch, it being appropriated for holding 
the Archdeaconry court of Exeter, on the removal of the see 
£rom Crediton, and the said court is still held in it. In the 
year 122S, it is recorded as one of the Parish Churches then 
in diis City : it is built in the Saxon manner, consisting of a 
Nave only, without any supporting columns, with pointed 
arched windows. At the East end, through a lofty Gothic 
larch, it opens into a large cnancel, which is of a different 
construction, and appears of a more ancient date than the 
body of the Church ; it has a separate entrance from the yard, 
and over the North window, is a small tablet representing 
St. Laxprence in a state of martyrdom on a gridiron ; and on 
the angles of this, and the other windows, Cherubims sup- 
porting gridirons, are represented in bass relievo ; X opposite

■ X Tradition informs us, that this Chancel was a Chapel, dedicated to 
8i, Lawrencsy unconnected with the Church ; and the vestry, the cell or 
habitation of the officiating Priest, which from the singular embellish- 
ments of the windows, and their non similarity with those of the Church, 
carries some air of probability with it. 
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CHAP VI . the entrance into the chancel, is a small vaulted room, now 

used as a vestry. 

Tower of The Tower, which is situate at the West end of the Church, 
St Mary is of a singular construction, and has more the appearance of 
^^^' the keep of an ancient Castle, than of a campanile or Bell tow- 
er ; it is evidently a Saxon building, and of more ancient date 
than the Church ; in its original state, it was of greater height 
than at present; for about the year 1/68, a survey being ta- 
ken of it, the uppermost part was found decayed, and in dan- 
ger of falling, greatly overhanging the base; therefore 35 feet 
were taken down, and an ill constructed cupola erected in 
its place ; on the South and West angles are two strong pro- 
jecting circular staircases, which lead to its summit, and the 
other two angles are strengthened by vast buttresses ; the ori- 
ginal entrance into this building, was through a semicircular 
arched gateway, between the projecting staircases ; and over 
it is a larire semicircular arch, in the middle of which is a* 
small window, and on the buttress in the North angle is an 
antique niche or recess, surrounded by a plain band or mould- 
ing : for what purpose this recess was intended, cannot be 
conjectured, its situation in the buttress, proves it not design- 
ed for a window ; neither are there any signs of a statue ha- 
ving ever been placed there ; this nich is the only embellish- 
ment that is to be seen in this antique fabric. Neither history 
nor tradition inform us of the original intent of ou^ ancestors 
in erecting this massy building, and therefore conjecture only 
can be offered ; some are of opinion, that it was a Pharos (or 
watch Tower,) others, that it was a fortification, and the 
dernier resort of the inhabitants in time of war : § for which 
its strength in those days seems calculated ; but these are opi- 
nions only ; from the construction of the pointed arch, by 
which a communication is opened from the Tower to the 
Church, it seems the work of some ages after its first build- 
ing. Against the front, there was injudiciously erected a 
dwelling-house, which like a veil, shrouded its beauty, and 
a long brick wall before the Church ; but these are now taken 
down, and a battlemented porch with iron palisadoes, are 
substituted in their places. It had in former ages, a lofty 
spire, but that has been taken down for upwards of two 
centuries; it had six bells, five of which were sold, (to the 
great regret of many of the Parishioners,) towards defraying 
the expences incurred, by taking down part of the Tower in 
•the year 1768. This

Almshouses ^'^^> ^^^ founded about l^OB^hy Simon Chendon, Esq. (who 
had been thrice Mayor of Exeter t) for the habitation of 
ten poor women, who according to the superstition of those 
times, were bound to celibacy ; but widows were not to be 
excluded, provided they entered not into a second marriage^ 
from which circumstance they obtained the name of Ten 
Cells : the said founder also endowed them with several Fields, 
named Culver Landsy in the Parish of St. SidweUs^ and ap« 
pointed the Mayor and commonalty of this City, to be trus- 
tees of the same, and to have the nomination of the poor wo- 
men for ever. Since their foundation, they have received 
the following additional benefactions. 

Alice Heathy widow, by her deed Poll, dated May 18tfa, 
1 556, gave to certain Feoffees and their heirs, all her Lands, 
situate in East and West Teignmouth, or elsewhere in the 
County of Devon y for the only use and benefit of the poor 
women in these Almshouses.

William Bucknamy Esq. (sometime Mayor,) by Will be- 
queathed a certain sum of money, to be appropriated to cha- 
ntable uses, and appointed Philip Chichester y Esq. his execu- 
tor and trustee thereof, who therewith purchased the moiety 
of the Bear Inn, in Southgatestreet* which he by his deed

ons, and different sculptures wete seen, and over the cornice

holding a ragged staff between its paws,'* (the badge of the 
ancient Pridrs of Pfymptmi. J This venerable pile of building * 

being in a ruinous state, was pulled down, and a dwelling- 
house, offices, &c. erected on the^cite, by Mr. Robert Rus" 
ieL-f 

The opposite corner of Bear^lane^ bears evident marks of 
anti(|uity» According to tradition, it was a Nunnery, but by 
whom founded, or when dissolved, there is no mention ; 
probably it was one of those religious houses annexed to the 
P^^ry^ at its foundation by Bishop Brewer^ as it still conti- 
liues part pf its possessions. 

The Biflc^ Lions Inn, near the same spot, is a very ancient

The Gate is a massy building of hewn stone. The entrance Southgate. 
from the suburbs, is through a lofty pointed arch, flanked by 
circular towers, over the gateway is a nich^ where lately 
stood a mutilated statue in a magisterial robe ; this front is 
likewise decorated with angels, supporting the Royal and 
City arms ; the interior arch of the gateway from its semicir- 
cular form^ appears of Saxon constniction, § and is probably 
some remains of the ancient gate, the present one being erect« 
cd in the reign of Henry 1th. 

It has from time immemorial, been the common prison, 
and Sheriff's compter, for this City and County, and a worse 
one can hardly be imagined; the felons' prison is on the 
western side, consisting of three separate ground rooms, ^wo 
of them appropriated for the men, and one for women ; these 
rooms from their damp situation, and darkness, may not im-* 
properly be termed dungeons, * and to add to their miserable 
state, tne common sewer and drain from Soutkemhay, runs 
directly under them, into which an opening being made for 
their own conveniencies, a very noisome smell commonly ari- 
ses. The Debtors' side^ though not so bad as the Felons', 
is gloomy and unwholesome, and confinement in it is too se- 
vere a punishment for those unhappy objects, whose crimes 
are, too often, only misfortunes and poverty : f over the 
Felons' cells is a large room called the sAocy from the poor 
Debtors begging the charity of passengers from the barred 
window, and to receive which, they let down an old shoe by 
a cord : this room served formerly for a Chapel, as appears by 
part of the decalogue lately remaining, painted on the wall, 
but at present no clergyman administers spiritual comfort to 
the afflicted inhabitants. On the tops of the towers are bat-

■ Debtors are sometimes permitted by the Gaoler to recreate 

themselves and enjoy the blessings of wholesome and free 
air. The late humane and philanthropic Mr. Hcrward^ on an 
inspection of this Prison, declared it to be one of the most un- 
wholesome and dismal places of confinement he had visited 
during his peregrination. This Prison having been several 
times presented by the Grand Jury, as apublic nuisance, pro* 
posals were made for taking it down, and rebuilding it on a 
more convenient spot, but this salutary and philanthropic 
scheme, has been abandoned for.the present, and only some 
small additions and alterations on the Felons' side, not much 
to the advants^e or relief of the unhappy objects in confine- 
ment, has been adopted. 
Benefocti- There have been several bene&ctions for the relief of the 
ons to unhappy objects confined here, by which the Debtors, (if not 
Southgate {qq numerous,) are nearly supplied with bread; if one only. 
Prison. ijg receives the whole. 

Reynold Hayne^ by Will dated 2ath of Edward Sdy anno 
1354, bequeathed all his Lands and Tenements lying in the 
suburbs of this City, to the Cathedral Church of St. Peter, 
within the same, for the relief of those that are imprisoned ia 
the common Gaol of the said City. 

Joan Tuekfieldy (as before mentioned,) bequeathed several 
houses to the corporation ofTaytars, on condition of their per- 
forming several charitable acts : one of which was, that they 
annually distribute at the feast of Easter, to the poor prisoners 
confined here, U. 4</. 

WiUiam Paramore of this City, Merchant, by Will dated 
22d February, 1570, bequeathed to the poor Felons in this 
Prison, 10^ yearly ; and likewise the same sum to the most 
needy Debtors : the said sum of 20$ to be annually paid out 
pf bis Lands in Cook'-row in this City, then occupied by George 
Pyle^ Merchant ; John Lavers^ Goldsmith ; and John Madocke, 
I Haberdasher. 

i John Haydon^ Esq. sometime Alderman of the City of 

\ JLowrfo/i, by Will dated 11th of March, 1579, bequeathed to 

if the Mayor and Chamber of Exeter^ 200/. on condition that 

the same should be lent out to four young men of the said City 
of Exeter^ Merchants, and trading over the seas, for four years 
space, they putting in four sufficient securities for the repay- 
ment of the same, at the expiration of the time specified, paying 
yearly interest for the same, XL 1 3s.

Lamrenee SMon^ Merchant of this City, by his Deed, d»« 
t?ed8thMay, 1598, granted unto ten Feoffees, (members of 
tiie Chamber^) their heirs and assigns for ever, all those 'Mes- 
suages, Lands, Tenements^ Reversions and Hereditaments 
whatsoever, with all the appurtenances, commonly called 
Moor Estate^ (otherwise Le Moor ^ J tn the manor ofBitgrtoeiip 
Softoton Parish J Devon^ to the use of himself and wife, during 
their lives ; and after their decease, that his said Feo£Pees, out 
of the rents and profits of the said Estates, should for ever 
iveekly pay and deliver in bread as follows, viz. to the Pa- 
rishes of 5/.

Wiliiam Ttyvett, (some time one of the common council

In Magdalene^treet^ in this parish, is situate PaJmer^o 
Alnuhouseit founded by John Palmer, of this Citj^, baker, 
for four poor women ; and the saidfojinder, by WiU, dated 
26th October, 1487* bequeathed unto six foofiees in trust, 
all his messuages, lands, &c. in the said street, (then an 
inn, called the Btdl Inn, with a tenement adjoining,) and 
Qtfaer lands in the county of Devon, to the intent, that the 
•said feoffees should piy to the wardens of the sud paiiA 
l$8. 4i. yearly, at his anniversary ; and to every one of the 
said poor almswomen 6f. 8 J. at the feasts of Easter, and

Sv George Spekcf <dWhai€ Lgtkmgtan^ being the tertenant, 
increased the poor's pay from eigbt-pence to thirteea-pence 
ipreddy^ during Ya life, but fioon after, the nnhappy di& 
lerances breaking out between King CAaries and the Parlit^ 
tnenU their weekfy pay was discontinued, and about the year 
1 645 the chapel and houses were demolished. During these 
troubles, the lands came by descent to George Speke^ Esq^ 
who not only refused to re-build the premises, (notwith* 
standing the ereat income he received from the lands,) but 
also retained nve<^pence weekly of the thirtcsen-pence granted 
to the poor by his predecessors, as aforesaid, whereupon the 
Mayor and Bailifts (as visitors of the said fomidation,) endea- 
voured to prevail on the said Mr. Speke to UX&L the Will of 
the founder, but without efiect : accordingly, in Michaelmas 
Terth, 16m, they czhibiled a bill in chaiKxry against him,

6th. That 100/. costs be paid by the dcfcndatit, Mr. CHAP. VI . 
Speke^ to the complainants, towards the great charge the — 
City of Es€ter*hsLS been at in prosecuting this suit, for settling 
the said Almehouses, and the relief of the poor in it. 

7th. And lastly it is ordered and decreed, that the said 
lands shall stand chargeable to the performance of this decree^ 
and that the owner of the said lands (when it comes in their 
turns to nominate as beforesaid,) shall) within three monthfl 
aAer the decease of any of iht said almsmen » nominate 
another to succeed him. 

These lands, by failure of issue male, in the Speke*8 
^mily , came by marriage to the Right Hm. Frederic^ Lord 
North, who, some years since, '^sold them, together with 
the patronage of this foundation, to the late WtUiam Kert^ 
HHOoay^ Esq, an eminent merchant, of this City, (father of 
Ine present Sir John Kennaway, Bart.) This gentleman 
proved a faithful patron, he not only thoroughly repaired the 
houses, but greatly beautified the chapel, and presented to 
it a neat service of silver communion plate ; he also caused a 
large vault to be. mack in it, for a dormitory for himself and 
&inUy, in which he lies interred, and a handsome marble 
monument has been erected to his memory. There is like* 
wise an ancient monument, to the memory of the pious 
founder, on which is this epitaph :

The present chaplain is the Rev. Richard Eastcottf 
one of the priest vicars of the cathedral, and rector of 5/. £</- 
niunds and St. Mary Steps. 

At the foot of the hill is a very ancient chapel and hospital, 
dedicated to St. Mart/ Magdalene^ (from whence the street de- 
rives its name of Maudlin ;) this, with a small district around, 
is extra-parochial, and formerly had considerable revenues.* 

It

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CHAP. VI . It was built Boott after the conquest, or the return of the first 
■■■ Crusaders from the Hoiy Land, who imported with diem, 
that loathsome disease the £!c[^anthisy (or Leprosy,) a 
malady unknown to the Angio Saxons* Who were die 
founders of this hospital is not recorded, hut most probably, 
as it was under the protection of the Bishops 'of Erefer, k 
was founded by one of them, for the reception of those un- 
happy objects who should be infected with that disorder, and 
to prevent the contagion from spreading. 

In 1163, Bishop Barthoiemew Isoanus granted to the in- 
fected people of this hoi^tal, liberty to collect a toll on all 
com and bread sold in the iairs and markets of this City, and 
also to collect alms from door to door of the citizens, ofi cer- 
tain days every week, accordingly they continued so to do 
until the year 1244; when the citizens conxplaining that thdr 
frequent intercourse through the markets and streets was ob- 
noxious to them, and occasioned the spreading of the disease, 
forbid them the markets, and refused them any relief, which 
mvtch gifteved the then Bishop Brewer , and to prevent any 
future dispute, an agreement wa» made between the Mayor 
and Citizens on the one part, and the Bishop on the other, 
to exchange their right of patronage, accordingly the Kshop 
surrendered to the Mayor, &c. his claims on this hospital, 
and received in exchange, ' dte patronage of that of S^. Jokfts, 
near Easigaie. 

Richard Orenge^ Esq»?t gentleman of noble parentage, and 
Mayor of this City in 1454, being infected with the Leprosy, 
notwithstanding his great wealth, submitted himself to a re- 
sidence in this hospttal, where he lived many years, and 
finished his days, and was buried in the ehancel of the chapel ; 
his grave, with a mutilated inscription, is still remaining. 

The following benefactions that have been given to thi^ 
hospital are the only ones preserved* 

John Periman was a great bene^tor. 'f 

John Baker bequeathed to the poor of this hospital an an« 
nuity of Ss. 4d. yearly. 

Robert Chafe, Esq. (sometime Mayor,) bequeathed an 
annuity, or yearly rent charge of 14*. to be for ever issued 
out of a dwelling-house, in bt^ Mary Archer^ s parish. 

It having been proved, by an inquisition held before the 
Right Hon. Thomas, Lord Coventry, lord-keeper of the «yrcat 
se9\ of Ei^iand, 6th July, 1633, that from time ioomemorial^ 
the Dean and Chapter Were accustomed to pay the sum of 
S/. I2s. yearly to the poor of this hospital; the said lord- 
keeper

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keeper confirmed a decree; X that the said sum should for QHAP.VI , 
ever henceforth be paid to them^ by the Dean and Chapter^ — — 
which is still continued* 

Joan Tuckfi^d bequeathed yearly to the poor lazar people 
in this hospital § U. 8^. 

What was the extent or form of the original building of 
this hospital, cannot now be ascertained, no part, except the 
chapel, bearing any yestige of antiquity; the houses, about 
six in number, not being contiguous, appears to have been 
erected at different periodis, and as claimants that are leproua 
are not now to be found sufficient to occupy them, they are 
filled with other poor people, nominated by the Warden and 
Chamber. The chapel is now desecrated, and kept in a 
£lthy condition, no glass being in the windows ; it still has 
one bell, and some mutilated gravestones with bcoken in^ 
scriptions. 

In James^s^stred, within Southgate, are six Almshouses, 
founded by Christopher Leihbridge^ Esq. (sometime Mayor Le^ 
oi Exeter 9 before the year I669,) for Six poor people; the bridge^s 
said founder also endowed them with 15/. 12^. per annum, almshauMS* 
to be. . equally divided, and paid monthly to the poor oc- 
cupiers, appointing the Mayor and Chamber to be trustees ; 
he also ordered, that one of the said alms-people should, for 
cver» be chosen from the poor of S^. Mary Archer's parish. 

Just without Southgate, is the manor anciently occupied 
jand belonging to the Grey Friers, and from them is still de- The Fryers^ 
nominated the Friers ; on this scite they founded a sumptous 
bouse and church, with large orchards and gardens, oi 
which thece is not, at present, the smallest vestige remaining* 
The choice of this place confirms the old adage, ^' that when- 
ever there was a good prospect, or a pleasant spot of land, a 
Fryer was sure to be.found." On this ground there is now 
erecting a beautiful pile of buildings, which is to consist of 
29 houses, comprising a small segment of a circle. The 
first stone of these buiklings was laid by Mrs* Graves (wife 
of tibe present, and dauj^ter of the late proprietor,) and 
Thomas FJoud, Esq. late. Mayor, viho named it CoUetow 
Crescent* Behind the gardens of these houses, is intended to . 
be erected convenient mews and coach-houses, and another 
street parakl to HoUoway, to be named Graves'sHStreet* 
JfTfien the whole is finMed, it will be a% ornament to this 
City. In the frost .of Colleton Crescent, a fine terrace walk 
18 to be made, which will be near 100 feet above the bed of 
the river, from this walk, and from the houses, there is one

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CHAP. VI . of the most charming prospects imaginable, the navigable 
river Exe, the shipping, and crouded quay beneath, whilst 
the elevated situation protects from the damps of the'one, 
and the noise of the other ; the beautiful reach of the river 
from the quay to the bridge, the water of which being em- 
bayed by Trtw*8 Weary and always full, has the appearance 
of an artificial lake; the meanders of the Haven, with its 
pleasant and often crowded banks, the shifting scenery of 
vessels passing up and down, and the church and town oiStp 
Thomasy are truly picturesque ; beyond these, the finely cul- 
tivated country, interspersed with villages, farms, &c, be- 
tween the City and the brown heights of Hakbriy Penhillf j 
&c.; and to tne South, the estuary of the JJa?e, toitsjunc- i 
tion with the ocean. In short, for salubrity of air, fine pros- ] 
pect, and delightful situation, it cannot be exceeded, if ' 
eqtialledy in any city or town in the kingdom. 
Quaker*8 The Quaker's meeting-house is situate in Magdalene^ 

JJ^^^ street, it is a plain structure, remarkably clean and neat 

within, and behind it is a cemetery. 
^ssenter^s Opposite the Quaker's meeting-house is a large burying 
crouiut ground, belonging to the Presbyterians. And adjoining it 
Jew's ditto. ^^ another, belongmgto the Jews.* 

^^ , In Southgate-street is a large and handsome dissenting 

meet^e meeting-house, named George^ s Meeting, it is built of brick, 
with Portland stone bands and copings, and in the front, is 
< a large and lofly portico, supported by Tuscan columns;; the 

whole is spacious and elegant, and is not excelled by any 
edifice of the kind in the kingdom, and has a large and genteel 
congregation belonging to it ; it was erected in the year 1 760, 
in the room of one which stood in James^s^street* 

The Quay is likewise in this parish, which is large and 
commodious, ships of 150 tons burthen and upwards, being 
capable of laying alongside it, and discharging their cargoes; 
the passage to it from Topsham, is by an artificial canal, on 
which are four sluices, which opens into a large bay formed 
by Treio*s Wear. On this quay is a handsonae Custom-house, 
with apartments for the collector, comptrollers, and hind- 
waiters offices, and a handsome office for the. wharfinger, 
with lofts and cellars for storing goods. A new caiiai is now 
begun, which is to extend frbm the quay bay to the town 
of Crediton, which will be of great advantage to the country, 
and it is to be hoped^ will be further cont^ued.§

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According to the late returns, there were in the parish of CHAP. VI . 
the Holy Trinity 294 houses, ( 1 3 of which were uninhabited,) " ' 

containing 345 families, in which iVere 821 males, and 1119 
females, m all 1940 inhabitants* 

Proceeding more towards the centre of the City, is the pa- «. George 
rish of <SV« George ; the church is small, conusting of a nave, 
chance], and small aisle under the tower ; from this aisle 
theie is an aperture made thro' the wall, for the convenience 
of that part of the congregation to behold the elevation of the 
,host, (the custom, before the reformation.) This church is 
kept in good repair, and is neatly seated ; the tower is large, 
but not lofty, and is not decorated with either spire or vane, 
it contains a good ring of .five bells, and also a clock, with^ 
out a dial. This psirish is usually held in commendam with 
that of Si* Jehn^ and diyine service is here performed to the 
united parishes in the forenoon only. The era of its foun- 
dation is not known, but it appears to be an ancient structure, 
though not mentioned till the year 1222, when it was made 
parochial ; it is now a rectory in the gift of the Dean and 
Chapter, and is valued in the King's books at9/« 13$.

The only monuments deserving notice are the following : 

On the north side, near the altar, is a neat mural monu- 
ment to the memory of the Rev. William Chilcoty rector 
of this church, and of his daughter.

Near this, is»a large heavy stone monument, on which is 
a bust, erected to the memory of Thomas Baron, Esq. some-

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CHAP. VI . The remams of antiquity in this parish are flew; theonljr 

one deservintr notice is an ancient house opposite JUttle^'ttiie 

King John's gotr^ vulgarly called King John's Palace ; this house has been 
Palace. greatly altered from its original state, by its present owner, 
Mr, Henry Plashman^ cabinet-maker* The decorations of the 
principal entrance are very remarkable, consisting of two 
grotesque figures, in a crouchant posture, suppbrting statues : 
that on the left hand, representing a clown, in an anciauc 
dress, holding a club in the attitude of striking, and over nas 
head, on a shield, are the royal arms of England and France, 
quarterly. The other statue represents a zany, in an antic 
dress, trimmed with small round belb, his head covered 
with a long peccadillo cap, and holding aduld'sdoU^ over 
him are the arms of the City.* 

Butcher* The Butcher-row (the greatest part of which is in this 

row. parish,) consists ofa narrow street, the buildings, in general, 

low and mean, with heavy hanging window-shutters; here 

the knights of the steel reside in a kind of community among 

themsems, slaughter their cattle and expose their meat to 

Corn-mar- sale ; adjoining to it, is the Corn-market, a quadrangular 

*®^* building, supported by wooden pillars, surrounded wiA 

stalls for the use of the country butchers, on Wednesdays 

and Saturdays, These shambles, as well as the stalls of the 

resident butchers, afFord a great variety, and are as well 

suppliied as any market in the kingdom. The Corn-market 

is open for the sale of all sorts of grain and seeds every Friday, 

and is greatly resorted to. 

The slaughtering of cattle, with the accumulation of dun|r, 
blood, &c. thrown in heaps behind the houses, makes the 
£utcher-row a noisome place in the summer; but such is 
the force of habit, that the inhabitants cannot be prevailed 
on to remove such a nuisance.§ Some years since, the 
Chamber erected, at a great expence, a row of slaughter 
houses, with hogsties, and tvtiy necessary conveniency, 
upon the banks of the river, and opened an avenue to them 
over the City walls, but they were soon deserted, and the 
building was converted into a brewhouse. Notwith* 
standing the nossome smells arising from such an accU'< 
mulation of putrid materials^ tradition informs us, that dur- 
ing

TAimiag FJootft Es^. during his Mayoralty » introduced a 
new method of laying cattle» recommended by the Higkt 
Hon. Lwrd Somerviile; which is (instead of the barbarous 
method of breaking the scuU with a poll-axe,] thrusting a 
double-edged sharp pointed dagger betwe'en the cervical 
verteim of the foreh^» * which occasions almost instant 
death ; and by this means diminishes the sufferings of the 
poor animal. 

Mr. George England first put this method in practice in 
this City ; but few others have, as yet, followed bis example. 

According to the last returns, this parish contained*' 75 
inhabited housesi and 7 uninhabited, in which were 143 
families, consisting of 991 males, and 351 females; in all, 
642 inhabitants. 

The parish oiSt> Mary Arches is contiguous to that of 5/* 
George 'f the church (which is situate in a lane of the same gt. Mary 
name,) is a large and regular building, in the gothic stile, Aiches. 
consisting of a nave, two aisles, a chancel, and spacious 
gallery; the vaulted roof is supported by slender pillars, 
forming pointed arches, from whence it obtained its epithet 
of St* martf Arciesif (like St* Mary le Bow^ in London,) to 
distinguish it from others dedicated to the blessed Virgin, in 
different parts pf this City. This church is kept in good re-* 
pair; has an organ, is neatly pewed, an^l has three large 
brass chandeliers. The tower, under which is the principal 
entrance, is square and low, containing four small bells, a 
clock and dial; the summit crested with a n^odern erected 
cupola, which has a small shrill-toned bell, used to give 
notice of the time of divine service. This church is ancient, 
but does not appear, from the stile of architecture, to be the 
original saqred edifice erected on the same spot, as we find it 
was made parochial in the year 1222 ; it is now a rectory, 
(to which 18 united that of S/. Olave^) in the gift of the Dean 
and Chapter, and is valued in the King's books at 10/. per 
annum; certified value \6l. Rector, the Rev* Benedict 
Pering* The rector has a neat parsonage house, in Bartho* 
lomew-street, the only one in the City deserving notice.

pasteboard, painted red on both sides, and on one side^ 
within a circular border, was stamped this French inscrij^tjotiy 
•* Christ est h Vam de Fie.** They were supposed to have 
been certificates, delivered by the priests after confession^ 
to qualify the bearers to receive the holy encharist. . 

On the north side is an antique monument, (with a Latin 
inscription* much defaced,) ejected lo thjk memory ofJohn

On the game monument ia an inscription to the memory of 
Mnfcy^, Slighter of Ji^b Acfmtdf Jtmr. Esq* and wife of 
jdrtkur Dkcki of JLom4^, merduuit, who died the 8th of 
August, 1695* AgsinsI the north wall is an o^al marble' 
tabkf, latdy escdedto Um meni<Nfv of Himry Farrant^ kte 
of this City, dyn^gisl, and of lus orather, the Metf. Roiert 
Farrantf rector ot St.- Petroek. This monument is so very 
injudidally placed in an elevated situation, and dark corner^ 
tm the inaeription cannot be read without the help of a 
candle. 

Richard Beavts, Gent. waS a benefactor. See the fore- 
going parish of St. Mary Arches* 

. The Vxigt^ of Si. Nicholas (already mentioned,) was St. Nicholas 
^tuated in this parish; great part of the ancient building, Priory 
pacticulafly the Prior's, lodgings, and ^mf; of the cells, are 
ftiU renijainiiig^ and conyerted into a dwellipg-housCf 
lately inhabited by J^. E. Cosseraty Esq, but modem alter- 
aticuis hawiig been introduced ipto the structure, it has 
lost its gothic beauty, and is now in a ruinous state» 
700 years having elapsed since its erection.* Another 
part of this ancient structure has for many years been oc« 
cupied by the Roman Catholic Priests, in which was a 
pnvate chape), where the citizens of that persuasion per« 
iormed their devqdpns. On the late revolution in France^ 
great numbers of emigrant priests fled for refuge to this 
pountryt where they were maintained and protected by the 
bounty of its inhabitants; many of whom resided in this 
City for some years. Part of them formed a religious com-* 
munity, and resided in this house until their return to their 
native land. The beautiful and sumptuous church belonging 
to this Priory was purchased soon af^er the reformation, by 
iht Chamber of this City, who caused it to be demolished, 
apd applied the materials towards the repairs of E^e Bridge 
and the City Walls. On part of its scite, a Roman Catholic 
Church was built a few years since ;. this edifice is very neat,

* We have noaceouats to whom tlie buildings and scite of this Prioqr 
were giaote^ at the FeCoriJsatioa ; but from its being different freeholds, 
the deeds of which reach no further back than the reign of Edtoard the

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but plaiii» and ci^pftble of holding a much lafger ebtig|r6« 
gatioQ than at present frequent it. . On digging for the Ibund" 
ation of this church, many remains of the ancieiit one were 
discovered, such as carved mouldings^ parts ofsepolchnd 
monuments^ mutilated. inscriptions, £d. * Adjoining, standi 
a large Dissenting MeetiBg-hottse^ apkunand neat-building; 
it is commonly called tkt\Arimi Meeting. The congrcgatioti 
is very numerous, and though they dispeafc in some partis* 
culars from their presbytaian bMhren, it does, not appear 
that thev follow the doctrine of Arrim,. 
. The une which leads from the Fore^street to this Priory, 
has long been called theMvi/, and, according to tradttion, 
p^rt of the old building was formerly used for coining ; but 
at what time we are ignorant^ (part oi Helens hospital, as has 
already been related, having been appropriated for that pur* 
pose during the reign ofWtiliam the III.) and it is not pro- 
bable that it has retained the name of the Mhft, ever since 
the days of King Afheistan: that the liberty of coinage was 
often granted to the principal Abbies must be acknowledged, 
but we have no account that it was ever conferred on this 
Priory.* 

St. BgrtholemetD^ s Burying Ground is contiguous, and was 
once the orchard and garden belonging to this Priory; it is 
bounded on one side by the City wall, on which is a plea- 
sant walk, commanding a noble prospect. On a (designed) 
elevation of the parapet, is a large Portland stone tablet, on 
which is carved the arms of the diocese, impaled with Hali^ 
the arms of the City, and those of MtUlack; and underneath 
is this inscription : 

Reposiiorum Dei fiddium Dormitorum^ This Platte of 
Grounde toas gycen hy the cytte of Exon^ fytted and encompassed 
by the concurrent charge of both the churche and cytie, mth the

^ Before the introduction of copper coin in the reign of Charles the If.' 
tbe principal tradesmen and ehopkeepen made tkse of small pieces df 
brass money, stamped with their names and devices alluding to tMeir 
i^eral callings; these were called Jtradesmen^s tokens, and served as 
small change ; every shopkeeper, &c. keeping a box, in which were 
many partitions, which was termed a sorting box; in this box they 
I)id|ed the tokens of different traders^ and when they amoUtited to a cer- 
tain ^um, (arded them to their issuers,' who were obliged to exchange 
them for lawful coin; many of these tokens, of diiferent inhabitants of

Predoea^inconspectu Dei Mors Sanctorum.* 
Onepeniag a. grave, in the year 17.62, a large blue inar<* 
ble stone * ivas discovered deep sunk in the grouiki, on which 
was the following inscription: 
' £pitapfa upon Captain Niched Vaughan» muster^master 
<^ the Train mads, in the County of Devon, and the City 
of Exeter; who, in the execution of a warrant for taking 
away malignants' aims, designed for the assistance of re* 
bellious forces, against King and Parliameiit, was treach- 
erously slaia by a shot out' of .a window, at Dunaford> im 
Devon,. Dec. H, and here internd: Dec* 15,. 164IS. 
. Unckmeath this kiscrmtion' is-this armorial hearliig, vtz« 
on a shield, three boars' .heads in; pale, erased, (the colours 
not dffsoribed,) and under the arms the following lines : 

Under this stone, good reader, lyes, 
*rhe man whose blood to Heaven crks^ 
Not like afoole or fettered slave. 
But, Abner like, he toent to grave* 
In Ibyalty to just commands. 
He fell by false and wicked hands » 
This stone shall lye a monument^ 
To cry € avenge this innocent • • 

This stone is not injured by time, and from its high state 
of preservation, after a lapse of upwards of 1 20 years, to the 
time of its discovery, it is probable that it was purposely 
secreted by his friends, to prevent it being injured by the 
rjepublicans, after the decline and ruin of the royal party. 
There are many handsome altar tombs in this burying ground, 
too numerous for a particulsur description ; and near die City 
wails is interred the remains of the learned Afr. Andrea Briee, 
who, notwithstanding his pompous funeral* has neither 
stone nor memento to denote the spot, but his works will- 
preserve his memory to future ages* 

In this parish, according to the late returns, there were 
Si? houses, (6 of which were uninhabited,) containing US 
^milies, consisting of 252 males, and 514 females; total 
566 inhabitants. 

The parish of &• John is contiguous to that qfSif Okme: ^. « .^ 
the church is evidently an ancient structure, but no mention ^ 
is made of it until the year 122^; when it appears in the list 
of parochial churches* The tower is square, with a circular

" crowned with a vane; in the tower are three small bdtts, 
and a clock with a double projecting dial» wluch may be 
seen at a great dislaiice. lliis church is an ircegular buikhag, 
the floor beii^ greatly elevated above the level of the street, 
and notwithstanding the parishioners have eiqiended co»» 
siderable sums in its improvement, it is low, incoonaodious, 
and incapable of containing a large congr^tion; so that 
the padstiioners, with those of its unked one of ^^ €h€rge9 
are greatly distressed for want of proper seats* The diancel, 
which is sttppovted by an arc^ thrown over the adjoining 
street, (commMily called Si* Jokm^s Amp,) is mose eievaHecl 
than die fUy6r of the church , For the standing of this arck 
^ parishioners pay am annual nttit tothe Duke of GormanUy 
as Lord of the knaiior of this City. From the uneommen 
situation of this chancel on the N. E. sipde oS the chnreh,. it 
seems very probable that it is of later erection ; and that the 
original chancel vf^ at the eastern end of the naiw ; but there 
is no record that mentions such an alteration ; and it is rather 
surprising th^t the parishioners should saddle themselves 
with an annual expence for so small an addition to their 
church, when inore room might have easily been procured. 
The whole of the building is paid great attention to, and is 
kept in good repair. Underneath part of the church is a 
small room, for many yearlB appropriated to the. use of a 
cobler ; but now, with more propriety, glazed, and sdtered 
into a vestry. This living was once appropriated to the 
Priory of Pfymt&n, until its dissolution, when it fell into the 
King s hands, in whom it still remains, and is now held by 
Sequestration by the Rev. TheophtUom Barnes^ Junr. certified 
value 18/. per annum.* 

The only monument deserving notice is fi^ed against the 
south wall, on which is this inscription : 

In memory of Sir Benjamin Oliver^ of this City, (who 
had the honour of being knighted, in the year of his maior-

PARISHES ADJACENT to EXETER. 

St, THiomas the Apostle, This parish is contiguous to the St. Thomas 
City, being separated from it, only by the river Exe, over 
wh.ichis the new bridge; but is, and ever was, independent of 
the City government, being a parcel of the county of Devon, 
The part nearest to the City, consists, principally, of three 
streets, leading to different roads, the longest ofwhichhasa 
westerly direction, and is termed Cmoick^street : that to the 
south, 19 ntLme^d A^hingtonrstreet ; and the other branches 
oeariy north, and from being the road to, is called Oa^- 
hamptQri'Streei ; in these streets are nnany good houses, and 
krge slVDpSi, and were it not for its vicinity to Exeter, this 
parish would appear as a large country town. 

The. church, which is situate on the sooth side of cowick* 
street, is large and well built ; consisting of a nave, chancel, 
a large aisle on the south side, and a smafier one on the north, 
it is neatly pewed, and has a large convenient gallery. The 
tower, which is at the west end, is embattled and lofty, 
with a. small spire ; it contains a good peal of six belts, a 
clock and dial. 

Before the reformation, the parish church was the priory 
church of Comicky but th^ inhaDitants in general resorted to a 
chapel, situate near the river, dedicated to T7io7?ias Bec/ce^ 
Archbishop of Canterb'un/ : this chapel being situated in a 
damp, marshy- spot, much subject to inundations of the 
river, the inhabitants petitioned for its reraovahf which be- 
ing

St. Thomas According to Bi^op Siaffm-d's register, the first parish 
church was erected about the year 141 8. . 

There are several monuments; and upon the walls are 
fixed several banners, atchievements, and armorial trophies, 
chiefly of the families of Goulds BuUer and Northmore. 

The following inscriptions are mostly deserving notice. 
Against the south wall is a large stone monument, badly- 
executed, . on which is this inscription. M.S. Hi^acet 
corpus Thomae North more armigeriy Johannie Northmore 
fde Well in parochia South Tawton, in hoe comitatu generosi 
simper fidelis J fiia legis consiiiarii et senatui Britaniti nuper

Near this monument is a small, decorated, white marble 
tablet, bearing this inscription. Sacred to the memory of 
Mrs, Fanshawe, tshose excellent understandings unfeigned 
piety ^ exetnplary virtue^ happily blended with the most amiable 
and domestic endowmehtsy rendered her loss a sore affliction to her 
surviving friends^ She was the wife of Charles Fanshawe, 
Yaq,^ Barrister^at'Law ; and the daughter of ^ohn Scale, Esq, 
«f Mount Boone, in the county of Devon, by Elizabeth 
daughter of John Fownes, Esq. o/" Nether way, in the same 
county y and with two of her children^ viz. Eliz. Maria, aged 
2 years; Robert Hehly, aged 6 months y lie interred in the 
vault beneath. 

Against the same wall, is a very elegant marble monu« 
ment, on which is this just eulogium to the memory o^ James 
Buller, Esq. of Shillinghamy in the county of Cornwall y and 
Dorwnesy in the county of Dcvony who departed this life 
February 11th, 1772, aged 31. And if w^ej^ his wife, whq 
died September 26th, 176*8, aged 31.

She was the daughter 
of Joseph Oliver, of Exwick, fesq. and the last of that re- 
spectable family. In her were united the christian and the social 
virtues; the best of parents ^ a sincere friend ^ a cheerful cont^ 
panionj and a liberal benefactress to thepoor.-^In the same vault 
are interred John Oliver, William, Benjamin, v William, 
Bridget, sons and daughter of the Above William Williams, 
i»ui Elizabeth ^>«(;i^.-^--Anne, relict of Samuel Newte, of 
lldcombe, clerk; Eliza, rc;//err of David Hamilton, of Bristol, 
merchant ; William son of David Hamilton, Elsq. and Bridget 
his wifCf in dutiful respect and affectionate regard^ caused this 
monumeni to be erected in the year 1781.

In this hamlet, Edmttnd Granger ^nd Samuel BfmfilL Esqrs.

dence of her eldest son, John Baringt Esq. justice of the 
peace, for the county of Devon, and, in several parliai- 
ments, one of the representatives for the City of Exeter^ 
He has greatly improved the house, almost to a re-buildine^ ; 
he has also greatly added to the demesnes, laid open, the 
grounds around it, planted numbers of trees and shrubs, 
altered the road, and built a pallisadoed arch over it, by 
which, an easy communication is made to the church, and 
the adjoining grounds; in short, this splendid mansion is 
How as compleat and desirable a residence as any ii^ the 
county. 

A little to the southeast of Mount Radford, is a neat and 
pleasant villa, built on a gentle eminence, by Henry Wty-r 
mouihf Esq. merchant, 01 Exeter, and on the scite of a. 
smaller house, which was long the residence of the £imily 
of Collings;* it is called Ptfri(^'« Weii, from a noted spring, 
which issues from under the the bank, into a square bason* 
Near Treto*s wear has been established, of late years, a 
manufactory of cottons ; the buildings are very extensive, 
the machi]|ery is worked by a large water wheel, which is 
supplied by a canal cut ifrom the river ; many dwelling- 
houses have been erected near the manu^tory, for the ac-» 
commodation of the workmen, and their families, which 
hasadded greatly to the number of the inhabitants of this parish* 
. The ancient priory of St, James, was partly in this parish^ 
an account of which has been already mentioned. 

A branch of the ancient and respectable &mily ofDreve, 
had a mansion-house in this parish, where they resided for 
several generations, till it became extinct* The last was

Near this is' a cot-house, .patched up from old raateriaJs, 
and some part of it appears of age coeval with ^h« chapel ; 
'probably it xvas thehabitation of the officiating priest. The 
yard was decorated with lofty elms, of ancient growth, 
which gav6 a gloomy shade to the whole. This seqiiestered 
spot, its beauliful meadows, and the meandring brook, 
overhung with Hindulating hills, clothed with ash and other 
trees, were very happily chosen to kispirc the mind with 
religious contemplation. 

The hamlet of West Wanfard was evidently of greater note 
and extent than it is at present, as it gives^ name to the 
hundred, and as the ancient Roman road passed through it 
€com Hartford Bridge : it now consists of detached farna- 
houses and cottages, many in a decayed state, and the ruitis 
"of others visible ; the removid of the great western road 
•hastened its decline, and gave rise to the present Heavitree, 
' West Wo^ford House: is a large- old stone mansion, and 
was long the residence of the family of Atkhis^ (two of 
wbo^m were judges,) it is now the property of Mr. SJpicer, 
oi Mount Wear:' < ' ' 

The ancient Nunnery oi PcMoe^ was situated in a de- 
tached part of this parish, a rqile and half north of the 
church ; it Was founded by Bishop fir^TPer, in the year 125(), 
who endowed it with the manor of Pdeslce^ and other 
lands. 

At the dissolution, the house and manor were' *gran ted 

to Sir Arthur C/iampernowney who exchanged it for Darting" 

'ton; it was then purchased by John Peter ^ Esq. merchant, 

of Exeter, m whose family it continued for several descents ; 

• it became next the property of the Izacke^; and now lielongs 

rto Montague Parker, Esq. 

There are still some remains of the ancient building, paf- 
ticularly the west end, which, though patched up with 
modern repairs, retains strong vestiges of its gothic state: 
the principal entrance was through a pointed arch, now 
walled up. : . . . . 

The chapel was demolished by Coloi^el Sebastian Izaeke, 
and its scite is not to be ascertained. The manor is, at pre- 
sent, divided into different farms, whose houses, garden 
walls, &c. clothed with ivy, have a ruinous and antique

NorMrook^ the property of Daniel HamiUcny >oi Exeter y 
Elsq^ 18 'a liett mansion, greatly improved by its present 
oivner, U is< beautifully situated in an extensive paddook^ 
one side of whkii is bounded by s bfani^ of i^'vvfttEs>t; 
and through the grounds, the brook from ^on^n/ meanders 
in view of the house. \ 

StokehiU'Housey a neat modern villa, belonging to Joseph 
Sandersy of Exeter^ Esq. is delightfully situated about half 
a mile N« E. of the City; it commands a fine prospect of 
the estuary of the Exe^ and the surrounding country : from 
a barren waste, overran with furze and fern, the proprietor 
has greatly improved the surrounding lands, and rendered 
them fruitful and pleasant. 

Ruxkaniy (anciently named Dunscomh^ from the British 
Dununiy a hill and Comb^ a valley,] is a large farm on the 
heights of Stoke^ anciently belonging to the priory of St. 
NicAoias, in Exeter; it is now the property of the Marchioness 
of Domiegaly and rented hy Mr, John Landy of Exeter. 
From different parts of this estate, are very extensive pros- 
pects, the ground undulating from lofty hills to deep vallies, 
and a fine spring of water meandering through the lower 
grounds, renders it capable of great improvement. 

RingstceUy lies to the east of Heavitree village, near the 
place where lately stood the gallows ; here was, formerly, a 
large mansion, granted in tne reign of Henry the III. by 
Robert de Mandeville^ to Nicholas Gervaise^ of Exeter, whose 
son. Sir Waiter Geroaisey gave it in marriage, with his 
daughter Alice^ io Sir William Speie^ The said Sir W» 
Speke, with the consent of his wife, granted the same to Sir 
John Wiger^ of Creedy^Wiger, reserving to himself and 
heirs 5/. yearly rent. — Part of this manor afterwards be- 
<:ame the property of the Prydhamsy of Exeter, and by an 
heiress of the Prydhams came to the Whitings. It belongs 
at present to Edward Cotsfordy Esq. who purchased it of 
Gregory Jackson^ of Exeter, Esq.

Mr. Jenkins was led to believe, that the screen {see page 28^)

But whoever examines this 
screen attentively, will easily discover, that they were placed 
thereafter it was erected; and are of clumsy workmanship, 
when compared with the elegant foliage which surrounds 
them. By the style of architecture, (the arches being very 
similar to that of Bishop Stapledon*s monument,) I suppose 
this screen was erected m the time of Edward the II. or III*
